SECTION I. 

On the Doctrine of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints^ originally delivered before a Clasi 
of the ElderSf in Kirtland^ Ohio. 

1. Faith being the first principle in revealed religion, 
and the foundation of all righteousness, necessariljr 
claims the first place in a course of lectures which are 
designed to unfold to the understanding the doctrina 
of Jesus Christ .^ 

2. In presenting the subject of faidi, we shall obsafte 
the following order : — 

3. First, Faith itself— what it is. 

4. Secondly, the object on which it rests* and 

5. Thirdly, the efifects which flow from it. 

- 6. Agreeably to this order we have first tp show 
what faith is. 

7. The author of the epistle to the Hebrews, in the 
eleventh chapter of that epistle, and first verse, gives 
the following definition of the word faith. 

8. Now faith is the 8i\bstanc6 (assurance) of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not seen. 

9. From this we learn, that faith is the assurance 
which- men have of the existence of things which they 
have not seen, and the principle of action i a all intel- 
ligent beings. 

10. If men were duly to consider thcmielves, and 
turn their thoughts and reflections to the operations of 
their own minds, they would readily dv^^cr^^x 'OsvaX* S^ 
is faith, and faith only, which is tVie xasmii^s ^^^^^ ^^ 
ull action in them ; that witViout \t, \iQ\Xv iqaxA ^tA

body would be in. a state jf inactivity, and all their 
exertions would cease, both physical and mental. 

11. Were this cjass to go back and reflect upon the 
history of their lives, from the period of their first re- 
collection, and ask themselves, what principle incited 
them to action, or what gave them energy and activity 
in all their lawful avocations, callings, and pursuits, 
what would be the answer ? Would it not be that it 
was the assurance which we had of the existence of 
things which we had not seen, as yet? Was it not the 
hope which you had, in consequence of your belief in 
the existence of unseen things, which stimulated you 
to action and exertion, in order to obtain them ? Are 
you not dependent oh your faith, or belief, for the ac- 
quisition of all knowledge, wisdom, and intelligence? 
Would you exert yourselves to obtain wisdom and in- 
telligence, unless you did believe that you could obtain 
them? Would you have ever sown if you had not 
believed that you would reap? Would you have ever 
planted if you had not believed* that you would gather? 
Would you have ever asked unless you had believed 
that you would receive ? Would you have ever sought 
unless you had believed that you would have found ? 
Or, would you have ever knocked unless you had be- 
lieved that it would have been opened unto you? In 
a word, is there anything that you would have done, 
either physical or mental, if you had not previously be- 
lieved? Ard not all your exertions of every kind, 
dependent on your faith ? Or, may we not ask, what 
have you, or what do you possess, which you have not 
obtained by reason of your faith ? Your food, youi 
raiment, your lodgings, are they not all by reason of 
yt)ur faith ? Reflect, and ask yourselves, if these things 
are not so. Turn your thoughts on your own minds, 
and see if faith is not the moving cause of all action in 
yourselves ; and if the moving cause in you, is it not in 
all other intelligent beings ? 

12. And as faith is the moving cause of all action in 
temporal concerns, so it is in spiritual; for the Savior 
has said, and that truly, that he that believeth and is 

baptized, shall be saved. Mark xVv. \^.

13. As we receive by faith, all temporal blessings 
that we do receive, so we, in like manner, receive, by 
faith, all spiritual blessings^ that we do receive. But 
faith is not only the principle of action, but of power 
also, in all intelligent beings, whether in heaven, or on 
earth. Thus says the author of the epistle to the He- 
brews, xi: 3. 

11 '* Through faith we understand that the worlds 
were framed by the word of God ; so that things which 
are seen were not made of things which do appear." 

15. By this we understand that the principle of pow- 
er, which existed in the bosom of Grod, by which the 
worlds were framed, was faith ; and that it is by reason 
of this principle of power, existing in tjie Deity, that 
all created things exist; so that all things in heaven, 
on earth, or under the earth, exist by reason of faith, 
as it existed in Him. 

. 16. Had it not been for the principle of faith, the 
worlds would never have been tramcd, neither would 
man have been formed of the dust. It is the principle 
by which Jehovah works, and through which he exer- 
cises power over all temporal, as well as eternal things. 
O.'ake this principle or attribute — for it is an attri- 
bute — from the Deity, and he would cease to exist 

17. Who can not see, that if God framed the worlds 
by faith, that it is by faith that he exercises power 
over them, and that faith is the principle of powers 
And if the principle of power, it must be so in man as 
well as in the Deity ? This is the testimony of all the 
sacred writers, and the lesson which they have been 
endeavoring to teach to man. 

18. The Savior says (Matthew xvii: 19, 20), in ex- 
plaining the reason why the disciples could not cast 
out the devil, that it was because of their unbelief: — 
*'For verily, 1 say unto you (said he), if ye have faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this moun- 
tain. Remove hence to yonder place I and it shall re- 
move; and nothing shall be impossible unto ^om." 

19. Moroui, while abridging and com^Wvw^ ^^p^^ ^c^ 
cord of bis fathers, has given us tVie ioWovjVii^ «u<i<5»vi»J^

tiiat it was the faith of Alma and Amuiek which caused 
the walls of the prison to be rent, as recorded on the 
25 1st page; it was the faith of Nephi and Lehi which 
caused a change to be wrought upon the hearts of the 
Lamanites, when they were immersed with the Holj 
Spirit, and with fire, as seen on the 403rd page ; and 
that it was by faith that the mountain Zerin was re- 
moved when the brother of Jared spake in the name 
of the Lord. See also 54lst page, Second European 
edition. 

20. In addition to this we are told in Hebrews zi : 
32-35, that Gibeon, Barak, Samson, Jephthah, David, 
Samuel, and, the proi^ets, through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought rignteoiisness, obtained promises, stopped 

. the mouths of lions, quenched the violence of fire, es- 
caped the edge of the sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight 
the armies of the aliens; and. that women received 
their dead raised to life again, etc., etc. 

21. Also, Joshua, in the sight of all Israel, bade the 
sun and moon to stand still, and it was done. Josh, 
x: 12. 

22. We here understand, that the sacred writers say 
that all these things were done by faith. It was by 
ttttth that the worlds were framed. God spake, chaos 
heard, and worlds came to order, by reason of the 
faith there was in Him. So with man also ; he spake 
b> faith in the name .of Gt)d, ind the sun stood still, 
the moon obeyed, mountains removed, prisons fell, 
Jjons' mouths were closed, the human heart lost its 
enmity, fire its violence, armies their power, the sword 
its terror, and death its dominion ; and all this by rea- 
son of the faith which was in them. 

23. Had it not been for the faith which was in man, 
they might have spoken to the sun, the moon, the 
mountains, prisons, the human heart, fire, armies, the 
sword, or to death in vain ! 

24. Faith, then, is the first great governing principle 
which has power, dominion, and authority over all

"What is theology ? It is that revealed science whioh treatf 
of the being and attributes of Ghd — his relations to us — the 
dispensations of his proyidenoe — his will with respect to our 
actions — and his purposes with respect* to our ends. Buck's 
Theological Dictionary, page 682. 

What is the first principle in this revealed science ? Faith. 
Section i : 1. 

Why is faith the first principle in this reyealed scieneo? 
Because it is the foundation of all righteousness. Hebrews 
Xi : 6. Without faith it is impossible to please God. 1 Johfi 
iii : 7. Little children, let no man deceive you ; he that doeth 
righteousness, is righteous, eren as he (God) is righteous. 
Section i : 1. 

What arrangement should be followed in presenting the 
subject of faith? First, it should be sh^wn what faith is. 
Section i : 3. Secondly, the object upon which it rests. Sec- 
tion i : 4. And thirdly, the effects which flow from it. Sec- 
tion i : 5. 

What is faith ? It is the assurance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen (Hebrews zi : 1,) ; that is, i^ if 
the assurance we have of the existence of unseen things. 
And being the assurance which we have of the existence of 
unseen things, must be the principle of action in all intelli- 
gent beings. Hebrews zi : 3. Through faith we underttand 
the worlds were framed 4>y the word of God. Section i ; 8, 9. 

How do you prove that faith is the principle of action in 
all intelligent oeiAgs ? First, by duly considering the oper- 
ations of my own mind : and secondly, by thv direct declar- 
ation of scripture. Hebrews zi : 7. By faith Noah, being 
warned of things not seen as yet, moved with fear, prepared 
an ark to the saving of his house, by the which he eon- 
demned the world, and became heir of the righteuusnesfl 
which is by faith. Hebrews zi : 8. By faith Abraham, when 
he was called to go out into a place which he should after- 
ward receive for an inheritance, obeyed, and he went out not 
knowing whither he went. Hebrews zi : 9. By fe.vth. Va 
aojoumed in the land of promUe, as in a «lTMi^'« ovotA^x^ ^ 
dwBlliag in tohernaoles with Isaac and. J&ooV^, ^«>[ivv-t% 'vKx)^ 
bim of the B»me promi^, Hebrews x\; %7. "ai i^a-VJa^VL^i*^

. forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the king, for he en* 
dared as seeing him who is invisible. Section i: 10, 11. 

Is not faith the principle of action in spiritual things ai 
well as in temporal ? It is. 

How do you prove it ? Hebrews xi : 6. Without faith it 
is impossible to please God. Mark xvi: ]6. He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved. Romans iv: 16. 
Therefore it is of faith that it might be by grace ; to the end 
the promise might be sure to all the seed ; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also which is of the faith of 
Abraham, who is the father of us all. Section i: 12, 13. 

Is faith anything else beside the principle of action ? It is. 

What is it? It is the principle of power also. Section i: 
13. 

riow do you prove it ? First, it is the principle of power 
in the Deity as well as in man. Hebrews xi: 3. Through 
faith we understand that the worlds were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. Section i: 14, 15, 16. Secondly, it is the 
principle of power in man also. Book of Mormon, page 251. 
Alma and Amillek are delivered from prison. Ibid., page 
403. Nephi and Lehi, with the Lamanites, are immersed 
with the Spirit. . jbid, page 541. The mountain Zerin, by 
the faith of the brother of Jared is removed. Joshua x : 12. 
Then spake Joshua to the Lord in the day when the Lord 
delivered up the Amorites before the children of Israel, and 
he said in the sight of Israel, 3un, stand thou still upon 
Gibeon, and thou moon in the valley of Ajalon. Joshua x: 
13.' And the sun stood still, and the moon staid, until the 
people had avenged themselves of their enemies. Is not this 
written in the book of Jasher? So the sun stood still in the 
midst of heaven, and hasted not to go down about a whole 
day. Matthew xvii: 19. Then came the disciples to Jesus 
apart, and said, Why oould not we cast him out? Matthew 
xvii: 20. And Jesus said unto them. Because of your unbe- 
lief ; for verily I aay unto you, if ye have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain. Remove 
henoe to yonder place; and it shall remove; and nothing 
shall be impossible unto you. Hebrews xi: 32. And what 
shall I say more I for the time would fail me to tell of Gib- 
eon, and of Barak, and of Samson, and of Jcphthah, of David 
also, and Samuel, and of the prophets (Hebrews xi : 33), who 
through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the mouths of lions (Hebrews xi: 
34), quenched the violence, of fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword, out of weakness were made strong, waxed valiant in 
£gbt, turned to Bight the armies of the aUena. B.<&V>te^^ x\-. 
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35. Women received their dead raised to life again, and 
others were tortured, not accepting deliyerance, that they 
might obtain a better resnrrectioo. Section i : 16-22. 

How would yon define faith in its most unlimited sense ? 
It is the first great governing, principle which has power, do- 
minion, and authority over all things. Section i : 24« 

How do you convey to the understandiDg more clearly 
that faith is the first great governing principle which has 
power, dominion, and authority over all things ? By it they 
exist, by it they are upheld, by it they are changed, or by it 
they remain, agreeably to the will of Qod ; and without it 
there is no power, and without power there could be no 
creation nor existence ? Section i : 24. 



SECTION n. 

1. Having shown in our previous lecture "faith 
itself — ^what it is," we shall proceed to show, secondly, 
the objeo^ on which it rests. 

ts. We h^re observe that God is the only supreme 
governor and independent being in whom all fullness 
and perfection dwell; who is omnipotent, omnipresent 
and omniscient; without beginning of days or end of 
life; and that in him every good gift and every good 
principle dwells; and that he is the Father of lights; 
m him the principle of faith dwells independently, 
and he is the object in whom the faith of all other 
rational and accountable beings centers for life and 
salvation. 

3. In order to present this part of the subject in a 
clear and conspicuous point of light, it is necessary to 
go back and show the evidences which mankind have 
had, und the foundation on which these evidences are, 
or were based since the creation, to believe in the ex- 
istence of a God. 

4. We do not mean those evidences which are mani- 
fested by the works of creation which we d^AV^ Vi^OA 
with our natural eyea We are 6eiiB\\A«, >3a«X. «.^\»«t «. 
revelatha of Jeaua Christ, the 'woAa ot ct^vjAAsstL^ 
iknugiont th$ir raft forms and vaTifitieft, cX^wcVj «».- 
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hibit his eternal power and Godhead. Romans i : 20. 
For the invisible things of him from the creation of 
the world are clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal power and God- 
head ; but we mean those evidences by which the first 
thoughts were suggested to the minds of men that there 
was a God who created all things. 

5. We shall now proceed to examine the situation 
of man at his first creation. Moses, the historian, has 
given us the following account of him in Genesis i : 
20-30. We copy from the new translation. 

6. And the Lord God said unto the Only Begotten, 
who was with him from the beginning, Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness ; and it was done. 

7. And the Lord God said. Let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over the cattle, and over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creeps upon the earth. 

8. So God created man in his own image, in the 
image of the Only Begotten created he him ; male and 
female created he them. And God blessed them, and 
God said unto them. Be fruitful and multiply, and re- 
plenish the earth and subdue it; and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over every living thing that moves upon the earth. 

9. And the Lord God said unto man, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed which is upon the 
face of all the earth, and every tree in the which is the 
fruit of a tree yielding seed : to you it shall be for meat. 

10. Again, Genesis ii: 15—20. And the Lord God 
took the man and put him into the garden of Eden, to 
dress it and keep it. And the Lord God commanded 
the man saying, Of every tree of the garden you may 
freely eat : but of the tree of the knowledge of good and 
evil you shall not eat of it, neither shall you touch it ; 
nevertheless you may choose for yourself, for it is given 
unto you ; but remember that I u>rbid it, for in the day 
that you eat thereof you shall surely die. 

11. And out of the ground the Lord God formed 
every beast of the field and every fo'wV oi V)d« ^\t^ «M 

commanded that they should "be "btou^t xxxiVft k^^m^ 
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to see what he woulid call them. * * * And what- 
ever Adam called every living creature, that was the 
name thereof And Adam g^ve names to all cattle, and 
to the fowl of the air, and to every beast of the field. 

12. From the foregoing we learn man's situation at 
his first creation, the knowledge with which he was 
endowed, and the high and exalted station in which 
he was placed — lord or governor of all things on earth ; 
and . at the same time enjoying communion and inter- 
course with his Maker, witifiout a vail to separate be- 
tween. We shall next proceed to examine the account 
given of his fall, and of him being driven out of the 
garden of Eden, and from the presence of the Lord. 

13. Moses proceeds: — And they (Adam and Eve) 
heard the voice of the Lord God as they were walking 
in the garden in the cool of the day ; and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the presence of the Lord 
God among the trees of the garden. And the Lord 
God called unto Adam, and said unto him. Where are 
jou going? And he said, I heard your voice in the 
garden, and I was afraid, because I beheld that 1 was 
naked, and I hid myself. 

14 And the Lord God said unto Adam, Who told 
you that you were naked ^ Have you eaten of the 
tree whereof I told you that you should not eat? if 
so, you should surely diel And the man said, The 
woman whom you gave me, and commanded that she 
should remain with me, gave me of the fruit of the 
tree, and I did eat 

15. And the Lord Gk>d said unto the woman, What 
is this which you have done ? And the woman said, 
The serpent beguiled me, and I did eat. 

16. And again the Lord said unto the woman, I will 
greatly multiply your sorrow, and your conception. 
In sorrow you shall bring forth children ; and your de- 
sire shall be to your husband, and he shall rule over 
you. 

17. And the Lord God said unto Adam, Becaa«^e ^o^xk 
have hearkened unto the voice of your Va^^^ wcw^Vv^^ 
eaten of the fruit of the tree of vrbicVi 1 comxt^^cA^^ 

Xoa, aajring, You shall not c fct of it\ curbed ^\v«i\ \i^ 
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the cronnd for your sake ; in sorrow you shall eat of it 
all the days of your life. Thorns also and thistles shall 
it bring forth to you ; and yon shall eat the horb of the 
field. By the sweat of your face shall you eat bread, 
until you shall return unto the ground — for you shall 
surely die — for out of it you were taken : for dust you 
were, and unto dust you shall return. This was im- 
mediately followed by the fulfillment of what we pre- 
viously said. Man was dnven or sent out of Edenw 

18. Two important items are shown from the former 
quotations. F^rst, after man waft created, he was not 
left without intelligence or understanding, to wander 
in darkness, and spend an existence in ignorance and 
doubt (on the great and important point which affected 
hlF happiness), as to the real fact, by whom he was cre- 
ated, or unto whom he was amenable for his conduct 
God conversed with him face to face. In his presence 
he was permitted to stand, and from his own mouth he 
was permitted to receive instruction. He heard his 
voice— walked before him — and gazed upon his glory — 
while intelligence burst upon his understanding, and 
enabled him to give names to the vast assemblage of 
his Maker's works. 

19. Secondly, we have seen that though man did 
transgress, his transgression did not deprive him of 
the previous knowledge with which he was endowed 
relative to the existence and glory of his Creator; for 
no sooner did he hear his voice than he sought to hide 
himself from his presence. 

20. Having shown, then, in the first instance, that 
God began to converse with man immediately after he 
** breathed into his nostrils the breath of life," and 
that he did not cease to manifest himself to him, even 
after his fall, we shall next proceed to show that, 
though he was cast out from the garden of Eden, his 
knowledge of the existence of God was not lost, neither 
did God cease to manifest his will unto him. 

21. We next proceed to present the account of the 
direct revelation which man received after he was cast 

out of Eden, ar I farther copy from the new transla- 
t/oa : — 
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22. After Adam had been driFen out of the garden, 
he began to till the earth, and to have dominion over 
all the beaata of the field, and to eat his bread by the 
sweat of his brow, as the Lord had commanded him ; 
and he called upon the name of the Lord, and so did 
Eve, his wife, also. And they heard the voice of the 
Lord, from the way toward the garden of Eden, speak- 
ing unto them, and they saw him not, for they were 
shut out from his presence; but he gave unto them 
commandments that they should worship the Lord their 
Gt>d, and should offer the firstlings of their flocks for 
an offering unto the Lord. And Adam was obedient 
unto the commandment. 

23. And after many days, an angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto Adam, saying, Why do you offer sacrifices 
unto the liord ? And Adam said unto him, I know not; 
but the Lord commanded me to offer sacrifices. 

24. And the angel said unto him. This thing is a 
similitude of the sacrifice of the Only Begotten of the 
Father, who is full of grace and truth. And you shall 
do all that you do in tlie name of the Son, and you 
shall repent and call upon God in his name for ever, 
in that day the Holy Spirit fell upon Adam, and bore 
record of the Father and the Son. 

26. This last quotation, or summary, shows this im- 
portant fact, that though our first parents were driven 
out of iiie garden of Eden, and were even separated 
from the presence of God by a vail^ they still retained 
a knowleage of his existence, and that sufficiently to 
move them to call upon him. And further, that no 
sooner was the plan of redemption revealed to man, 
and he began to call upon God, than the Holy Spirit 
was. given, bearing record of the Father and Son. 

26; Moses also gives us an account, in the fourth of 
Benesis, of the transgression of Cain, and the righteous- 
ness of Abel, and of the revelations of God tj them. 
He says, in process of time, Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground an offering unto the Lord. And A\;^V 
also brought of the firstlings of hia ^oqV^'^^tv^ oi ^^ 
fat thereof And tiie Lcrd had respect \xii\i^> Mi^> ^^^ 
to hl9 offering; but untc Cain and to Vv\% QSiwv»%\k» 
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had not respect. Now Satan knew this, and it pleased 
him. And Cain was very angry, and his oonntenahoe 
fell. And the Liord said unto Gain, Why are yoa 
angry ? Why is your oountenance fallen ? If you do 
well, will you not be accepted ? And if you do not 
well, sin lies at the door, and Satan desires to have 
you ; and except you shall hearken unto my command- 
ments, I will deliver you up, and it shall be unto you 
according to his desire. 

27. And Cain went into the field and talked with 
his brother Abel. And while they were in the field, 
Cain rose up against his brother Abel and slew him. 
And Cain gloried in what he had done, saying, I am 
free; surely the flocks of my brother will now fail into 
my hands. 

28. But the Lord said nnto Cain, Where is Abel, 
your brother? And he said, I know not Am I my 
brother's keeper ? And the Lord said. What have you 
done ? The voice of your brother's blood cries unto 
me from the ground. And now you shall be cursed 
from the earth, which has opened her mouth to receive 
your brother's blood from your hand. When you till 
the ground, she shall not henceforth yield unto you her 
strength. A fugitive, and a vagabond also, yoa shall 
be in the earth. 

29. And Cain said unto the Lord, Satan tempted me 
because of my brother's flocks. And I was also angry; 
for his offering was accepted and mine was not. My 

Sunishment is greater than I can bear. Behold, you 
ave driven me out this day from the face of men, and 
from your &ce shall I be hid also; and I shall be a fu- 
gitive and a vagabond in the earth ; and it shall come 
to pass, every one that finds me will slay me because 
of my oath, for these thin^ are not hid from the lx)rd. 
And tbe Lord said unto him. Therefore, whoever slays 
Cain, vengeance shall be taken on him seven fold. 
And the Lord set a mark upon Cain, lest any finding 
him should kill him. 

30. The object of the foregoing quotations is to show 
to this class the w&y by which mankind were first made 

soqaainted with the existence of a Go^\ \.WV> SX> hi>m& 
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by a* manifestation 6f Gk)d to man, and that Qod con- 
tinned, after man's transgression, to manifest himself 
to him and to his posterity ; and, notwithstanding thej 
were separated from his immediate presence, that thej 
could not see his face, thej continued to hear his voice. 

31. Adam, thus being made acquainted with God, 
communicated the knowledge which he had unto hit 
posterity; and it was through this means that the 
thought was first suggested to their minds that there 
was a God, which laid the foundation for the exercise 
of their faith, through which thej could obtain a knowl- 
edge of his character and also of his glorj. 

32. Not onlj was there a manifestation made unto 
Adam of the existence of Gk>d ; but Moses informs us, 
as before quoted, that God condescended to talk with 
Gain after his great transgression in slajing his brother, 
and that Cain knew that it was the Lord that was talk- 
ing with him ; so that when he was driven out from the 
presence of his brethren, he carried with him the 
Knowledge of the existence of God ; and through this 
means, doubtless, his posterity became acquainted with 
the fact that such a being existed. 

33. From this we can see that the whole human fam- 
ilj, in the earlj age of their existence, in all their dif- 
ferent branches, had this knowledge disseminated 
among them ; so that the existence of Qod. became an 
object of faith in the earlj age of the world. And 
the evidences which these men nad of the existence of 
a God was the testimonj of their &thers in the first 
h) stance. 

34. The reason wh j we have been thus particular on 
this part of our subject, is, that this class maj see 1: j 
what means it was that God became an object of faith 
Among men after the fall, and what it was that stirred 
up the faith of multitudes to feel after him — to search 
after a knowledge of his character, perfections and at- 
tributes, until thej became extensiveij acquainted witfi 
him, and not onlj commune with him aiid behold UU 
glory, but be partakers of his powet ^wi^X&iidL SxlXvc 
presence.

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mony which theie men bad of the existonce of a (rud, 
WM the testimony of man ; for preyioa« to the time 
that any of Adam s posterity had obtained a maoifebta- 
tion of God to themselves, Adam, their common father, 
had testified unto them of the existence of God, and of 
his eternal power and Godhead. 

36. For instance, Ab<^V, before he received the assur- 
ance from heaven that his ofierings were acceptable 
unto God, had received the imporfeant information of 
his father, that soch a being did exist, who had created 
and who did uphold all things. Neither can there be 
a doubt existing on. the mind of any person that Adam 
was the first who did communicate the knowledge of 
the existence of a God to his posterity; and that the 
whole faith of the world, from that time down to the 
present, is, in a certain degree, dependent on the 
knowledge first communicated to them by their com- 
mon progenitor ; and it has been handed down to the 
day and generation in which we live, as we shall show 
from the face of the sacred records. 

37 First, Adam waa 130 years old when Seth was 
born. Genesis v: 3. And the days of Adam, after he 
had begotten Seth, were 800 years, making him 930 
years M when he died. Genesis v : 4, 5. Seth was 
105 when Enos was born (verse 6); Enos was 90 when 
Cainan was born (y^rse 9) ; Gainan was 70 when Ma- 
halaleel was bom (M|se 12); Mahalaleel was 65 when 
Jared was bom (toi«|h^^ ; Jared was 162 when Enoch 
was born (verse |^)4i;MBOoh was 65 when Methuselah 
was born (verse xl); Methuselah was 187 when La- 
meoh was born" (verse 25); Lamech was 182 when 
Noah was born (verse 28). 

38. From this account, it appears that Lamech, the 
9th from Adam, and the father of Noah, was 56 years 
old when Adam died ; Methuselah, 243 ; Enoch, 308 ; 
Jared, 470; Mahalaleel, 535; Cainan, 605; Enos, 695; 
and Seth, 800. 

39. So that Lamech, the father of Noah, Methuselah, 
Enoch, Jared, Mahalaleel, Cainan, Enos, Seth and 

Adam, were all living at the same time, and, beyond all 
aoatrovorsj'f were all preachers of rigj\\\i«iO\i,%Tife?». 
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40. Mosea ^rther informs as tbat Setb liTed after he 
begat Kdos, 807 years, making him 912 years old at his 
death. Genesis y : 7, 8. And JDnos lived afber he be- 
gat Oainan, 815 years, making him 905 years old when 
he died (verses 10, 11). And Gainan lived after he 
begat Mahalaleel, 840 years, making him 910 years old 
ati his death (verses 13, 14). And Mahalaleel lived after 
he begat Jared, 830 years, making him 895 years old 
when he died (verses 16, 17). And Jared lived after h« 
begat Enoch, 800 years, making him 962 years old at 
his death (verges 19, 20). And Enoch walked with 
God after he begat Methusekh 300 years^ making him 
365 years old when he was translated (verses 22, 23).*'' 
And Methuselah lived after he begat Lameohf 782 
years, making him 969 years old when he died (vernes 
26, 27). Lamech lived after he begat Noah, 595 years, 
making him 777 years old when he died (verses 30, 31). 

41. Agreeably to this aoeount, Adam died in the 
930th year of the world; Enoch was translated in th« 
987th i Sethdied in the 1042d; Enos in the U40th; 
Gainan in the 1235th; Mahalaleel in the 1290th ; Jared 
in the 1422d ; Lamech in the 1651st; and Methuselah 
in the 1656th, it being the same year in which the 
flood came. 

42. So that Noah was 84 years old when Enos died, 
176 when Gainan died, 234 when Mahalaleel died, 366 
when Jared died, 595 when Lamech died, and 600 
when Methuselah died. 

43. We can see from this that Enos, Gainan, Mahar 
laleel, Jared, Methuselah, Lamech, and Noah, all lived 
on the earth at the same time ; and that Enos, Gainan, 
Mahalaleel, Jared, Methuselah, and Lamech were all 
acouainted with both Adam and Noah. 

44. From the foregoing it is easily to be seen, not 
only how the knowledge of God came into the world, 
but upon what principle it was preserved ; that from 
the time it was nrst communicated, it was retained by 
the minds of righteous men, who taught not only theic 
own posterity, but the world ; so that th^T^ n(«& hqti^mi.

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of a new revelation to man, after Adam's creation to 
Noah, to give them the first idea or notion of the exist- 
ence of a God; and -Dot only of a God, but of the true 
and living Ged. 

45. Having traced the chronology of the world from 
Adam to Noah, we will now trace from Noah to Abra- 
ham. Noah was 502 vears old when Shem was born ; 
98 years afterward the flood came, being the 600th 

Jrear of Noah's age. And Moses informs us that Noah 
ived after the flood 350 years, making him 950 years 
old when he died. Genesis ix : 28, 29. 

46. Shem was 100 years old when Arphaxed was 
born. Grenesis xi : 10. Arphaxed was 35 when Salah 
was bom (xl : 12). Salah was 30 when Eber was born 
(xi : 14). Eber was 34 when Peleg was born, in whose 
days the earth was divided (xi: 16). Peleg was 30 
when Kea was born (xi : 18). Ren was 32 when Serug 
was bom (xi : 20). Serug was 30 when Nahor was 
bom (xi : 22). Nahor was 29 when Terah wa« born 
(xi : 24). Terah was 70 when Haran and Abraham were 
bom (xi : 26). 

47. There is some difficulty in the account given by 
Moses of Abraham's birth. Some have supposed that 
Abraham was not bom until Terah was 130 years old. 
This conclusion is drawn from a variety of scriptures, 
which are not to our purpose at present to quote. 
Neither is it a matter of any consequence to us, 
whether Abraham was born when Terah was 70 years 
old, or 130. But in order that there may no doubt ex- 
ist upon any mind, in relation to the object lying im- 
mediately before us, in presenting the present chronol- 
ogyj we will date the birth of Abraham at the latest 
period, that is, when Terah was 130 years old. It ap- 
pears irom this account that from the flood to the brrth 
of Abraham, was 352 years. , 

48. Moses informs us that Shem lived after he bes;at 
Arphaxed, 500 (Genesis xi : 11); this added to 100 
years which was his age when Arphaxed was born, 
makes him 600 years old when he died. Arphaxed 
JJred after ie begat Salah, 403 years (xi: 13); this 

added to 3f /ears, whioh was his %%^ wWn ^s«\«Xv ^t^ 
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bom, makes him 438 years old when he died. Salab 
lived after he begat Eber, 403 years (zi : 15) ; this added 
to SO years, which was his age when Eber was born, 
makes him 433 years old when he died. Eber lived 
after he befljat Peleg, 430 years (xi : 17) ; this added to 
34 years, which was his age when Peleg was born, 
makes him 464 years old. Peleg lived after he begat 
Reu, 209 years (xi : 19) ; this addod to 30 years, whfch 
was his age when Rea was bom, makes him 239 years « 
old when he died. Reu lived after he begat Serag 207 
years (xi : 21) ; this added to 62 years, which was hiA 
age when Serug was born, makes him 239 years old 
when he died. Serug lived after he begat ifahor 200 
years (xi : 23) ; this axlded to 30 years, which was his 
age when Nahor was born, makes him 2S0jea.ts old 
when he died. Nahor lived after he begat l^rah, 119 
years (xi: 25); this axlded to 29 years, which was his 
age when Terah was bom, makes him 148 years old 
when he died. Terah was 130 years old when Abra- 
ham was born, and is supposed to have lived 75 years 
after his birth, making him 205 years old when he 
died. 

49. Agreeably to this last account, Peleg died in the 
1996th year of the world, Nahor in the 1997th, and 
Noah in the 2006th. So that Peleg, in whose days the 
earth was divided, and Nahor, the grandfather of Abra- 
ham, both died before Noah — ^the former being 239 
years old, and the latter 148 ; and who can not but see 
that they must have had a long and intimate acquaint- 
ance with Noah ? 

50. Reu died in the 2026th year of the world, Serug 
in the 2049th, Terah in the ^83d, Arphaxed in the 
2096th, Salah in the 2126th, Shem in the 2158th, Abra- 
ham in the 2183d, and Eber in the 2187th, which was 
four years after Abraham's death. And Eber was the 
fourth from Noah. 

51. Nahor, Abraham's brother, was 58 years old 
when Noah died, Terah 128, Serug 187, Eeu 1ilQ,lXi«t 
283, Salah 813, Aiphaxed 344, and S\[iem 4^^^ 

32 It appears from this account, t\i«tt'S«2!MStO««3J^'St 

of Abraham, Teralf, Nahor, Setug, 'Rexi, V^\^%,'®«»> 
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Salah, Arphaxed, Shem, and Noah, all lived on the 
earth at the same time ; and that Abraham vvas 18 years 
old when Beu died, 41 when Serug and his brother 
Nahor died, 75 when Terah died, 88 when Arphazed 
died, 118 when Salah died, 150 when Shem died, and 
that Eber lived four years after Abraham's death. 
And that Shem, Arphazed, Salah, Eber, Keu, Seru^ 
Terah, and Nahor, tlie brother of Abraham, and Abra- 
ham, lived at the same time. And that Nahor, brother 
of Abraham, Terah, Serug, Reu, Eber, Salah, Arphax- 
ed, and Shem, were aU acquainted with both Noah and 
Abraham. 

53. We have now traced the chronology of the world, 
agreeably to the account given in our present Bible, 
fi^m Adam to Abraham, and have clearly determined, 
beyond the power of controversy, that there was no 
difficulty in preserving the knowledge of God in the 
world from the creation of Adam, and the manifestation 
made to his immediate descendants, as set forth in the 
former part of this lecture ; so that the students in this 
class need not have any doi^bt resting on their minds 
on this subject, for they can easily see, that it is im- 
possible for it to be otherwi»e, but that the knowledge 
of the existence of a God must have continued from 
father to son, as a matter of tradition at least ; for we 
can not suppose that a knowledge of this important 
fact could have existed in the mind of any of the be- 
fore-mentioned individuals, without their having made 
it known to their posterity. 

54. We have now shown how it was that the first 
thought ever existed in ^e mind of any individual that 
there was such a being as a God, who had created and 
did uphold all things: that it was by reason of the 
manifestation which he first made to our father, Adam, 
when he stood in his presence, and conversed with him 
face to face, at the time of his creation. 

55. Let us here observe, that after any portion of 
the human family are made acquainted with the impor- 
tant fact that there is a Gk)d, who has created and does 
uphold all things, the extent of their knowledge re- 

9peotiDg hia cbATActer and glory wiU dep«ixd\i\^iLVhA\ 
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diligence. and faithfulness in seeking after him, until 
like Enoch, the brother of Jared, and Moses^they shall 
obtain faith in God, and power with him to behold him 
face to face. 

56. We have now clearly set forth how it is, and how 
it was, that God b^^ame an object of faith for rational 
beings; and also upon what foundation the testimony 
was based which excited the inquiry and diligent 
search of, the ancient saints to seek after and obtain a 
knowledge of the glory qf God ; and we have seen that 
it was human testimony, and hiunan testimony only, 
that excited this inquiry, in the first instance, in their 
minds. • It n^s the credence they gave to the testimony 
of their fathers, this testimony having aroused their 
minds to inquire after the knowledge of Gt)d; the 
inquiry frequently terminated, in(ieed • always termi- 
nated when rightly pu]*sued, in the most glorious dis- 
coveries -and eternal certainty.

When he uttereth his 
voice there is a multitude of waters in the heavens, and he 
oauseth the vapors to ascend from the ends of the earth : he 
maketh lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth the wind out 
of his treasures. 1 Corinthians viil: 6. But to us there is 
but one God, the Father, of whom are all things, and we in 
him ; and one Lord Jesus Ohrist, by whom are all things, 
and we by him. Section ii : 2. 

How did men first come to the knowledge of the existence 
of a God, 80 as to exercise faith in him ? In order to answer 
this question, it will be .necessary to go back and examine 
man at his creation ; the circumstanees in which he was placed, 
and the knowledge which he had of God. Section ii : 3-11. 
First, when man was created he stood in the presence of God. 
Genesis i : 27, 28. From this we learn that man, at his crea- 
tion, stood in the presence of his God, and had most perfect 
knowledge of his existence. Secondly, God conversed with 
him after his transgression. Genesis iii : 8-22. Section ii: 
13-17. From this we learn that, though man did transgress, 
be was Dot deprived of the previou knc wledge which he had 
of tbe exiatenoe of Qod» Section ii*. It. Thirdly, God con- 
versed with jman after he oast him onii oi t3[i« %ai^«\v. ^qqNak^ti 
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ii : 22-25. . Fourthly, God also eonrersed w|th Cain after to 
had slain Abel.

What is the object of the foregoing quotation ? It is that 
it may be clearly seen how it was that the first thoughts were 
suggested to the minds of men of the existence of God, and 
how extensively this knowledge was spread among the im- 
mediate descendants of Adam. Section ii : 30-33. 

What testimony had the immediate descendants of Adam^ 
in proof of the existenee of God 7 The testimony of their 
father. And after they were made acquainted with his exist> 
enoe, by the testimony of their father, they were dependjent 
upon the exercise of their own faith, for a knowledge of hi^ 
eharaeter, perfections and attributes. Section ii : 2^26. 

Had any other of the human family, besides Adam, a know- 
ledge of the existence of God, in the first instance, by any 
other means than human testimony ? They liad not. For 
preyiotts to the time that they could have power to obtain a 
manifestation for themselves, the all-important fact had been 
eommunieated to them by their common father ; and so from 
father to child the knowledge was communicated as exten- 
sively as the knowledge of his existence was known ; for it 
'Was by this means, in the first instance, that men had a 
knowledge of his existence. Section ii : 35, 36. 

How do you know that the knowledge of the existence of 
God was communicated in this manner, throughout the dif- 
ferent ages of the world ? By the chronology obtained through 
the revelations of God. 

How would you divide that chronology in order to convey 
it to the understanding clearly? Into two parts — First, by 
embracing that period of the world from Adam to Noah ; and 
secondly, from Noah to Abraham ; from which period the 
knowledge of the existence of God has been so general, that 
it is a matter of no dispute in what manner the idea of his 
existence l^as been retained in the world.

SECTION nL 

1. In tlie second lecture it was shewn how it was 
that the knowledge of the eziBtence of Qod came into 
the world, and by what means the first thoughts were 
suggested to the minds of men that such a being did 
actually exist ; and that it was by reason of the knowl- 
edge of his existence that there was a foundation laid 
for the exercise of faith in him, as the only being in 
whom faith could center for life and salvation; for 
faith could not center in a being of whose existence we 
have no idea, because the idea of his existence, in the 
first instance, is essential to the exercise of faith in 
him. Romans z : 14, *' How, then, shall they call oa 
him in whom they have not believed? and how shall 
thev believe in him of whom they have not heard ? 
and bow shall they hear without a preacher" (or one 
sent to tell them) ? So, then, faith comes by hearing 
the word of God. (New translation.) 

2. Let us here observe that three things are neces- 
sary, in order that any rational and intelligent being 
may exercise faith in God unto life and salvation. 

3. First, the idea that he actually exists. 

4. Secondly, a correct idea of his character, perfeo* 
tions and attributes. 

5. Thirdly, an actual knowledge that the course of 
life which he is pursuing is accox^ding to his will. For 
without an acquaintance with fthese three important 
facts, the faith of every rational being must be imper- 
fect and unproductive; but, with this understanding, 
Jt oan become perfect and fruitful, abounding in risht- 

eouaaesSf unto the praise and glory oi QcoA. m^ ¥%£er^ 
and thn. lord Jesus Christ 
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6. Having preyiously been made acquainted with 
the way the idea of his existence came into the world, 
as well as the fact of his existence, we shall proceed to 
examine his character, perfections and attributes, in 
order that this class may see, not only the just grounds 
which they have for the exercise of faith in him, for 
life and salvation, but the reasons that all the world, 
also, as far as the idea of his existence extends, may 
have to exercise faith in him the Father of all living. 

7. As we have been indebted to a revelation which 
God made of himself to his creatures, in the first in- 
stance, for the idea of his existence, so in like manner 
we are indebted to the revelations which he has given 
to us for a correct understandinc; of his character, per- 
fections and attributes ; because, without the revela- 
tions which he has given to us, no man, by searching, 
could find out God. Job xi : 7-9. 1 Corinthians ii : 
9-11. " But, as it is written, eye has not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into the heart of man, the 
things which Glod has prepared for them that love him ; 
but God has revealed them unto us by his Spirit, for 
tiie Spirit searches all things, yea, the deep things of 
Gk)d. For what man knows the things of a man, save 
the spirit of man which is in him ? Even so, the things 
of Gh>d no man knows but by the Spirit of God." 

8. Having said so much, we proceed to examine the 
character wnich the revelations have given of God. 

9. Moses gives us the folbwing account, in Exodus 
zxxiv: 6. ** And the Lord passed by before him, and 
proclaimed, the Lord God, the Lord God, merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering and abundant in goodness and 
truth." Psahn ciii : &-8. *' The Lord executes right- 
eousness and judgment for all that are oppressed. He 
made known his ways unto Moses, his acts unto the 
children of Israel The Lord is merciful and gracious, 
slow to anger and plenteous in mercy." PsSm ciii : 
17, 18. ^' But the mercy of the Lord is from everlast- 
ing to everlasting upon them that fear him, and hU 
righteousness unto enildren's chUdT^n, to vvi^ «j&>l^«^ 
his oovBB&Dt, And to those that remember Ysoft eomi&escA.- 
meatif to do them." Psalm xo: 2. ^^ B^xe \^i^ moeaiV 
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ains were brought forth, or ever you had formed the 
earth and the world, even from everlasting to ever- 
lasting, you are God." Hebrews i: 10-12* "And 
you, Lord, in the beginning have laid the foundation 
of the earth ; and the heavens are the works of your 
hands ; they shall perish, but you shall remain ; and 
they shall wax old as . a garment ; and as a vesture 
shall you fold them up, and they shall be changed; but 
vou are the same, and your years shall not &il.*' 
James i : 17. *^ Every good gift, and every perfect gift, 
is from above, and comes down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning." Malachi iii : 6. ** For I am the liord ; I 
change not ; therefore ye sons of Jacob are not con- 
sumed."

12. From the foregoing testimonies we learn the fol- 
lowing things respecting the character of God. 

13. First, that be was God before the world was 
created, and the same God that he was after it wia 
created. 

14. Secondly, that he is mereifbl and gracious, slow

16; Fourthly, that^^e is a God of trath, and can not «%

17. Fifthly, that he is no respecter of peisons : but , 
in every nation he that fears God and works righteous- 
ness is accepted of him. 

18. Sixthly, that he is love. 

19. An acquaintance with these attributes in the 
divine character, is essentially necessary, in order that 
l;he &ith of any rational being can center in him for 
life and salvation. For if he did not in the first in- 
•tance, believe him to be God, that is, the creator and 
upholder of all things, he could not center his faith in ^ 
him for life and salvation, for fear there should be ^ ^^^ 
greater than he who would thwart all his plans, and he, * . i^ 
like the ^ds of the heathen, would be unable to fulfil^ * *^ 
his promises ; but seeing he is Qod over all, from ever- 
lasting to everlasting, me creator and upholder of all \ i 
things, no such fear can exist itk the minds of those * ' * 
who put their trust in him, so that in this respect their 

faith can be without wavering. 

20l But secondly; unless he was merciful and gra- 
cious, slow to anger, long suffering and full of goodness, 
fuch is the weakness of numan nature, and so great the 
frailties and imperfections of men, that unless they be- 
lieved that these excellencies existed in the divine 

^character, the faith necessary to salvation could not 
•xist ; for doubt would take the place of faith, and those 
who know their weakness and liability to sin, would be 
in constant doubt of salvation, if it were no^ for the 

^dea which they have of the excellency of ^e character 
Af^God, that he is slow to anger and long suffering, and 

• of a forgiving disposition, and does forgive iniquity, 
transgrestif n and sin. An idea of these mett doe& v««:3 
^ doubt, and makee faith exeeedingly itr<m|^ 

1^. Bri» it k •qaaUf tm necessary ^bat m«a 1^lwi^^ 
Mm *b0 idea that be is a God who cbtii«w iMk^ Vil m 
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der to hare faith in him, as it is to4ave the idea 
he is gracious and long suffering , for without the

doubt woald take the place of faith. But with the 
^ ^that he changes not, faith lays hold itpon the exo( 
oiee in his character with unsha^n confidence, b< 
ing h6 is the same {yesterday, to-day and forever 
that his course is one eternal round. 

22. And again, the idea that he is a God of truU 
can not lie, is equally as necessary to the exercie 
faith in him as the idea of his unchangeableness. 
without the idea that he was a GK)d o£ itruth and < 
not lie, the confidence necessary to be placed ii 
word, in order to the exercise of faith in him coul< 
exist. But having the idea that he is not man thf 
can lie, it gives power to the minds of men to exe 
faith in him. 

23, But it is also necessary that men should ha^ 
'^dea that he is no respecter of persons, for with the 

^f all the other excellencies in his character, and 
one wanting, men could not exercise faith in him 
cause if he were a respecter of persons, they coul< 
tell what their privileges were, nor how far they 
authorized to exercise faith in him, or whether 
were authorized to do it at all, but all must be c 
sion ; but no sooner are the minds of men mad< 
quainfced with the truth on this point, that, he i 
respecter of persons, than they see that they 
authority by laith to lay hold on eternal life, the 
est boon of heaven, because God is no respecter ol 
sons, and that every man in every nation has an < 
privilege. 

24 And lastly, but not less important to the exe 
of fiutl^ in God, is the idea that he is love ; for 
all the other excellencies in his character, withou 
on« to influence them, they could not have such p< 
ftil ■ dominion over the minds of iben ; btft whei 
idea is planted in the mind that he is love, who ca 
see the just ground diat men of every nation, kii 
and tougati hare to ezereise faith in Gk)d so as 
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25. From the ttbove de3cription of the character: of * % 
the Beity, which is given him in the revelations to ^

Oonld these things be found out hj any others means than 
by revelation ? They could not. 

* How do you prove it ? By the scriptures. Job zi : 7-9. 
1 Oorii^hians ii : 9-11. Seotion iii : #. 

Whfre things do we learn in the revelations of God respect* 
ing his eharaeter ? We learn the^six following things. First, 
that he was God before the world was created, and the same 
God that he was after it was created. Secondly, that he is * 
meroifnl and gracious, slow to anger, abundant in goodnees, 
and that he was so from everlasting, and will be so to ever- 
lasting. Thirdly, that he changes not, neither is there vari- 
ableness with him, and that his course is one eternal round. 
Fourthly, that he is a God of truth, and can not lie. Fifthly, 
that he is no respecter of persons ; and Sixthly, that he is 
love. Seotion iii : 12-18. 

Where do you find the revelations which give us this idea 
of the eharaoter of the Deity ? In the Bible and Book of 
Commandments, and they are quoted in the third lecture. 
Seotion iii : »-ll. 

What effeot would it have on any rational being not to 
have an idea that the Lord was God, the creator and up- 
holder of all things? It would prevent him from exercising 
faith in him unto life and salvation. 

Why would it prevent him from exercising faith in God ? 
Because he would be as the heathen, not knowing but there 
might be a being greater and more powerful than h^, and 
thereby he be prevented from fulfilling his promises. Seo- 
tion iii : 19. 

Does this idea prevent this doubt? It does ; for persons 
having this idea are enabled thereby to exercise faith without 
this doubt. Seotion iii : 19. 

Is it not also necessary to have the idea that God is mer- 
oiftil and gracious, long suffering and full of goodness ? It is. « 
Seetion iii : 20. 

Why is it necessary ? Because of the weakness and imper- 
fections of human nature, and the great frailties of man ; for 
such is the weakness of man, and such his frailties, that he is 
liable to sin continually, and if God were not long suffering, 
and full of compassion, gracious and merciful and of a forgiv- 
ing disposition, man would be cut off from before him, in con- 
sequence of which he would be in continual doubt and could 
not exercise faith; for where doubt is, there faith has no 
power; bat by man's believing that Godi« fulVof com^ssion 
And forgivenesB, long suffering and alow \« aii^L^T^M qkcv. 
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ezeroise faith in him and oVercome doubt, 80 as to be exoeed- 
ingly strong. Section iii : 20. 

Is it not equally as necessary that man should have an idea 
that God changes not, neither is there variableness with him, 
in order to exercise faith in him unto life and salvation ? It 
is ; because without this, he would not know how soon the 
merc^ of God might change into cruelty, his long suffering 
into rashness, his lore into hatred, and in consequence of 
which doubt, man would be incapable of exercising faith in 
him, but having the idea that he is unchangeable, man can 
have faith in him continually, believing that what he was yet* 
terday he is to-day, and will be forever. Section iii : 21. 

It it not necessary also, for men to have an idea that God 
it a being of truth, before they can have perfect faith in him ? 
Xt it ; for unless men have this idea they can not place confi> 
desee in his word, and not being able to place confidence in 
hit word, they could not have faith in him ; but believing 
that he is a God of truth, and that his word can not fail, their 
faith can rest in him without doubt. Section iii : 22. 

Could man exercise faith in God so at to obtain eternal life 
imlete he believe that God was no respecter of persons ? He 
could not ; because without this idea he could not certainly 
know that it was his privilege so to do; and in consequence of 
this doubt his faith could not be sufficiently strong to save 
him. Section iii : 23. 

Would it be possible for a man to exercise faith in God, so 
at to be taved, unless he had an idea that God was love ? H<^ 
could not ; because man could not love God, unlets he had *^ 
an idea that Gt>d was love ; and if he did not love God, he 
oould not have faith in him. Section iii : 24* 

What is the description •which the sacred writers give of 
the character of the Deity calculated to do ? It is calculated 
to lay a foundation for the exercise of faith in him, as far as 
the knowledge extends among all people, tongues, languages, 
kindreds and nations, and that »om'age to age, and from 
generation to generation. Section iii: 25. 

Is the character which God has given of himself uniform ? 
It it ; in all his revelations, whether to the Former-day Saints, 
or to the Latter-day Saints, to that they all have the author- 
ity to exercise faith in him, and to expect by the exercise of 
their faith, to enjoy the same blessings. Section iii : 20.

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SECTION IV. 

1. Haying shown in the third section, that correct 
ideas of the character of God are neoessarj in order to 
the exercise of faith in him unto life and salvation; 
and that without correct ideas of his character, the 
minds of men could not have sufficient power with God 
to the exercise of faith necessary to the enjoyment of 
eternal life ; and that correct ideas of his character lay 
a foundation, as far as his character is concerned, for 
the exercise of faith, so as to enjo^ the fullness of the 
blessing of the eospel of Jesus Christ, even that of eter- 
nal glory ; we shall now proceed to show the connection 
there is between correct ideas of the attributes of God, 
and the exercise of faith in him unto eternal life. 

2. Let us here observe that the real design which 
the God of heaven had in view in making the human 
family acquainted with his attributes, was, that they, 
through the ideas of the existence of his attributes, 
might be enabled to exercise faith in him, and through 
the exercise of faith in him, might obtain eternal life ; 
for without the idea of the existence of the attributes 
which belong to God, the minds of men could not have 
power to exercise faith on him so as to lay hold upon 
eternal life. The God of heaven, understanding most 
perfectly the constitution of human nature, and the 
weakness of man, knew what was necessary to be re- 
vealed, and what ideas must be planted iq their minds 
in order that they might be enabled to exercise faith 
in him unto eternal li^. 

3. Having said so much, we shall proceed to examine 
the attributes of God, as set forth in his revelations to 
the human family, and to show how necessary correct 
ideas of his attrioutes are, to enable men to exercise 
faith in him ; for without these ideas being planted in 
the minds of men, it would be out of the power of any 
person or persons to exercise faith in God so as to 
ob&ia eternal life. So that the dlyine coimsi\i\i\<^«b\i\cyci^ 

laade to man in the first instance, wexe dw^tv^^ Vi <&%- 
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• tablish in their minds the ideas necessary to enable 
them to exercise faltb in God, and through this means 
to be partakers of his glory. 

4. We have, in the revelations which he has given 
to the human family, the following account of his attri- 
butes. 

5. First — Knowledge. Actsxv: 18. "Known unto 
God are all his works from the beginning of the world." 
Isaiah' xlvi: 9, 10. ^^ Remember the former things of 
old ; for I am Gbd, and there is none else ; I am God, 
and there is none like me, dedarinff the end from ike 
beginning J and from ancient times the things that are 
not yet done, saying my counsel shall stand, and 1 will 
do all my pleasure. 

6. Secondly — Faith or power. Hebrews xi,: 3. 
'* Through faith ve understand that the worlds were 
fraxded by Uie word of God." Genesis i : 1. ^' In the 
beginning God created the heaven and the earth.'' 
Isaiah xiv : 24-^27. " The Lord of hosts has sworn, say- 
ing, surely as I have. thought, so shall it come to pass: 
and as I have purposed, so shall it stand. For the 
Lord of hosts hath purposed, and who shall disannul 
it? and his hand is stretched out, and who shall turn 
it back?" 

7. Thirdly — Justice. Psalm Ixxzix: 14. "Justice 
and judgment are the habitation of thy throne.*' Isaiah 
xlv: 21. *^ Tell ye, and bring them near; yea, let them 
take counsel together: who hath declared this from 
the ancient time? have not I the Lord? and there is 
no God else beside me; a Just God and a Savior." 
Zephaniah v: 5. " The just Lord is in the midst there- 
of" Zechariah ix: 9. "Rejoice greatly, daughter 
of Zion ; shout, O daughter of Jerusalem ; behold thy 
King comes unto thee: he is just and having sal- 
vation.' 

8. Fourthly — Judgment Psalm Ixxxix: 14. "Jus- 
tice and judgment are the habitation of thy, throne." 
Deuteronomy xxxii: 4 "He is the Rock, his wQrVL\% 
perfect; for all his ways are judgment*, ci Qio^ c>^ \;t^^ 
and without iniq uityj just and right is 1i«.^ * P^s^tsl vi.\ L 

' "^ot the Lord s/iaii endure forever. He "Vwa ^T«^^«flwdi^ 
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his throne fpr jad|!jment" Psalm xi : 16. " The Lord 
is known by the judgment which he'executes." 

9. Fifthly — Mercy. Psisilm xxxix: 14. "Mercy ana 
truth shall go before his face." Exodus xxxiv: 6. 
*' And the Lord passed by before him, and proolaimed. 
The Lord, the Lord God, merciful *nd gracious." Ne- 
hemiah ix : 17. " But thou art a God ready to pardon, 
gracious and merciful." 

10. And sixthly — Truth. Psalm Ixxxix: 14. "Mercy 
and truth shall go before thy face." Exodus xxxiv : 6. 
" Long suffering and abundant in goodness and truth.'* 
Deuteronomy xxxii : 4. " He is the Kock, his work is 
perfect; for all his ways are judgment: a God of truth 
and without iniquity, just and right is he." Psalm 
xxxi: 5. "Into thy hand I commit my spirit: thou 
hast redeemed me, O Lord God of truth. 

11. By a little reflection it will be seen, that the idea 
of the existence of these attributes in the Deity is 
necessary to enable any rational being to exercise mith 
in him; for without the idea of the existence of these 
attributes in the Deity, men could not exercise faith 
in him for life and salvation; seeing that without the 
knowledge of all things, God would not be able to save 
any portion of his creatures; for it is by reason of the 
knowledge which he has of all things, from the begin- 
ning to the end, that enables him to give that under- 
standing to bis creatures, by which they are made par 
takers of eternal life ; and if it were not for the idea 
existing in the minds of men, that God had all know, 
ledge, it would be impossible for them to eiercise faith 
in him. 

12. And it is not less necessary that men should have 
the idea of the existence of the attribute power in the 
Deity; for unless God had power over all things, and 
was able by his power to control all things, and thereby 
deliver his creatures who put their trust in him from 
the power of all beings that might seek their destruc- 
tion, whether in heaven, on earth cr in hell, men could 
not be saved. But with the idea of the existence of 
Ms attrihate planted in the mind, men feel as though 

0b0j- bad nothing to fear who put t\i%iT ttu^V. va.^ 
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belieying that he has power to save all who come to him 
to the very uttermost 

} 3. It is also necessary, in order to the exercise of 
faith in God unto life and salvation, that men should 
have the idea of the existence of the attribute justice 
in him ,: for without the idea of the existence of the 
attribute justice in the Deity, men could not have con- 
fidence sufficiently to place themselves under his gui- 
dance and direction; for they would be filled with 
fear and doubt lest the judge of all the earth would 
not do right; and thus fear or doubt, existing in the 
mind, would preclude the possibility of the exercise of 
faith in him for life and salvation. But when the 
idea of the existence of the attribute justice in the 
Deity is fairly planted in the mind, it leaves no room 
for doubt to get into the heart, and the mind is ena- 
bled to oast itself upon the Almighty without fear and 
without doubt, and with the most unshaken confidence, 
believing that the judge of all the earth will do right 

14. It is also of equal importance that men should 
have the idea of the existence of the attribute judgment 
in God, in order that they may exercise faith in him 
for life and salvation; for without the idea of the ex- 
istence of this attribute in the Deity, it would be im- 
possible for men to exercise faith in him for life and 
salvation, seeing that it is through the exercise of thic 
attribute that the faithful in Christ Jesus are delivered 
oat of the hands of those who seek their destruction; 
for if GU>d were not to come out in swift judgment 
against the workers of iniquity and the powers of dark- 
ness, his saints could not be saved; for it is by judg- 
ment that the Lord delivers his saints out of the hands 
of all their enemies, and those who reject the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ But no sooner is the idea of 
the existence of this attribute planted in the minds of 
men, than it gives power to the mind for the exer- 
cise of faith and confidence in God, and they are ena- 
bled by faith to lay hold on the promises which are set 
before them, and wade through all the tE\bvi\^\>\^Ti%^xv^ 
afflictions to which they ar« au\;^ected.\i3 T^«>aoiv. oil ^^ 
peraecuUojk from those Irho knON? ncAi Gsc^^ ^2Cl\ ^Jw«1 
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not the gospel of our Lford Jesus Christ, helieving that 
in due time the Lord will come out» in swift judgment 
against their enemies and they shall be cut off from 
before him, and that in his own due time he will bear 
them off conquerorS) and more than conquerors, in all 
things. 

15. And, again, it is equally important that men 
should have the idea of the existence of the attribute 
mercy in the Deity, in order to exercise faith in him 
for life and salvation ; for without the idea of the exist- 
ence of this attribute in the Deity, the spirits of the 
saints would faint in the midst of the tribulations, 
afflictions and persecutions which they have to endure 
for righteousness' sake. But when the idea of the ex- 
istence of this attribute is once established in the mind, 
it pves life and energy to the spirits of the saints, 
believing that the mcgrcy of God will be poured out 
upon them in the midst of their afflictions, and that he 
will compassionate them in their sufferings, and that 
the mercy of God will lay hold of them and secure 
them in the arms of his love, so that they will receive a 
foil reward for all their sufferings. 

16. And lastly, but not less important to the exercise 
of faith in God, is the idea of the existence of the at- 
tribute truth in him ; for without the idea of the exist- 
ence of this attribute, the mind of man could have 
nothing upon which, it could rest with certainty — all 
would be confusion and doubt. But with the idea of 
the existence of this attribute in the Deity in the mind, 
all the teachings, instructions, promises and blessings 
become realities, and the mind is enabled to lay hoUl 
of them with certainty and confidence, believing that 
these things, and all that the Lord has s^d, slrall be 
fulfilled in their time; and that all the cursings, de- 
nunciations and judgments pronounced upon the heads 
of the unrighteous will also be executed in the due 
time of the Lord ; and by reason of the truth and ver- 
acity of him, the mind beholds its deliverance and 
salvation as being certain. 

17. Let the mind onpe reflect sincerely and candidly 
^pon the ideas of the existence oi the \^e£oT^>m^\i\.\QYi«d 
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ai^butes in the Deitj, an<} it will be seen thafc, so far 
as his attribates are concerned, there is a sure found- 
ation laid for the exercise of faith in him for life and 
salvation. For inasmuch as- God possesses the attri- 
bate knowledge, he can make all things known to his 
saints necessary f»r their salvation ; and , as he pos- 
sesses the attribute power, he is able thereby to deliver 
them from the power of all enemies ; and seeing, also, 
that justice is an attribute of the Deity, he will deal 
with them upon the principles of ri^teousness and 
equity; an^ a just reward will be granted unto them 
for all their afflictions and sufferings for the truth's 
sake. And as judgment is an attribute of the Deity 
also, his saints can have the most unshaken confidence 
that theywill, in due time, obtain a perfect deliverance 
out of the hands of all their enemies, and a complete 
victory over all those who have sought their hurt and 
destruction. And as mercy is also an attribute of the ' 
Deity, his saints can have confidence that it will be 
exercised toward them; and, through the exercise of 
that attribute toward them, comfort and consolation 
will be administered unto them abundantly, amidst all 
their afflictions and tribulations. And, lastly, realizing 
that truth is an attribute of the Deity, the mind is led 
to rejoice, amidst all its trials and temptations, in hope 
of that glory which is to be brought at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ, and in view of that crown which is to 
be placed upon the heads of the saints in the day when 
the Lord shall distribute rewards unto them, and in 

grospect of that eternal weight of glory which the Lord 
as promised to bestow upon them, when he shall bring 
them into the midst of his throne, to dwell in his pres- 
ence eternally. 

18. In view, then, of the existence of these attributes, 
the faith of the saints can become exceedingly strong, 
abounding in righteousness unto the praise and glory 
of Gk>d, and can exert its mighty influence in searcning 
after wisdom and understanding, until it has obtained 
a knowledge of all things that pertean tc^Wi^ ^xk^ ^&»^^ 
tion. 
J9. 8aoh, then, h Hht fouTida\ii«i ^iiVaiJii S% ^»^ 
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Ihroagh the revelation of th.e attributes of God, for the 
toercise of faith in him for life and salvation; and see* 
ing that these are attributes of the Deity, they are 
unohangeable—being the same yesterday, to-day and 
forever — ^which gives to the minds* of the Latter-day 
Saints the same power and authority to exercise faita 
in God which the Former day Saints had ; so that all 
the saints, in this respect, have been, are, and will be, 
alike until the end of time ; for God never changes^ 
therefore his attributes and character remain forever 
the same. And as it is through the revelation of these 
that a foundation is laid for the exercise o£ faith in 
God unto life and salvation, the foundation, therefore, 
for the exercise of faith was, is, and ever will be, the 
same; so that all men have had, and will have, an 
equal privilege.

SECTION V. 

1. In our former Lectures we treated of the being, 
character, perfections and attributes of God. What 
we mean by perfections is, the perfections which be- 
long to all the attributes of his nature. We shall, in 
this Section, speak of the Godhead — we mean the Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Spirit. 

2. There are two personages who constitute the 
great, matchless, governing and supreme power over 
all things — by whom all things were created and made, 
that are created and made, whether visible or invisible 
— whether in heaven, on earth, or in the earth, under 
the earth, or throughout the immensitv of space. They 
are' the Father and the Son — ^the Fatner being a per- 
sonage of spirit, glory and power, possessing all per- 
fection and fullness — the Son, who was in the bosom 
of the Father, a personage of tal)ernacle, made or 
fashioned like unto man, or being in the form and 
likeness 6f man, or rather man was formed after his 
likeness and In his image ; he is also the express \\xvq^^ 
and likeness of the personage of t\xe l?Qi\.YieT^V^«>^^%v 
ing alj the iaUnen» oi tk^ FaUier, ov A^q «ai!V^ tn^\i««^ 
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with the Father ; being begotten of him, and ordained 
from before the foundation of the world to be a pro- 
pitiation for the ains of all those who should believe 
on his name, and is called the Son because of the 
flesh — and descended in suffering below that which 
man can suffer ; or, in other words, suffered greater 
sufferings, and was exposed to more powerful contra- 
dictions than any man can be. But notwithstanding 
all this, he kept the law of God, and remained withouc 
sin, showing thereby that it is in the poweT of man to 
keep the law and remain also without sin ; and also, 
that by him a righteous judgment might come upon 
ail flesh, and that all who walk not in the law of God 
may justly be condemned by the law, and have no ex- 
cuse for their sins. And he being the only begotten 
of the Father, full of grace and^rnth, and having 
overcome, received a fullness of the glory of the Fa- 
ther — possessing the same mind with the Father, which 
mind is the Holy Spirit, that bears record of the 
Father and the Son, and these three are one ; or, in 
other words, these three constitute the great, match- 
less, governing and supreme power over ail things ; by 
whom all things were created and made, that were 
created and made, and these three constitute the God- 
head, and are one ; the Father and the Son possessing 
the same mind, the same wisdom, * glory, power and 
fullness — filling all in all; the Son being filled with 
the fullness of the mind, glory and power ; or, in other 
words, the spirit, glory and power of the Father — pos- 
sei^ing all knowledge and glory, and the same king- 
dom — sitting at the right hand of power, in the express 
image and likeness of the Father, a mediator for man — 
being filled with the fullness of the mind of the Father ; 
or, in other words, the spirit of the Father, which spirit 
is shed forth upon all who believe in his name and keep 
his commandments; and all those who keep his com- 
mandments shall grow up from grace to grace, and be- 
come heirs of the heavenly kingdom, and -joint heirs 
with Jesus Christ; possessing. the same mind, being 
transformed into the same image or likeness, even the 
express image of Him who fills sill In. ^\*i ^«\T^^i!^^^ 
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wit^ the fullness of his glory, and hecome one in him, 
eicen as the Father, Son and Holy Spirit are one. 

3. From the foregoing account of the Godhead, which 
is given in his revelations, the saints have a sure foun- 
dation laid for the exercise of faith unto life and salva- 
tion, through the atonement and mediation of Jesus 
Christ ; by whose blood they have a forgiveness of sins, 
and also a sure reward laid up for them in heaven, 
even that of partaking of the fullness of the Father and 
the Son through the Spirit As, the Son partakes of the 
fullness of the Father through the Spirit, so the saints 
are, by the same Spirit, to be partakers of the same full- 
ness, to enjoy the same glory; for as the Father and Son 
are one, so, in like manner, the saints are to be one in 
them. Through the love of the Father, the mediation 
of Jesus Christ, and the gift of the Holy Spirit, they are 
to be heirs of Qod, and joint heirs with Jesus Christ

Help us, 
God of our salvation, for the glory of thy name. Eomans 
i : 23. And changed the glory of the incorruptible God into 
an image made like to corruptible man.

1 Chronicles xxix. 11. Thine, Lord, is the greatness, and 
the power, and the glory. Jeremiah xxxii : 17. Al^ 1 Lord 
God, behold thou hast made the earth and the heavens by thy 
great power and stretched out arm; and there is nothing 
too hard for thee. Deuteronomy iv : 37. And because he 
loved thy fathers, therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and brought them out in his sight with his mighty power. 

2 Samuel xxii : 33. God is my strength and power. Job 
xxvi : 7-14. He stretches out the north over the empty place, 
and hangs the earth upon nothing. He bindeth up the wa- 
ters in his thick clouds ; and the cloud is not rent under them. 
He holdeth back the face of his throne, and spreadeth his 
cloud upon it. H^ has compassed the waters with bounds, 
until the day and night come to an end. The pillars of 
heaven tremble, and are astonished at his reproof. He 
divideth the sea with his power, and by his understanding 
he smiteth through the proud. By his spirit he hath gar- 
nished the heavens ; hisnand hath formed the crooked ser- 
pent. Lo, these are parts o£ his ways 1 but how little a por- 
tion is heard of him ? But the thunder of his power who 
can understand 7 

What is the Son ? First, he is a parsonage of tabernacle. 
Section v : 2. 

How do you prove it ? John xiv : 9-11. Jesus says unto 
him, Have I been so long time with you, and yet have you 
not known me, Philip? He that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father; and how do you say then. Show us the Father? 
Do you not believe that I am in the Father, and the Father 
in me ? The words that I speak unto you I speak not of 
myself: but the Father that dwells in me, he does the 
works. Believe me that I am in the Father, and the Father 
. in me. Secondly — and being a personage of tabernacle, was 
made or fashioned like unto man, or being in the form and 
likeness of man. Section v : 2. Philippiansii : 5-8. Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus ; who being 
in the form of God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God ; but made himself of no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of man, 
and being found in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, 
snd became obedient ur #o death, even the deaVh ot l\i« ^x^^%. 
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* Hebrews ii : 14-16^ Fttrasmuoh then as the children are par- 
takers of flesh and blood, he also himself likewise took part 
of the same. For rei^lj he took DOt on him the nature of 
angels : but he took on him the seed of Abraham.. Thirdly, 
he is also in the likeness of the personage of the Father. 
Section r: 2. Hebrews i: 1-3. (iod, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners, spake in time past to the fathers, by 
tbe prophets, has in these last days spoken onto us by his 
Son, whom he has appointed heir of all things, by whom 
also he made the worlds ; who being the brightness of hit 
glory, and the express image of his person. Again, Philip- • 
plans ii : 5, 6. Let this mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus ; who being in the form of God, thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God. 

Was it by the Father and the Son that all things were 
created and made that were created and made ? It was. Oolos- 
sians i : 15-17. Who is the image of the invisible God, the 
first born of every creature ; for by him were all things cre- 
ated that are in heaven and that are in earth, visible and in 
visible, whether they be thrones or dominions, principalities 
or powers; all things were created by him and for him ; and 
he Is before all things, andby him all things consist. Genesis 
1:1. In the beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth. Hebrews i : 2. (God) Has in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he has appointed heir of all things, 
by whom also he made the worlds. 

Does he possess the fullness of the Father ? He does. Co- 
lossians i : 19 ; ii : 9. For it pleased the Father that in him 
should all fullness dwell. For in him dwells all the fullness 
of the Godhead bodily. Ephesians i : 23. Which is his 
(Christ's) body, the fullness of him that fills all in all. 

Why was he called the Son ? Because of the flesh. Luke 
i : 33. That holy thing which shall be born of thee, shall be 
called the Son of God. Matthew iii : 10, 17. And Jesus, 
when he was baptized, went up straightway out of tjie water: 
and lo, the heavens were opened unto him, and he (John) 
saw the Spirit of God descending like a dove and.lighting 
upon him : and lo, a voice from heaven, saying, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

Was he ordained of the Father, from before the foundation 
of the world, to be propitiation for the sins of all those who 
should believe on his name ? He was. 1 Peter i : 18-20. 
Forasmuch as you know that you were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your vain conver- 
sation, received by tradition from your falVieta*. "VixxX. V\\)c\. >i>a.Sk 
precious blood oi' Christ, as df a lamb w\l\io\it \A^xn\%\i ^-a^ 
without spot; who verily was foreordained betoT^.X^a.^^^^^^^^' 
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tioD of the world, but waa manifcstod in these last times for 
yoQ. Beyelations ztii : 8. And all that dwell npon the earth 
shall worship him (the beast), whose names are not written 
in the book of life of the Lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. 1 Corinthians ii : 7. But we speak the wisdom 
of God in a mystery, even the hidden mystery, whieh Ch>d or- 
dained before the world, unto our glory. 

Do the Father and the Son possess the same mind ? They 
do. John T : 80. I (Christ) can of my own self do nothing: 
as I hear, I judge, and my judgment is just ; because I seek 
not my own will, but the will of the Father who sent me. 
John vi : 3&. For I (Christ) eame down from heaven, not to 
do my own will, but the will of him that sent me. John x : 
30. I (Christ) and my Father are one. 

What iB this mind? The Holy Spirit. John xv: 26. But 
when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto yon frooi 
the Father, e^en the Spirit of Truth, which proceeds from the 
Father, he shall testify of me (Christ). Galatians iv : 6. And 
becanse yon are sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit of his 
Son into your hearts. 

Do the Father, Son and Holy Spirit constitute the God- 
head? They do. Section ▼: 2.* 

Does the believer in Christ Jesus, through the gift of the 
Spirit, become one with the Father and the Son, as the Father 
and the Son are one ? They do. John xvii : 20, 21. Neither 
pray I for these (the apostles) alone, but for them also who 
shall believe on me through their word ; that they all may 
be one; as "thou. Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they 
also may be one in us, that the world may believe that thou 
hast sent me. 

Does the foregoing account of the Godhead lay a sure 
foundation for the exercise of faith in him unto life and sal- 
vation ? It does. 

How do yon prove it? By the third paragraph of thii

L Having treated in the preceding leetures of the 
ideas, of the character, perfections, and attributes of 
Gk>d. we next proceed to treat of the knowledge which 
persons must have, that the course of life which they 
pursue is according to the wiU of God, in order that 
mey may be enabled to exercise £Eiith in him unto life 
and salvation. 

2. This knowledge supplies an important place in 
revealed religion ; for it was by reason of it that the 
ancients were enabled to endure as seeing him who is 
invisible. An actual knowledge to any person that the 
course of life which he pursues is according to the will 
of God, is essentially necessary to enable him to have 
that confidence in God, witiiout which no person can 
obtain eternal life, it was this that enabled the 
ancient saints to endure all their afflictions and per- 
secutions, and to take joyfully the spoiling of their 
goods, knowing (not believing merely) that they had a 
mor^ enduring substance. Hebrews x : 34. * • 

3. Having the assurance that they were pursuing a 
course which was agreeable to the will oi God, they 
were enabled to take, not only the spoiling of their 
goods, and the wasting of their substance, joyfully, but 
also to suffer death in its most horrid forms; knowing 
(not merely believing) that when this earthly house of 
their tabernacle was dissolved, they had a building of 
God, a house not made with hands, eternal in the hea- 
vens. 2 Corinthians v : 1. 

4. Such was, and always will be, the situation' of the 
saints of God, that unless they have an actual knowl- 
edge that the course they are pursuing is according to 
the will of God, they will grow weary in their minds, 
and faint : for such has been, and always will be, the 
opposition in the hearts of unbelievers and those that 
know not God, against the pure and \mSb^T^\A^^^^ 
religion of heaven (the only thing "wVacYi yol«v«««^ ^\«t- 
ml life), th&t they will persecute to t\i^ \3AX«m.cs»N» ^^ 
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that worship God according to his revelations, receiv^ 
the truth in the love of it, and submit themselves to be 
guided and directed by his will; and drive them to 
such extremities, that nothing short of an actual 
knowledge of their being the favorites of heaven, and 
of their having embraced that order of things which 
God has established for the redemption of man, will 
enable them to exercise that confidence in him neces- 
sary for them to overcome the world, and obtain that 
crown of glory which is laid up for them that fear God. 

5. For a man to lay down his all, his character and 
reputation, his honor and applause, his good name 
among men, his houses, his lands, his brothers and 
sisters, his wife and children, and even his own life 
also — counting all things but filth and dross for the 
excellency of the knowledge of tfesus Christ — requires 
more than mere belief or supposition that he is doing 
the will of God ; but actual knowledge, realizing that, 
when these sufferings are ended, he will enter into 
eternal rest, and be a partaker of the glory of God. 

6. For unless a person does know that ne is walking 
according to the will of God, it would be offering an 
insult to the dignity of the Creator, were he to say, 
that he would be a partaker of his glory when he 
should be done with the things of this life. But when 
he has this knowledge, and most assuredly knows that 
he is doing the will of God, his confidence can be 
equally strong that he will be a partaker of the glory 
of Goi. 

7. Let as here observe, that a religion that does not 
require the sacrifice of all things, never has power suf- 
ficient to produce the faith necessary unto life and sal- 
vation ; for, from the first existence of man, the faith 
necessary unto the enjoyment of life and salvation never 
could be obtained without the sacrifice of all earthly 
things. It was through this sacrifice, and this only, 
that God has ordained that men should enjoy eternal 
life ; and it is through the medium of the sacrifice of 
all earthly things, that men do actually know that they 
are doing the things that are well pleasing in the 

sj/ir&t of God. When a man ha% ofiteTe^a m ^aiQri&Q^ ^V 



p-«i'l 
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I *&at he has for the truth's sake, not even withholding 
his life, and believing before God that he has been 
called to make this sacrifice because he seeks to do his 
will, he does know, most assuredly, that Gk>d does and 
t will accept his sacrifice and offering, and that he has 
not, nor will not, seek his face in vain. Under these 
circumstances, then, he can obtain the faith necessary 
for him to lay hold on eternal life. 

8. It is in vain for persons to fancy to themselves 
that they are heirs with those, or can be heirs with 
them, who have offered their all in sacrifice, and by this 
means obtained faith in God and favor with him, so as 
to obtain eternal life, unless they, in like manner, offer 
unto him the same sacrifice, and through that offering, 
obtain the knowledge that they are accepted of hint. 

9. It was in offering sacrifices • that Abel, the first 
martyr, obtained knowledge that he was accepted of 
God. And from the days of righteous Abel to the 
present time, the knowledge that men have that they 
are accepted in the sight of God, is obtained by offer- 
ing sacrifice. And in the last days, before the Lord 
comes, he is to gather together his saints who have 
made a covenant with him by sacrifice. Psalm 1 : 3-5, 
'* Our God shall come, and shall not keep silence : a fire 
shall devour before him, and it shall be very tempestu- 
ous round about him. He shall call to tne heavens 
from above, and to the earth, that he may judge his 
people. Gather my saints together unto me ; those that 
have made a covenant with me by sacrifice.*' 

10. Those, then, who make the sacrifice, will have 
the testimony that their course is pleasing in the sight 
of God ; and those who have ,this testimony will have 
&jth to lay hold on eternal life, and will be enabled, 
through faith, to endure unto the end, and receive the 
crown that is laid up for them that love the appearing 
of our Lord Jesus Christ But those who do not make 
the sacrifice can not enjoy this faith, because men are 
depeudenc upon this sacrifice in order to obtain th\% 
faith : therefore, they can not laj \io\^ \3l^oi\. ^'^^x\\.'s\ 
life, because the revelations of God do uo^ ^^jt^xiXA'^ 
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unto them the authority so to do, and mtho*:t this guar- * 
antee faith could not exist 

11. All the saints of whom we haye account in all 
the revelations of God which are extant, obtained the 
knowledge which they had of their acceptance in his 
sight, through the sacrifice which they offered unto 
him ; an&, through the knowledge thus obtained, their 
faith became sufficiently strong to lay hold upon the 
promise of eternal life, and to endure as seeing him 
who is invisible ; and were enabled through faith, to 
oombat the powers of darkness, contend against the 
wiles of the adversary, overcome the world, and obtain 
the end of their faith, even the salvation of their souls. 

12. But those who have not made this sacrifice to 
God, do not know that the course which they pursue is 
well pleasing in his sight ; for whatever may be their 
beliet or their opinion, it is a matter of doubt and nn- 
oertainty in their mind ; and where doubt and uncer- 
tainty is, there faith is not, nor can it be. For doubt 
and faith do not exist in the same person at the same 
time; so that persons, whose minds are under doabts 
and fears, can not* have unshaken confidence; and 
where unshaken confidence is not, there faith is weak ; 
and where faith is weak, the persons will not be able 
to contend against all the opposition, tribulations, and 
afflictions which they will have to encounter in order 

to be heirs of God, and joint heirs with Christ Jesus; • 
and they will grow weary in their minds, and the ad- 
versary will have power over them and destroy them.

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. SECTION "vn. 

L In the preceding leotares we treated of '^hat faith 
was, and of the object on which it rested. Agreeably 
to our plan, we now proceed to speak of its eftects. 

2. As we have seen in our former lecttirbs, that faith 
-was the principle of action and of power in all .intelli- 
gent beings, both in heiaven and on earth, it will not be 
expected that we shall, in a lecture of this description, 
attempt to iinfold all its effects; neither is it necessary 
to our purpose so to do, for it would embrace all things 
in heayen and on earth, and encompass all the crea- 
tions of God, with all their endless varieties ; for no 
world has yet been framed that was not framed by 
faith, neither has there been an intelligent being on 
any of God's creations, who did not get there by rea- 
son of faith as it existed in himself or in some other 
being; nor has there been a change or a revolution in 
any of the creations of God, but it has been effected by 
faith; neither will there be a change or a revolution, 
unless it is effected in the same way, in any of the vast 
creations of the Almighty, for it is by faith that the 
Deity works. 

3. Let us here ofi^er some explanation in relation to 
faith, that our meaning may be clearly comprehended. 
"We ask, then, what are we to understand by a man's 
working by faith ? We answer — we understand that 
■when a man works by faith, he works by mental exer- 
tion instead of physical force. It is by wdrds, instead 
of exerting his physical powers, with which every be- 
ing works when he works by failh. God said, ** Let 
there be light, and there was light" Joshua spake, 
and the great lights which God had created stood stilL 
Elijah commanded, and the heavens were stayed for 
the space of three years and six months, so that it did 
not rain : he afain commanded, and the heavens gave 
forth rain. Allthis was done by &ith. And the Savlo^T 
says, " If you have faith as a grain oi mxn\Ax^ %ft^^ 
•ay to this moantoin, remove, and it ViW twms^^N ^'^ 
tBjio tbBt^eAmine tree, be ye plncVo^Mp e.'iA '^%ss^«^

in the midst of tVe sea, and it shall obey you." Faith, 
then, works by words ; and with these its mightiest 
works have been, and will be, performed. 

4. It surely will not be required of us to prove that 
this is the principle upon which all eternity has acted 
and will act; for every reflecting mind must know, 
that it is by reason of this power that alx the hosts of 
heaven perform their worss of wonder, migesty, and 
glory. Angels move from place to place by virtue of 
this power; it is by reason of it that they are .enabled 
to descend froni heaven to earth ; and were it not for 
the power of faith they never could be ministering 
spirits to them who should be heirs of salvation, neither 
could they act as heavenly messengers, for they would 
be destitute of the power necessary to enable them to 
do the will of Qod, 

5. It is only necessary for us to say that the whole 
visible creation, as it now exists, is the effect of faith. 
It was faith by which it was framed, and it is by the 
power of faith that it continues in its organized form, 
and bv which the planets move round their orbits and 
sparkle forth their glory. So, then, faith is truly the 
first principle in the science of theology, and when 
undertsood, leads the mind back to the beginning, and 
carries it forward to the end ; or in other words, from 
eternity to eternity. 

6. As faith, then, is the principle by which the 
heavenir hosts perform their works, and by which they 
enjoy all their felicity, we might expect to find it set' 
forth in a revelation from Gbd, as the principle upon 
which his creatures here below must act, in order to 
obtain the felicities enjoyed by the saints in the eternal 
world ; and that, when Gk)d would undertake to raise 
up men for the enjoyment of himself, he would teach 
them the necessity ef living by faith, and the impos- 
sibility there was of their enioying the blessedness of 
eternity without it, seeing that afl the blessiAgs of 
eternihr are the effects of faith. 

7. Tiierefore, it is said, and appropriately too, that 
without faith it is impossible to please God. If it 

shoaJd be a^ed, why » it \m$o«a\\k\^ Va\^^»mi^QxA 
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without faith ? the answer would be, because without 
faith it is ixtf^ossible for men to be saved ; and as God 
desires the salvation of man, he must, of course, desire 
that they should have fisiith ; and he could not be pleased 
unless they had, or else he could be pleased with their 
destruction. 

8. From this we learn that the many exhortationH 
which have been given by inspired men, to those who 
bad received the word of the Lord to have faith in 
him, were not mere commonplace matters, but were 
for the best of all reasons, and that was — because 
without it there was no salvation, neither in this world 
nor in that which is to come. When men begin to live 
by faith, they begin to draw near to God ; and when 
faith is perfected they are like him ; and because he is 
saved they. are saved also; for they will be in the 
same situation he is in, because they have come to 
him ; and when he appears they shall be like him, for 
they will see him as he is. 

9. As all the visible creation is an effect of faith, so 
jfl salvation also; we mean salvation in its most exten- 
sive latitude of interpretation, whether it is temporal 
or spiritual In order to have this subject clearly set 
before the mifid, let us ask what situation must a per- 
son be in, in order to be saved ? or what is the differ- 
ence between a saved man and one who is not saved? 
We answer, from what we have before seen of the 
heavenly worlds, they must be persons who can work 

*by faith, and who are able, by faith, to be ministerinc 
spirits to them who shall be heirs of salvation ; and 
they must have faith to enable them to act in the pre- 
sence of the Lord, otherwise they can not be saved. 
And what constitutes the real difference between a 
saved person and one not saved is, the difference ijj^ the 
degree of their faith ; one's faith has become perfect 
enough to lay bold upon etei^nal life, and the other's 
has not But to be a little more particular, let us ask, 
where shall we find a prototype into whose likeness 
we may be. assimilated, in order that we mw^ \m iSiAi^ 
partakers oi life and salvation ? or^ m o\L«t ^c(t^^ 
mber^ ebail W9 find a tavf R beiix|^? fox \£ ^* «m^ %iA^ 
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tared being, we may ascertain without mncb diffionltr 
what all others must be in order to be saved. We UiinK 
that it will not' be a matter of dispute, that two beings 
who are nnlike each other can not both be saved ; for 
whatever oonstitntes the salvation of one will constitnte 
the salvation of every creature which will be saved; 
and if we find one saved being in all existence, we m^ 
tee what all others must be, or else not be saved. We 
ask, then, where is the prototype ? or where is the 
saved being ? We conclude, as to the answer of this 
question, there will be no dispute among those who be- 
lieve the Bible, that it is Christ : all will agree rn this, 
that he is the prototype or standard of salvation ; or, in 
other words, that he is a saved being. And if we shoald 
oontinue our interrogation, and ask how it is that he is 
saved, the answer would be, because he is a just and 
holy being; and if he were anything different from 
what he is, he would not be saved ; for his salvation 
depends on his being precisely what he is, and nothing 
else ; for if it were possible for him to change in the 
least degree, so sure he would fail of salvation, and lose 
all his dominion, power, authority and glory, which con- 
stitute salvation ; for salvation consists in the glory, 
authority, maiesty, power and dominion which Jehovah 
possesses, and in nothing else ; and no being can pos- 
sess it but himself or one like him. Thus says John, 
in 1 John iii : 2, 3. " Beloved, now are we the sons of 
€k)d, and it doth not yet appear what we shall be ;, but 
we know that when he shall appear, we shall be like 
him, for we shall see him as he is. And every man 
that hath this hope in him purifieth himself, even as he 
is pure." Why purify himself as he is pure ? Because 
if they do not they can not be like unto him. 

10. The Lord said unto Moses, Leviticus xiz: 2, 

^ '* Speak unto all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, Ye shall be holy : for I the 
Lord your Qtod am holy." And Peter says, first epistle, 
i : 15, 16. *' But as he who has called you is holy, so be 
ye holy in all manner of conversation ; because it is 
written f Be ye holy; for I am holy." And the Savior 

9MfB, Matthew v: 48. ^ Be y« ^^m^et, «^v& «a ^«tiT 
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Father whais in heayen is perfect '' If any should ask, 
why all these sayings ? the answer is to be found from 
what is before quoted from John's epistle, that when 
Be (the Lord) shall appear, the saints will be like him ; 
and if they are not holy, as he is holy, and perfeot, as 
he is perfect^ they oui not be like him ; "for no being 
can eiijoy his glory without possessing his perfections 
and holiness, no more than they could reign in his 
kingdom without, his power. 

11. This clearly sets forth the propriety of the Savior's 
saying, recorded in John's testimony, ziv : 12. '* Verily, 
verily, 1 say unto you, he that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also ; and greater works 
than these shall he do, because I go unto my Father.'' 
This, taken in connection with some of the sayings in 
the Savior's prayer, recorded in the seventeenth chap- 
ter, gives great clearness to his expressions. He says, 
in verses 20-24, " Neither pray I for these alone, biA 
for them also who shall believe on me through their 
words; that they all may be one; as thou. Father, art 
in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us ; 
that the woi*ld may believe that thou hast sent me. 
And the glory which thou gavest me 1 have given them ; 
that they may be one, even as we are one : I in them, 
and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in one ; 
and that the world may know that thou hast sent me, 
and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. Father, I 
will that they also whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am ; that they may behold my glory, which 
thou hast given me : for thou lovedest me before the 
foundation of the world. '^ 

12. AH these sayings put together ^ve as clear an 
account of the state of the glorified sauts as language 
oould give — the works that Jesus had done they were 
to dof and greater works than those which he had done 
among them should they do, and that because he went 
to the Father. He does not say that they should do 
these works in time; but they should do greaterworks, 
because he went to the Father. He ^Sky^ m Vkvi^ ^^*Ocv 
verse — " Father, I will that thoy alao w\iOTii ^wi. \veaN> 
girea me, be with me whtero 1 am ; tiEiH^ ^^1 ^b^I ^^ 
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hold my glory." These sayings, taken ia eonneotion 
make it very plain, that the greater works which thoee 
that believed on his name were to do, were to be done 
in eternity, where he was going and where they shoald 
behold his glory. He had said in another part of his 
prayer, that he desired of his Father that those who 
believed on him should be one in him, as he and the 
Father were one in each other. Neither pray I for 
these (the apostles) alone, but for them also who shall 
believe on me through th^eir words, that they all may 
be one ; that is, they who believe on him through thie 
apostles' words, as well as the apostles themselves, that 
they all may be one, as thou. Father, art in me and I in 
thee ; that they also may be one in us. 
' 13. What language can be plainer than this? The 
Savior surely intended to be understood by his disci- 
ples, and he so spake that they mieht understand him ; 
for he declares to his Father, in language not to be 
easily mistaken, that he wanted his disciples, even all 
of them, to be as himself and the Father, for as he and 
the Father were one, so they might be one with them. 
And what is said in the 22d verse is calculated to 
inore firmly establish this belief, if it needs anything 
to establish it. He says — *' And the glory which thou 
gavest me, I have given them, that they may be one, 
even as we are one." As much as to say that unless 
they have the glory which the Father had given him, 
they could not be one with them ; for he says he had 
given them the glory that the Father had given hira, 
that they might be one; or, in other words, to make 
them one. 

14. This fills up the measure of information on this 
subject, and shows most clearly that the Savior wished 
his disciples to understand, that they were to be 
partakers with him in all things, .not even his glorj 
excepted. 

15. It is scarcely necessary here to observe what we 
have previously noticed, that the glory which the 
Father and the Son have, is because they are just and 

hofy beipgs; and that if they were lacking in one at- 
inbute or perfection whi'h they Yva\%, Wi^ ^otl NRVviJa. 
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they have, nerer could be enjoyed by them, for it re- 
quires them to be precisely what they are in order to 
enjoy it ; and if th^ Savior gives this glory to any 
Ofthers, he must do it in the very way set forth in his 
prayer to his Father — ^by making them one with him, 
as he and the Father are one. In so doing he would - 
give them the glorv which the Father has given him , 
and when his disciples are made one with the Fathei 
and Son, as the Fatner and the Son are one, who can 
not see the propriety of the Savior's saying—The 
works which I do, shall they do : and greater works 
than these shall they do, because I go to the Father? 

16. These teachings of the Savior most clearly show 
unto us the nature of salvation, and what he proposed 
unto the human family when he proposed to sav^ 
them — that he proposed to make them like unto him* 
self, and he was like the Father, the great prototype of 
all saved beings; and for any portion of the human 
iiuaily to be assimilated into their likeness is to be 
saved; and to be unlike them is to be destroyed; and 
on this hinge turns the door of salvation. 

17. Who can not see, then, that salvation is the effect 
of faith? for, as we have previously observed, all the 
heavenly beings work by this principle; and it- is be> 
cause tney are able so to do that they are saved, for 
nothing but this could save them. And this is the 
lesson which the Qod of heaven, by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets, has been endeavoring to teach to the 
world. Hence we are told, that without faith it is im- 
possible to please Gk)d ; and that salvation is of faith, 
that it mignt be by grace, to the end the promisQ might 
be sure to all the seed. Romans iv: 16. And that 
Israel, who followed after the law of righteousness, has 
not attained to the law of righteousness. Wherefore ? 
Because they sought it not by faith, but as it were by 
the works of the law; for they stumbled at that 
stumbling stone. Bomans is : 32. And Jesus said 
onto the man who brought his son to him, to get the 
devil who tormented him cast out, '^ \i tVvovx cd:ii%\i "^^ 
lieve, all thiaga are possible to him \2haA. \>^V\«^^^i>^^ 
Markix: 23, T/ieie, with a multitude o^ oO[i«t %wv 
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tares which might be quoted, plainly set forth the light 
in which the Savior, as well as tl\e Former-day Saints, 
viewed the plan of salvation. That it was a system of 
faith — it begins with faith, and continues by faith ; and 
every blessing which is obtained in relation to it, is the 

' effect of faith, whether it pertains to this life or that 
which is to come. To this all the revelations of God 
bear witness. If there were children of promise, they 
were the effects of faith, not even the Savior of the world 
excepted. '* Blessed is she that believed," said Eliza- 
beth to Mary, when she went to visit her, " for there 
shall be a performance of those things which were told 
her from the Lord." Luke i: 45. Nor was the birth of 
John the Baptist the less a matter of faith ; for in order 

Ihat his father Zacharias might believe, he was struck 
dumb. And through the whole history of the scheme 
of life and salvation, it is a matter of faith : every man 
received according to his faith — according as his faith 
was, so were his blessings and privileges ; and nothing 
was withheld from him when his faith was sufficient to 
receive it. He could stop the mouths of lions, quench 
the violence of fire, escape the edge of the sword, wax 
valiant in fight, and put to flight the armies of the 
aliens ; women could, by their faith, receive their dead 
children to life again; in a word, there was nothing 
impossible with them who had faith. All things were 
in subjection to the Former-day Saints, according as 
their faith was. By their faith they could obtain heav- 
enly visions, the ministering of angels, have knowledge 
of the spirits of just men made perfect, of the general 
assembly and church of the first born, whose names 
are written in heaven, of God the jud^e of all, of Jesus 
the Mediator of the new covenant, and become famil- 
iar with the third heavens, see and hear things which 
were not only unutterable, but were unlawful to utter. 
Peter, in view of the power of faith, second epistle, i : 
2, 3, says to the Former-day Saints — " Grace and peace 
be multiplied unto you, through the knowledge of 
Gk>d, and of Jesus our Lord, according as his divine 

power hath s^'ven unto us all thingis that pertain unto 

me and godiiness, through ^he kiio^\%A.^ft ^i \\viq. ^^\» 
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hath called us to glory and Wrtae." In the first epis* 
tie, i: 3-5, he Bays, ''Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who, acoording to his abun- 
dant mercy, has begotten us again unto a lively hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, to 
an inheritance incorruptible and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you, who are 
kept by the power of God through faith unto salvation, 
readv to be revealed in the last time." 

18. These sayings put together show the apostle s 
views most clearly, so as to admit of. no mistake on the 
mind of any individual He says that all things that 
pertain to life and godliness were givjen nnto them 
tfarongh the .kno«i ledge of God and our Savior Je^u^ 
Christ And if the question is asked, bow were th^P 
to obtain the .knowledge of God ? (for there is a great 
difference between believing in God and knowing him; 
knowledge implies more than faith. And notice, that 
all things that pertain to life and godliness were ^iven 
through the knowledge of God) the answer is given, 
through faith they were to obtain this knowledge ; and, 
having power by faith to obtain the knowledge of God, 
they could with it obtain all other things which pertain ' 
to life and godliness. 

19. By these sayings of the apostle, we learn that it 
Tvas bv obtaining a knowledge of God, that men got the 
knowledge of all things which pertain to life and godli- 
ness; and this knowledge was the effect of faith; so 
that all things which pertain to life and godliness are 
the effects of faith. 

20. From this we may extend as far as any circum- 
stances may require, whether on earth or in heaven, 
and we will find it the testimony of all inspired men, 
or heavenly messengers, that all things that pertain to 
life and godliness are the effects of faith and nothing 
else ; all learning, wisdom and prudence fail, and every- 
thing else as a means of salvation but faith. This is 
the reason that the fishermen of Galilee could t^^>.c^Vi \iVi^ 
world, because tbej sought by faith, and \>y ^ba^iXv cJt^- 
tamed And this ia the reason that Pan\ o<iviTi\.<i^ «XJl 

Mnga but £Jth and drosSj what he formeily c«A\^^ 'Vvva 
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g&in he called his loss; yea, and he counted all things 
bat loss for the excellenoj of the knowledge of Christ 
Jestts the Lord. Philippians iii : 7-10. Because to ob- 
tain the faith by which he oould enjoy the knowledge 
of Christ Jesus the Lord, he had to suffer the loss of all 
things ; this is the reason that the Former-day Saints 
knew more, and understood more of heaven and heav- 
enly things than all others beside, because this infor- 
mation is the effect of faith — ^to be obtained bv no other 
mean 9.

ts with it — apostles, prophets, evangetists, piUrtors, 
teachers, gifts, wisdom, knowledge, miracles, healings, 
tongues, interpretation of tongues, etc. All these ap- 
pear when faith appears on the earth, and disappear 
when it disappears from the earUi ; for these are the 
effects of faith, and always have, and always will, at- 
tend it For where faith is, there will the knowledge 
of God be also, with all things which pertain thereto — 
^ revelations, visions and dreams, as well as every neces- 
sary thing, in order that the possessors of faith may be 
perfected, and obtaiji salvation ; for God must change, 
otherwise .faith will prevail with hiin. And he ymo 
possesses It will, through it, obtain all necessary know- 
ledge and wisdom, until he shall know God, and the 
Ix>rd Jesus Christ, whom he has sent ; whom to know 
is eternal life.

inhabitants of the earth ; and the arm of the Lord

|Bill not hHii the voice of the Lord, neither the voice 
W his servants, neither give heed to the words of the 
prophets and apostles, shall be out off firom among the 
people ; for they have strayed from mine ordinances, 
and have broken gaine everlasting covenant,;, they seek 
not the Lord to eSIahliUU 'lllH flfAleousness, but every 
man walketh in his own wa^, and after the image of 
his owB god, whose image is in the likeness of the 
world, and whose substance is that of an idol, which 
* waxeth old and shall perish in Babylon, even Babylon 
the great, which shall fall . 

4. Wherefore I the Lord, knowing the calamity 
which should come upon the inhabitants of the earth, 
oalled upon my servant Joseph Smith, Jr., and spake 
ante him from heaven, and gave him commandments, 
and also gave commandments to others, that thev 
should proclaim these things unto the world ; and all 
this that it might be fulfilled, which was written by 
the prophets ; the weak things of the world shall come 
forth and break down the mighty and strong ones, that 
man should not counsel his fellow-man, neither trust 
in the arm of flesh, but that every man might speak in 
the name of God the Lord, even the Savior of the 

'rid; that faith also might increase in the earth; 
at^ftdne everlasting covenant, might be est ablished: 
jl'^ ^Iie iiiiJB^ss of 'mjF'goApel mighl be ^y^clf 
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the weak and the simple, unto the ends of the world, 
and before kings and rulers. 

5. Behold, 1 am God, and have, spoken it; these 
commandments are of me, and were given 'unto my 
servants in their weakness, after the manner of their 
language, that they might come to understanding ; and 
inasmuch as they erred it might be made known ; and 
inasmuch as. they soucht wisdom they might be in* 
Btructed.; and inasmuch as they sinned they might be 
chastened, that they might repent ; and inasmuch as 
they were humble, they might be made strong, and 
blessed from on high, and receive knowledge from 
time to time ; and after having received the record of 
the Nephites, yea, even my servant Joseph Bmith, Jr., 
might nave power to translate, through the mercy of 
God, by the power of God, the Book of Mormon; 
and also those to whom these commandments were 
given might have power to lay the foundation of this 
church, and to bring it forth out of obscurity, and out 
of darkness, the only true and living church upon the 
face of the whole earth, with which I the Lord am 
well pleased, speaking unto the church collectively and 
not individually ; for I the Lord can not look upon sin 
vnth the least degree of allowance ; nevertheless, her 
that repents and does the commandments of the Lord 
shall be forgiven ; and he that repents not, from him 
shall be taken even the light which he has received, 
for my spirit shall not always strive with man, saith 
the Lord of Hosts. 

6. And again, verily I say unto yon, inhabitants 
of the earth, I the Lord am willing to make these 
things known unto all flesh, for I am no respecter of 

Sersons, and willeth that all men shall know that the 
ay speedily cometh, the hour is not yet, but is nigh at 
hand, when peace shall be taken from the earth, and 
the devil shall have power over his own dominion ; and 
also the Lord shall have power over his saints, and 
■hall reign in their midst, and shall come down in 
judgment upon Idumea, or the world.

8. What 1 the Lord have spoken I have spoken, and 
I excuse not myself; and though the heavens and the 
earth pass away, my word shall not pass awaj, bat 
shall all be fulfilled, whether by mine own yoioe, or by 
the voice of my servants, it is the same ; for behold, 
and lo, the Lord is Gk>d, and the Spirit beareth record, 
and the record is true, and the truth abideth forever 
and ever. Amen. 



SECTION n. 

Revelations to Joseiph Smithy jr. ^ given July^ 1828, con- 
cerning certain manuscripts on the first part of the 
Book of Mormon^ which had been taken from the 
possession of Martin Harris. 

1. The works, and the designs, and the purposes of 
God, can not be frustrated, neither can they come to 
nousht, for God doth not walk in crooked paths; 
neither doth he turn to the right hand nor to the left ; 
neither doth he vary from that which he hath said; 
therefore his paths are straight and his course is one 
eternal round. 

2. Remember, remember, that it is not the work of 
God that is frustrated, but the work of men ; for al- 
though a man may have many revelations, and have 

Eower to do many mighty works, yet, if he boasts in 
is own strength, and sets at nought the counsels of 
God, and follows after the dictates of his own wiU, and 
carnal desires, he must fall and incur the vengeance of 
a just God upon hint 

3. Behold, you have been intrusted with these things, 
but how strict were your commandments ; and remem- 
ber, also, the promised which were made unto you, if 
vou did not transcress tliem ; and behold, how oft you 
nave transgressed the commandments and the laws of 

God, and have gone on in the peTsu&%\on« o^ xann- i^^^ 
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behold, you should not have feared man mote than Gh)d, 
although men set at nought the counsels of God, and 
despise his words, yet you should have been faithful 
and he would have extended his arm, and supported 
you against all the fierv darts of the advelrsary ; and 
he would have been witn you in every time of trouble. 

4. Behold, thou art Joseph, and thou wast chosen to 
do the work of the Lord, but because of transgression, 
if thou art not aware thou wilt fall, but remember God 
is merciful; therefore, repent of that which thou hast 
done, which is contrary to the commandment which 1 
gave you, and thou art still chosen, and art again called 
to the work ; except thou do this, thou shalt be deliv- 
ered up and become as other men, and have no more 

gift 

5. And when thou deliveredst up that which God 
had given thee sight and power to translate, thou de- 
liveredst up that which was sacred, into the hands of a 
wicked man, who has set at nought the counsels of 
God, and has broken the most sacred promises, which 
were made before God, and has depended upon his own 
judgment, and boasted in bis own wisdom, and this is 
the reason that thou hast lost thy privileges for a sea- 
son, for tbou host suffered the counsel of thy director 
to be trampled upon from the beginning. 

6. Nevertheless, my work shall go forth, for, inas- 
much as the knowledge of a Savior has come unto the 
world, through the testimony of the Jews, even so shall 
the knowledge of a Savior come unto my people, and 
to the Nephites, and the Jacobites, and the Jos'ephites, 
and the Zoramites, through the testimony of their 
fathers ; and this .testimony shall come to the knowl- 
edge of the Lamanites, and the Lemuelites, and the 
Isnmaelites, who dwindled in unbelief because of the 
iniquity of their fathers, whom the Lord has suffered 
to destroy their brethren the Nephites, because of their 
iniquities and their abominations; and for this very 
purpose are these plates preserved whiQb. oon^AbYCL ^£}(i^^^

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and that they might know the promises of the Lord, 
and that they may believe the gospel and rely upon the 
merits of Jesus Christ, and be glorified through faith 
on his name, and that through their repentance they 
might be saved.

on my words, them will I viflit with the manifestation 
of my Spirit, and they shall be born of me, even of 
water and of the Spirit And you must wait yet a little 
while, for ye are not yet ordained ; and their testimony 
shall also go forth unto the condemnation of this gene- 
ration, if they harden their hearts against them ; for a 
desolating scourge shall go forth among the inhabitants 
of the earth, and shall continue to be poured out, from 
time to time, if they repent not, until the earth is empty, 
and the inhabitants thereof are consumed away, and 
utterly destroyed by the brightness of my coming.

Revelation given Aprils 1829. 

1. Oliver Cowdery^, verily, verily I say unto you, that 
assuredly as the Lord liveth, who is your God and 
your Redeemer, even so sure shall yon receive a 
knowledge of whatsoever things you shall ask in faith, 
with an honest heart, helieving tnat you shlEill receive 
a knowledge concerning the engravings of the old 
records, which are ancient, which contain those parts 
of my scripture of which have been spoken, by the 
manifestation of my Spirit; yea, behold I will tell you 
in your mind and in your heart by the Holy Ghost, 
which shall come upon you, and which shall awell in 
your heart.

3. And now, Oliver Cowdery, I speak unto you, and 
also unto David Whitmer, by the way of command- 
ment ; for, behold, I command all men everywhere to 
ret^ent, and I speak unto you, even as unto Paul mine 
BpoB^e, for you are called even with that same calling 
with wbioh he was called.

Behold, } ou IjCve my gospel be- 
fore you, and my rock, and my salvation. Ask the 
Father in my name, in faith believing that you shall 
receive, and you shall have the Holy Ohost which mian- 
ifesteth all things, which is expedient unto the children 
of men. And if you have not faith, hope and charity, 
you can do nothing. Contend against no church, save 
it be the church of the devil. Take upon you the 
name of Christ, and speak the truth in soberness, and 
as many as repent, and are baptized in my name, which 
is Jesus Christ, and endure to the end, the same shall 
be saved. Behold, Jesus Christ is the name which is 
given of the Father, and there is none other name 

' given whereby man can be saved; wherefore, all men 
must take. upon them the name which is given of the 
Father, for in that name shall they be called at the 
last day; wherefore, if they know not the name by 
which they are called, they can not have place in the 
kingdom of my Father. 

5. And now, behold, there are others who are called 
to declare my gospel, both unto Gentile and unto Jew ;

And now J 
epeak unto the twelve : Behold, my grace is sufficient 
for you ; you, must walk uprightly before me and sin 
not. And, behold, you are they who are ordained of 
me to ordain priests and teachers to declare mv gospel, 
according to the '*'****'er of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, and accord? ^^S» the callings and gifts of God 
unto men ; and ' P^dus Christ, your Lord and your 
God, have spokei ^ These words are^ not of men, nor 
of man, but of irX^'wherefore, you whall testify they 
are of me, and nht of man ; for it is my voice which 
speaketh them unto you ; for they are given by my 
Spirit unto you ; and by my power vou can read th^m 
one to another, and save it were Dy my power, yoa 
could not have them ; wherefore you can testify that 
you have heard my voice, and know my words. 

6. And now, behold, J give unto you, Oliver Cow- 
<}ery, and also unto David Whitmer, that you shall 
search out the twelve who shall have the desires of 
which I have spoken ; and by their desires and their 
works, you shall know them ; and when you have found 
them you shall show these things unto them. And 
you shall fall down and worship the Father in my 
name; and you must preach unto the world, saying 
you must repent and be baptized in the name of Jesus 
Christ ; for all men must repent and be baptized, and 
not only men, but women ; and children who have ar- 
rived to the years of accountability. 

7. And now, after that you have received this, you 
must keep my commandments in all things; and by 
your hands 1 will work a marvelous work among the 
children of men, unto the convincing of many of their

SECTION XVIL 

1. The rise of the church of Christ in these last days, 
being one thobsand eight hundred and thirty years 
since the coming of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
in the flesh, it being regularly organized and estab- 
lished agreeably to the laws of our country, by the 
will and commandments of God in the fourth month, 
and on the sixth day of the month which is called 
April; which commandments were given to Joseph 
Smith, Jr., who was called of God and ordained an 
apostle of Jesus Christ, to be the first eider of this 
church ; and to Oliver Cowdery, who was also called 
of God an apostle of Jesus Christ, to be the second 
elder of this church, and ordained under his hand : and 
this according to the grace of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, to whom be all glory both now and for- 
ever. Amen. 

2. After it was truly manifested unto this first elder 
that he had received a remission of his sins, he was en- 
tangled again in the vanities of the world ; but afler 
repenting, and humbling himself, sincerely, through 
faith, God ministered unto him by an holy angel whose 
countenance was as lightning, and whose garments 
were pure and white above all other whiteness, and 
gave unto him commandments which inspired him, and 
gave him power from on high, by the means which 
were before prepared, to translate the Book of Mormon, 
which contains a record of a fallen people, and the full- 
ness of the gospel of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, and 
to the Jews also, which was given by inspiration, and 
is confirmed to others by the ministering of angels, 

' and is declared unto the world by them^ proving to the^ 
world that the holy scriptures are tT\L^^^Ti^^^X»^^^ 
does laapire men and coll them to \i\» ^ic\5 ^«^ *v«^ 
this age aad genedktion, aa weU oa 'm ^<wiKt^wA ^^ 
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old, thereby showing that he is the same God yester- 
day, to-day, and forever. Amen. 

3. Therefore, having so great witnesses, by them 
shall the world be j adored, even as many as shall here- 
after come to a knowledge of this work; and those who 
receive it in faith and work righteousness, shall receive 
a crown of eternal life; but those who hardeti their 
bearta in unbelief and reject it, it shall turn to their 
own condemnation, for the Lord God has spoken it; 
and we, the elders of the church, have heard and bear 
witness to the words of the glorious Majesty on high, 
to whom be glory forever and ever. Amen. 

4. By these things we know that there is a Gk>d in 
heaven who is infinite and eternal, from everlasting to 
everlasting the same unchangeable God, the framer of 
heaven and earth and all things which are in them, 
and that he created man male and female ; after his 
own image and in his own likeness created he them, 
and gave unto them commandments that they should 
love and serve him the only living and true God, and • 
that he should be the only being whom they should 
worship. But by the transgression of these holy laws, 
man became sensual and devilish, and became fallen 
man. 

5. Wherefore the almighty God gave his only begot- 
ten Son, as it is written in those scriptures which have 
been given of him : he suffered temptations but gave 
no heed unto them ; he was crucified, died, and rose 
again the third day ; and ascended into heaven to sit 
down on the right hand of the Father, to reign with 
almighty power according to the will of the Father, 
that as many as would believe and be baptized, in his 
holy name, and endure in faith to the end should be 
saved : not only those who believe'd after he came in 
the meridian of time in the flesh, but all those from the 
beginning, even as many as were before he came, who 
believed in the words of the holy prophets, who spake 
as they were inspired by the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
who truly testified of him in a\\ Wuxi^i^, ^Vv^ixxV^ \\^'^ft 

eternal hfdf as well as those "wuo ^\o\jX^ ^^otsi^ ^IXfct^ 
who should boJieve in the ^\i\A 9.xA ^'^w^^ ^^ ^^ 
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by the Holy GhMt, which bearetfa record of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, which Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost are one God, infinite and eternal, without end. 
Amen. 

6. And we kpow that all men must repent and be- 
lieve on the name of Jesus Christ and worship the 
Father in his name, and endure in faith on his name 
to the end, or they can not be saved in the kingdom of 
God. And we know that justification through the 
grace of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, is just and 
true ; and we know, also, that sanctifioation through 
the grace of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, is just 
and true, to all those who love and serve God with all 
their mights, minds, and strength : but there is a possi- 
bility that man may fall from grace and depart from 
the living God. Therefore let the church take heed 
and pray always, lest they fall into temptations ; yea, 
and even let those who are sanctified, take heed also. 
And we know that these things are true and according 
to the revelations of John, neither adding to, nor di- 
minishing from the prophecy of his book, the holy 
i>oriptures, or the revelations of dod which shall come 
hereafter by the gift and power of the Holy Ghost, the 
voice of God, or the ministering of angels: and the 
Lord God has spoken it ; and honor, power, and glory, 
be rendered to his holy name, both now and ever. 
Amen. 

7, And again by way of commandment to the church 
concerning the manner of baptism : 

All those who humble themselves before God and 
desire to be baptized, and come forth with broken 
hearts and contrite spirits, and witness before the 
church that they have truly repented of all their sins, 
and are willing to take upon them. the name of Jesus 
Christ, having a determination to serve him to the end, 
and truly manifest by their works that they have re- 
ceived of the Spirit of Christ unto the remission of 
their sins, shall be received by \>«^\a^tol \\i\.<^ \wvb 
oh arch. 
& The duty of iht eZders, priests, teaclieT%>^.e««^^i^ 
and members of the church of CHrUt ; 
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An apoetle is hm elder, and it is his calling to bap- . 
tize, and to ordain other elders, priests, teachers and 
deacons, and to administer bread and wine — the em- 
blems oi" the flesh and blood ot" Christ — and to confirm 
those who are Irtiptized into the choreh, by the la.yin^ 
on of hands for the baptism of fire and tlie Holy (ihost, 
according to the scriptures; and to teach, exp<»urid, ex- 
hort, baptize, and watch over the church ; and to c<»n- 
firm the church bv the laying on of the hands, nnd the 
giving of the Holy Ghost, and to take the lead of all 
meetings. 

0. The elders are to conduct the meetings as they 
are led l)y the Holy Ghost, according to the command- 
ments and revelations of God. 

10. The priest's dut}'^ is to preach, teach, expound, 
exhort and baptize, and administer the sacrament, and 
visit the house of each member, and exhort them to 
pray vocally and in secret, and attend to all family du- 
ties: and he may also ordain other priests, teachere, 
and deacons; and he is to take the lead of meetings 
when there is no elder present, but when there is an 
elder present he is only to preach, teach, expound, ex- 
hort and baptizo, and visit the house of each member, 
exhorting them to pray vocally and in secret, and at- 
tend to all family duties. In all these duties the priest 
is to assist the elder if occasion requires. 

1 1. The teacher's duty is to watch over the church 
always, and be with and strengthen them, and see that 
there is no iniquity in the church, neither hardness 
with each other; neither lying, backbiting, nor evil 
speaking; and see that the church meet together often, 
and also see that all the members do their duty, and 
he is to take the lead of meetings in the absence of the 
eldfior or priest, and is to be assisted always, in all his 
duties in. the church, by the deacons, if occasion re- 
quires ; but neither teachers nor deacons have author- 
ity to baptize, administer the sacrament, or lay on 
hands; they are, however^ to warn, expound, exhort 

and teacbf and incite all to com^ xiwVft CVvtXftX. 
12. Every eider, priest, teacVkw w dft«i.<ioiv, \% \a \i^ 
-" crdained according to the g^£tB aiid caWVug.^ o^ ^^<A x«jJ» 
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him ; and lie is to be ordaiAed by the power of the Holy 
Ghost which is in the one who ordains him. 

13. The several elders composing this Ohurch of 
Christ are to meet in conference once in three months, 
or from time to time, as said conferences shall direct 
or appoint; and said conferences are to do whatever 
church business is necessary to be done at the time. 

14. The elders are to receive their licenses from other 
elders, by vote of the church to which they belong, or 
from the confeirences. 

15. Each priest, teacher, or deacon, who is ordainod 
))y a priest, may take a certificate from him at the 
time, which certificate, when presented to an elder, 
shall entitle him to a license, which shall authorize 
him to perform the duties of his calling; or he may re- 
ceive it from a conference. 

16. Xo person is to be ordained to any office in this 
church, "wliere there is a regularly organized branch of 
the same, without the vote of that church ; but the pre- 
siding elders, traveling bishops, high counselors, high 
prieyts and elders, may have the privilege of ordaining, 
where there is no branch of the church, that a vote may 
be called. 

17. Every president of the high priesthood (or pre- 
siding elder), bishop, high counselor and high priest, 
is to be ordained by the direction of a high council, or 
general conference. 

IS. The duty of ike members after they are received 
by baptism : 

The elders or priests are to have a sufficient time to 
expound all things concerning the Church of Christ to 
their understanding, previous to their partaking of the 
sacrament, and being confirmed by the inying on of the 
hands of the elders ; so that all things may be done in 
order. And the members shall manifest before the 
ciiurch, and also before the elders, by a godly walk and 
conversation, that they are worthy of it, that there may 
be works and faith agreeable to the holy scripture%^ 
walking in holiness before the Lord. 

J 9. Mrorj memher of the Church o^ C\vt\«^\. >\w«^^ 
children, is to [/ring them unto t\\e c\dcT^ Vi^^^'c^ ^^ 
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church, who are to lay their hands upon them in the 
name of Jusus Christ, and bless them in liifl name. 

20. No vne can be received into the Church of Christ 
unless he has arrived unto the years of acconntabilitj 
before (xod, and is capable of repentance. 

21. Haptism is to be administered in the following 
manner unto all those who rtpent: The pert^on who is 
called of God and has authority from Jesus Christ to 
baptize, shall ^o down into the water with the person 
who has presented him or herself for baptism^ and shall 
say, calling him or her by name : Having been com- 
missioned of Jesus Ciirist, I baptize you in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 
Amen. Then shall he immerse him or her in the water* 
and come forth again out of the water. 

22. It is expedient that the church meet together 
often to partake of bread and wine in remembrance of 
the Lord Jesus ; and the elder or priest shall adminis- 
ter it ; and after this manner shall he administer it : 
he shall kneel with the churchy and call upon the Fa- 
ther in solemn prayer, saying/O God, the eternal Fa- 
ther, we ask thee in the name of thy Son Jesus Christ, 
to bh^ss and sanctify this bread to the souls of all those 
who partake of it, that they may eat in remembrance 
of the body of thy Son, and witness unto thee, O God, 
the etornai Father,, that they are willing to take upon 
thoni the nume of thy Son, and always remember him 
and keep his commandments which he has given them, 
that they may always have his Sj)irit to be with them. 
Amcii. 

2^. The manner of udministcring the wine : He shall 
take the cup also, and say^'^O God, the eternal Father, 
we ask thee in the name of thy Son Jesus Christ, to 
bless and sanctify this wine to the souls of all thoBO 
who drink oC it, that they may do it in remembranoft 
of the blood of tliy Son whitih was shed for them, that 
tli«y may witness unto thoi», O God, the eternal Father, 
that they do always reinoruber him, that they may hare 
]iis Spirit to bo with them. Amen.

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ing, or bein^ overtaken iQ a fault, shall be dealt with 
as the scriptures direct. 

25. It shall be the duty of the several churches com- 
posiog the Church of Christ to send one or more of 
their teachers to attend the several conferences, held 
by the elders of the church, with a list of the names 
01 the several members uniting themselves with the 
church since the last conference, or send by the hand 
of some priest, so that a regular list of all the names 
of the whole church may be kept in a book, by one of 
the elders, whoever the other elders shall appoint from 
time to time, and also if any have been expelled from 
the church, so that their names may be blotted out of 
the general church record of names. 

26. All members removing from the church where 
they reside, if going to a church where they are not 
known, may take a letter certifying that they are regu- 
lar members and in good standing, which certificate 
may be signed by any elder or priest, if the member 
receiving the letter is personally acquainted with the 
elder or priest, or it may be signed by the teachers or 
deacons of the church. 



SECTION xvm. . 

A commandment of Gody and not of man, io Martin 
Harris y given {I^ancliester^ New York, March, 1830) 
by him who is eternal. 

1. I am Alpha and Omega, Christ the Lord ; yea, 
even I am He, the beginning and the end, the Re* 
deemer of the world. I having accomplished and fin- 
ished the will of him whose 1 am, even the Father, 
concerning me ; having done this, that I might subdue 
all things unto myself; retaining all power, even to the 
destroying of Satan and his works at the end of the 
world, and the last great day of judgment, whii'h I 
shall pass upon the inhabitants thereof, judgin:; every 
man according to his works, and the dfeftv\«^ \N\\\vi\v V^ 
hath dona And surely every xnati mw^\. ^c^^^.vA. <2rt 
Mo/Fer, &rl (rod am endless; ^Yiereioie^A tes^V^ ^oX 
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the judgments which I shall pass, but woes shall go 
forth, weeping, wailing and gnashing of teeth ; yea, to 
those who are found on my left hand ; nevertheless, it 
is not written that there shall be no end to this tor- 
ment ; but it is written endless torment 

2. Again, it is written eternal damnation ; wherefore 
it U more express than other scriptures, that it might 
work upon the hearts of the children of men, alto- 
gether for my name's glory ; wherefore, 1 will explain 
unto you this inystery, for it is meet unto you to xnow 
even as mine apostles. I speak unto you that are 
chosen in this thing, even as one, that you may ent-er 
into my rest ; for, behold, the mystery of Godliness, 
how great is it ? For, behold, 1 am endless, and the 
punishment which is given from my hand is endless 
punishment, for endless is my name ; wherefore — 
Eternal punishment is God's punishment 
Endless punishment is God's punishment 
Wherefore, I command you to repent, and keep the 
oon>mandments which you have received by the nand 
of my servant Joseph Smith, Jr., in my name ; and it 
is by my almighty power that you have received them ; 
therefore I command you to repent — repent, lest I 
smite you by the rod of my mouth, and by my wrath, 
and by my. anger, and your sufferings be sore — how 
sore you know not ! how exquisite you know not ! yea, 
how hard to bear you know not ! For behold, I, God, 
have suffered these things for all, that they might not 
suffer, if they would repent ; but if they would not re- 
pent, they must suffer even as 1 ; which suffering; 
caused myself, even God, the greatest of all, to tremble 
because of pain, and to bleed at every pore, and to 
suffer both body and spirit, and would that I might not 
drink the bitter cup and shrink ; nevertheless, glory be 
to the Father, and 1 partook and finished my prepara- 
tions unto the children of men ; \k herefore, I command 
you again to repent, lest I humble you with my al- 
mighty power, and that you confess your sins, lest you 
suffer these punishments of which I have spoken, of 
which in the Pinallo.st, ye*.\, eA'ei\ \tv the least degree, 
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I commaDd you that you preach nought liut repent- 
ance, and show not these things unto the world until it 
is wisdom in me ; for they can not bear meat now, but 
milk they must receive ; wherefore, they must not 
know these things, lest they perish. Learn of me, and 
listen to my words ; walk in the meekness of my Spirit 
and you shall have peace in me. I am Jesus Christ ; 
I came by the will of the Father, and I do his will. 

3. And again, I command thee that thou shalt not 
oovet thy neighbor's wife ; nor seek thy neighbor's life. 
And -again, 1 command thee that thou shalt not covet 
thine own property, but impart it freely to the printing 
of the Book of Mormon, which contains the truth and 
the word of God, which is my word to the Gentile, that 
soon it may go to the Jew, of whom the Lamanites are 
a remnant, that they may believe the gospel, and look 
not for a Messiah to come, who has already come. 

4. And again, I command thee that thou shalt pray 
vocally as well as in thy heart ; yea, before the world as 
well as in secret; in public as well as in private. And 
thou shalt declare glad tidings; yea, publish it upon 
the mountains, and upon every high place, and among 
every people that thou shalt be permitted to see. And 
thou shalt do it with all humnity, trusting in me, re- 
viling not against revilers. And of tenets thou shalt 
not talk, but thou shalt declare repentance and faith on 
the Savior, and remission of sins by baptism and by 
fire ; yea, even the Holy Ghost 

5. Behold, this is a great, and the last commandment 
which I shall .give unto you concerning this matter ; for 
this shall suffice for thy daily walk even unto the end 
of thy life. And misery thou shalt receive, if thou wilt 
flight these counsels ; yea, even the destruction of thy- 
self and property*. Impart a portion of thy property ; 
yea, even part of thy lands, and all save the support of 
thy family. Pay the debt thou hast contracted with 
the printer. Release iiiysjJf from bondage. Leave thy

And it came to 
pass that the Lord said unto me, Look, and I looked 
and beheld the land of Sharon, and the land of Enoch, 
and the land of Omner, and the land of Heni, and the 
land of Shem, and the land of Haner, and the land of 
Hanannihah, and all the inhabitants thereof. And the 
Lord said unto me, Go to this people and say unto 
them, Repent, lest I come out and smite them with a 
curse, and they die. And he gave unto me a com- 
mandment that I should baptize in the name of the 
Father and the S)on, which is full of grace and truth, 
and the Holy Spirit, which bears record of the Father 
and the Son. 

2. And it came to pass that Enoch continued to call

Wherefore Enoch knew and looked upon 
their wickedness and their misery, and wept and 
stretched forth his arms, and his heart swelled wide aa 
eternity, and his bowela yearned, and all eternity 
shook. And Enoch saw ^Noah, also, and his family, 
that the posterity of all the sons of Noah should be 
saved with a temporal salvation.

a season, abide upon my face ? And wlien Km;'rh 
hejr.d the earth mourn, he wept, and cried viuUn U\^

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upon the^ earth ? Will you not bless the children of 
^» >ah ? And it came to pass that Enoch continued his 
cry unto the Lord, saying, I ask you, O Lord, in the 
name of your Only Begotten, even Jesus Christ, that 
you will have mercy upon Noah and his seed, that the 
'earth might never more be covered by the floods? And 
the Lord could not withhold ; and he covenanted with 
Enoch, and swore unto him with an oath, that he would 
stay the floods ; that be would call upon the children of 
Noah : and he sent forth an unalterable decree, that a 
remnant of his seed should always be found among all 
nations, while the earth should stand ; and the Lord 
said, Blessed is he through whose seed Messiah shall 
come : for he says, I am Messiah, the King of Zion ;

if you will not come again on the earth ? And the Lord 
fiaid unto Enooh, as 1 live, then so will I come in the 
last days — in the days of wickedness and vengeance, to 
fulfill the oath which I have made unto you, concern- 
ing the children of Noah : and the day shall come that 
the earth shall rest, but before that day, shall the ^ 
lieavens be darkened, and a vail of darkness shall cover 
the earth ; and the heavens shall shake, and also the 
earth ; and great tribulations shall be among the chil- 
dren of men, but my people will I preserve ; and right- 
eousness will 1 send down out of heaven ; and truth 
will 1 send forth out of the «arth, to bear testimony of 
my Only Begotten; his resurrection from the dead; 
yea, and also the resurrection of all men : and right- 
eousness and truth will I cause to sweep the earth as 
with a flood, to gather out my own elect from th^ four 
quarters of the earth unto a place which I shall pre- 
pare ; a holy city, that my people may gird up their * 
loins, and be looking forth for the time ot my coming ; 
for thei;e shall be my tabernacle, and it shall be called 
Zion, a New Jerusalem. 

13. And the Lord said unto Enoch, then shall you 
and all your city meet them there, and we will receive 
them into our bosom, and they shall see us, and we will 
fall upon their necks,* and they shall fall upon our 
necks, and we will kiss each other, and there shall be 
my abode, and it shall be Zion which shall come forth 
out of all the creations which 1 have made ; and for the 
space of a thousand years shall the earth rest. 

14. And it came to pass that Enoch saw the days of 
the coming of the i:;on of Man, in the last days, to 
dwell on the earth iii righteousness, ior the space of a 
thousand years. But before that day he saw great 
tribulations among the wicked ; and 4ie also savv the 
sea, that it was troubled, and men's hearts failing them, 
looking forth with fear for the judgments of the Al- 
mighty God, which should come upon the wicked. 
And the Lord showed Enoch all thin^%, ^\^^ wiiW 
tlie end of the world ; and he saw t\\ft da^ ol ^\fe yv^V 
toud^ the boar of their redemption, aud xci<ifeV\«i^ «b voJ^r 
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ness of joy : and all the days of !Zioii in the days of 
Enoch, were three hundred and sixty-fiye years : and 
Enoch and all his people walked with God, and he dwelt 
in the midst of Zion : and it came to pass that Zion 
was not, for God received it up into his own bosom ; 
and from thence went forth the saying, Zion is fled.

Revelation to Joseph Smithy Jr.^ and Sidney Rig don, 

given December, 1830. 

1. Behold, I say unto you, that it is not expedient in 
me that ye shoula translate any more until ye shall go 
to the Ohio ; and this because of the enemy and ror 
your sakes. And again, I say unto you, that ye shall 
not go until ye have preached my gospel in those parts, 
and have strengthened up the church withersoever it 
is found, and more especially in Golesvillei ; for behold, 
they pray unto me in much faith. 

2. And again a commandment I give unto the church, 
that it is expedient in me that they should assemble 
together at the Ohio, against the time that my servant, 
Oliver Cowdery, shall return unto them. Behold, here 
is wisdom, and let every man choose for himself until 
I come. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION xxxvm. ^ 

Revelation given January, ISS I. 

I. Thus saith the Lord your God, even Jesus Christ, 
the Great 1 AM, Apha and Omega, the beginning and 
the end, the same which looked upon the wide expani^ 
of eternity, and all the seraphic hosts of heaven, befoS 
the world was made; the same which knoweth all 
things, for all things are present before mine eyes: 1 
am the same which spake and the world was made, 
and all thin>rs came by me: I am the same which have 
taken the Zion of P^noch iivto mme on<jv\. bosom ; and 
verily I say, even as many as Y\a.\Q \iftY\c^^^ otl \k^ 
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name, for I am Christ, and in mine own name, by the 
virtue of the blood Which I have spilt, have 1 plead be- 
fore the Father for them : but behold, the residue of 
the wicked have I kept in chains of darkness until the 
judgment of the great day, which sha,ll come at the 
end of the earth ; and even so will I cause the wicked to 
be kept, that will not hear my voice but harden their * 
hearts, and wo, wo, wo is their doom. 

2. But behold, verily, verily 1 say unto you, that 
mine eyes are upon you: I am in your midst and ye 
(tan not see me, but the day soon cometh that ye shall 
see me and know that I am ; for the vail of darkness 
shall soon be rent, and he that is not purified shall not 
abide the day : wherefore, gird up your loins and be 
prepared. Behold the.kingdom is yours and th^ enemy 
shall not overcome. 

3. Verily I say unto you, ye are clean but not all ; 
and there is npne else with whom I am well pleased, 
for all flesh is corruptible before me, and the powers 
of darkness prevail upon the earth, among the children 

. of men, -in the presence of all th^ hosts of heaven, which 
causeth silence to reign, and all eternity is pained, and 
the angels are waiting the great command to reap down 
the earth, to gather the tares that they may be burned ; 
and behold, the enemy is combined. 

4. And now I show unto you a mystery, a thing 
which is had in secret chambers, to bring to |yiss even 
your destruction, in process of time, and ye knew it not, 
but now I tell it unto you, and ye are blessed, not be- 
cause of your iniquity, neither your hearts of unbelief, 
for verily some of you are guilty before me ; but I wilj 
be merciful unto your weakness. Therefore, be ye 
strong from henceforth; fear not for the kingdom is 
yours : and for your salvation I give unto you a com- 
•Viandment, for I have heard your prayers, and the j?oor 
l^ave complained before me, and the rich have 1 made, 
and all flesh ig mine, and I am no respecter of persons. 
And 1 have made the earth rich, and behold it is my 
footstool: wherefore, again I will stand upon it; and I 
hold forth and deign to give unto you ^x^'AXct V\Oci^'^, 
even aland of promise-, a land Aowmw V\XXv tcXOb. ^tA 
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honey, upon which there shall be no curse when the 
Lord Cometh ; and I will give it unto you for the land 
of your inheritance, if you seek it with all your hearts: 

• and this shall be my covenant with you, ye shall have 
it for the land of your inheritance, and for the inherit- 
ance of your children forever, while the earth shall 

• stand ; and ye shall possess it again in eternity, no 
more to pass away. 

5. But verily 1 say unto you, that, in time, ye shall 
have no king nor ruler, for 1 will be your king and 
watch over you. Wherefore, hear my voice and follow 
me, and you shall be a free people, and ye shall have 
lio laws but my laws, when T come, for I am' your Law- 
giver, and what can stay my hand ? But verily I say 
unto yen, teach one another according to the office 
wherewith I have appointed you, and let every man 
esteem his brother as himself, and practice virtue and 
holiness before me. And again 1 say unto you, let 
every man esteem his brother aa himself: for what man 
among you having twelve sons, and is no respecter to 
them, and they serve h^m obediently, and he saith unto 
the one, be thou clothed in robes and sit thou here; 
and to the other, be. thou clothed in rags and sit thou 
there, and looketh upon his sons and saith, I am just. 

6. Behold, this I have given unto you a parable, and 
it is even as 1 am : I say unto you, be one ; and if ye 
are not ope^ ye are not mine. And again 1 say unto 
you, thaf the enemy in the secret chambers seeketh 
your lives. Ye hear of wars in far countries, and you 
say that there will soon be great wars in far countries, 
but ye know not the hearts of n on in your own land. 
1 toll you these things because o\'your prayers; where- 
fore, treasure up wisdom in your bosoms, lest the wick-' 
edness of men reveal these tliin«!;a unto vou, by their 
wicrkedneas, in a manner that shall speak in your ears, 
with a voice louder than that which shall shake the 
eartii: but if ye are prepared, ye shall not fear. 

7. And that ye might escape thn power of the enemy, 
and be leathered unto me a ritrhtoous people, without 
iipot and hlaiiielesa : wherefore, for this cause I gave 

uuto you the rroiiiuiandment, t\mt "je ?\\unvj\^ ^cnXa^Wva 
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Ohio; and there I will give unto you my law; and 
there you shall be endowed with power from on high, 
and from thence, whomsoever I will, shall go forth, 
among all nations, and it shall be told them what they 
shall do; for I have a great work laid up in store, for 
Israel shall be saved, and I will lead them whitherso- 
ever I will, and no power shall stay my hand. 

8. And now 1 give unto the church in these parts, a 
commandment, that certain men among them shall be 
appointed, and they shall be appointed by the voice of 
tne church ; and they shall look to the poor and the 
needy, and administer to their relief, that they shall not 
suffer; and send them forth to the place which I have 
commanded them; and this shall be their work, to 
govern the affairs of the property of this church. And 
they that have farms that can not be sold, let them be 
left or rented as seemeth them good. See that all 
things are preserved, and when men are endo^d with 
power from on high, and sent forth, all thfjw things 
shall be gathered unto the bosom -of the church. 

9. And if ye seek the riches which it is the will of 
the Father to give unto you, ye shall be the Hchest 
of all people; for ye shall have the riches of eter- 
nity; and it must needs be that the riches of the 
earth are mine to give: but beware of pride, lest ye be- 
come as the Nephites of old. And again I say unto 
you, I give unto you a commandment, that every^ man, 
both elder, priest, teacher, and also member, go to with 
his might, with the labor of his hands, to prepare and 
accomplish the things which I have commanded. And 
let your preaching be the warning voice, every man to 
his neighbor, in mildness and in meekness. And go 
ye out from among the wicked. Save yourselves. Be 
ye clean that bear the vessels of the Lord. Even so. 
Amen.

1. Hearken and listen to the \o\Cift ot Weq. ^\^^ '^*

1. Behold, verily I say unto you, that the heart of my 
servant James Covill was right before me, for he cove- 
nanted with me, that he would obey my word.

Revelation gwen February^ 1831. 

1. Hearken and hear, ye my people, eaith the Lord 
' and your God, ye whom I delight to bless with the 

greatest blessings ; ye that hear me, and ye that hear 
me not will I curse, that have professed my name, with 
the heaviest of all cursings. Uearken, O ye elders of 
my church whom I have called ; behold, I give unto 
vou a commandment, that ye shall assemble yourselves 
together to agree upon my word, and by the prayer of 

Jour faith ye shall receive my law, that ye ma^ know 
ow to govern my church, and have all things right be- 
fore me. 

2. And I vnll be your Ruler when I come ; and be- 
hold I come quickly ; and ye shall see that my law is 
kept He that receiveth my law and doeth it the saipie 
is my disciple ; and he that saith he receiveth it and 
doeth it not, the same is not my disciple, and shall be 
oast out from among you; for it is not meet that the 
thinss which belong to the children of the kingdom, 
Bhoul4 be given to them that are not worthy, or to dog^, 
or the pearls to bd cast before swine. 

3. And again, it is meet that my servant Joseph 
Smith, Jr., should have a house built, in which to hve 
and translate. And again, it is meet that my servant 
Sidney Bigdon should live as seemeth him good, inas- 
much as he keepeth my commandments. And aeain, 
I have called my servant Edward Partridge, and give a 
commandment, that he should be appointed by the voice 
of the church, and ordained a bishop unto the church, 
to leave his merchandise and to spend all his time in 
the labors of the church ; to see to all things as it shall 
be appointed unto him in my laws, in the day that I 
shall give them. An4 this because his heart is pure 
before me, for he is like unto Nathaniel of old, in wnom 
there is no guile. These words are given unto you, and 
they are pure before me ; wherefore, beware how you

SECTION. XLn. 

Eevelation given February, 1831.' 

1. Hearken, O ye elders of my church, who have as- 
eembled yourseWes together, in my name, even Jesus ^ 
Christ, the Son of the living God, the Savior of the 
world ; inasmuch as they believe on piy name and keep 
my commandments ; again I say unto vou, hearken and 
hear and obey the law which 1 shall give unto you; 
for verily I say, as ye have assembled yourselves to- ^ 
gether according to the commandment wherewith I ^^ 
commanded you, and are agreed as touching this one 
thing, and have asked the Father in my name, even so 

ye shall receive. 

2. Behold, verily I say unto you, I ffive unto yoa this 
first commandment, that ye shall go rorth in my name, 
every one of you, excepting my servants Joseph Smith, 
Jr., and Sidney Rigdon. And I give unto them a com- 
mandment that they shall go forth for a little season, 
and it shall be given by the power of my Spirit when 
they shall return ; and ye shall go forth in the power 
of my Spirit, preaching my gospel, two by two, in my 
name, lifting up your voices as with the voice of a 
trump, declaring my word like unto angels of God; 
and ye shall go forth baptizing with water, saying, Re- 
pent ye, repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. 

3. And from this place ye shall go forth into the re- 
gions westward ; ana inasmuch as ye shall find them 
that will receive you, ye shall build up my church in 
every region, until the time shall come when it shall be 
revealed unto you from on- high, when the city of the 
New Jerusalem shall be prepared, that ye may be 
gathered in one, that ye may be my people, and 1 will 
be your God. And again, I say unto you that my 
servant Edward Partridge shall stand in the office 
wherewith 1 have appointed him. And it shall come 
to pass that if he transgress, another shall be appointed 
in his stead. Bven so. Ajnen. 

4. Again I B&y unto you that it %\i«X\ xio\.\i^ ^-^wvXi^ 



i 
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any one to go forth to preach m^ gospel, or to build up 
my church, except he be ordained by some one who 
hath authority, and it is known to the church that he 
has authority, and has been regularly ordained by the 
heads of the church. 

5. And again, the elders, priests and teachers of this 
church shall teach the principles of my gospel which 
are in the Bible and the Book of Mormon, in the which 
is the fullness of the gospel ; and they shall observe 
the covenants and church articles to do them, and 
these shall be their teachings, as they shall be directed 
by the Spirit ; and the Spirit shall be given unto you 
by the prayer of faith, and if ye receive not the Spirit 
ye shall not teach. And all this ye shall observe to do 
as I have commanded concerning your teaching, until 
the fullness of my scriptures are. given. And as ye 
shall lift up your voices by the Comforter, ye shall 
speak and prophesy as seemeth me good ; for, behold, 
the Comforter knoweth all things, and beareth record 
of the Father and of the Son. 

6. And now, behold, I speak unto the church. Thou 
shalt not kill ; and he that kills shall not have forgive- 
ness in this world, nor in the world to come. 

7. And again, I say, thou shalt not l:ill ; but he that 
killeth shall die. Thou shalt not steal ; and he that 
stealeth and will not repent, shall be cast out Thou 
shalt not lie ; he that lieth and will not repent, shall be 
oast out Thou shalt love thy wife with all thy heart, 
and shall cleave unto her and none else ; and he that 
looketh upon a woman to lust affcer her, shall deny the 
faith, and shall not have the Spirit ; and if he repents 
not, he shall be oast out Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery; and he t^at committeth adultery and repenteth 
not, shall be cast out; but he that has committed adul- 
tery and repents with all his heart, and forsaketh it, 
ana doeth it no more, thou shalt forgive ; but if he do- 
eth it again, he shall not be forgiven, but shall be cast 
out Thou shalt not speak evil of thy neighbor, nor do 
him any harm. Thou knowost my laws concerning 
these things are given in my scriptures ; he that sin* 

aetb and repenteth not^ shaW ^e vsast ov\t. 
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8. If thoa lovestisltt, thou shalt serve me and keep 
all my oommandmQti^. And behold, thou wilt remem- 
ber the poor, and ociseorate of thy properties for their 
support, that which ^ou hast to impart unto theoij with 
a covenant and a deed which can not be broken ; and 
inasmuch as ye impart of your substance unto the 
poor, ye will do it unto me, and they shall be laid be- 
fore the bishop of my church and his counselors, two 
of the elders, or high priests, such as he shall or has 
appointed and set apart for that purpose. 

9. And it shall come to pass that after they are laid 
before the bishop of my church, and afber that he has 
received these testimonies concerning the consecration 
of the properties of my church, that they can not be 
taken from the church, agreeably to my command- 
ments ; every man shall be made accountable unto me, 
a steward over his own property, or that which he has 
received by consecration, inasmuch as is sufficient for 
himself and family. i 

10. And again, if there shall be properties in the 
hands of the churcli, or any individuals of it, more 
than is necessary for their support, after this first con- 
secration, which is a residue, to be consecrated unto 
the bishop, it shall be kept to administer unto those 
who have not, from time to time, that every man who 
has need may be amply supplied, and receive according 
to his wants. Therefore, the residue shall be kept in my 
store-house, to administer to the poor and the needy, as 
shall be appointed by t^e high council of the church, 
and the bishop and his council, and for the purpose of 
purchasing lands for the public benefit of we church, 
and building houses of worship, and building up of the 
Mew Jerusalem which is hereafter tope revealed, that 
my covenant people may be gathered in one, in that 
day when 1 shall come to my temple. And this I do 
for the salvation of my people. 

IL And it shall come to pass that he that einneth 
and repenteth nut, shall be cast out of the church, and 
shall not receive again that which he has consecrated 
unto the poor and the needy of my (^\\\ite\\^ciT^\XL«^^s^T 
words, unto me; lor inasmucVi a& ^^ ^<Ci \\» xvJo^si ^^ 
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least of these, ye do it unto me j gir it shall oome to 
pass that which I spake by the l bed-hs of my prophets 
shall i>e fulfilled ; for I will conse tc te of the riches of 
thos^who embrace my gospel, Prions the QentileSy 
unto the poor of my people who are oT the house of 
Israel. 

12. And again, thou shalt not be proud in thy heart; 
let sill thy garments be plain, and their beauty the 
beauty of the work of thine own hands, and let all 
things be done in cleanliness before me. Thou shalt 
not be idle ; for he that is idle shall not eat the bread 
nor wear the garments of the laborer. And whosoever 
among you are sick, and have not faith to be healed, 
but believe, shall be nourished with all tenderness with 
herbs and mild food, and that not by the hand of an 
enemy. And the elders of the church, two or more, 
shall be called, and shall pray for, and lay their hands 
upon them in my name ; and if they die, they shall die 
unto me, and if they live, they shall live unto me. 
Thou shalt live together in love, insopiuch that thou 
shalt weep for the Toss of them that die, and more es- 
pecially for those that have not hope of a glorious res- 
urrection. And it shall come to pass that those that 
die in me shall not taste of death, lor it shall be sweet 
unto them ; and they that die not in me, wo unto them, 
for their death is bitter. 

13. And again, it shall come to pass, that he that 
hath faith in me te be healed, and is not appointed unto 
death, shall be healed ; he who hath faith to see shall 
see ; he who hath faith to hear shall hear ; the lame 
who hath faith to leap shall leap ; and they who have 
not faith to do these things, but believe in me, have 
power to become my sons ; and inasmuch as they break 
not my laws, thou shalt bear their infirmities. 

14. Thou shalt stand in the place of thy steward- 
ship; thou shalt not take thy brother's garment; thou 
nheAt pay for that which thou shalt receive of thy 
brother ; apd if thou obtainest more than that which 
would be for thy support, thou shalt give it unto my 
store house, that all toings may be done aooording to 

i&Bt which I have said. 
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15. Thou ahalt ask, and my scriptures shall be given 
as I have appointed, and they shall be preserved in 
safety ; and it is expedient that thou shouldst hoid thy 
peace concerning them, and not teach them uiml ye 
have received them in full And 1 give unto you a 

•commandment, that then ye shall teach them unto all 
men; for they shall be taught unto all nations, kin- 
dreds, tongues and people. 

16. Thou shalt take the things .which thou hast re- 
ceived, which have been given unto thee in my scrip- 
tures for a law, to be my law, to govern my church ; 
and he that doth according to these things, shall be 
saved, and he that doet^ them not shall be damned, if 
be ooptinues. 

17. If thou shalt ask, thou shalt receive revelation 
upon revelation, knowledge upon knowledge, that thou 
mayest know the mysteries, and peaceable things ; that 
which bringeth joy, that which bringeth life eternal. 
Thou shalt ask, and it shall be revealed unto you in mine 
own due time, where the New Jerusalem shall be built 

18. And behold, it shall come to pass, that my ser- 
vants shall be sent forth to the east, and to the west, 
to the north, and to the south ; and even now, let him 
that goeth to the east, teach them that shall be con- 

* verted to flee to the west; and this in consequence of 
that which is coming on the earth, and of secret com- 
binations. Behold thou shalt observe all things, and 
great shall be thy reward ; for unto you it is given to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom, but unto the world 
it is not given to know them. Ye shall observe the 
laws which ye have received, and be faithful And ye 
shall hereafter receive church covenants, such as shall 
be sufficient to establish you, both here and in the New 
Jerusalem. Therefore, he that lacketh wisdom, let him 
ask of me, and I will give him liberally, and upbraljt A^ 
him not. Lift up your hearts and rejoice, for unto yoS ." 
the kingdom, or m other words, the keys of the church, ' 
have been given. Even so. Amen. 

19. The priests and. teachers shall have their stew- 
ardships, even as the membeiB^ and tVi^ ^Xd^x^^ortW^ 
priesto, who aro appointed to asai&t iVi^ "\i\^^V "^^^ ^'«^'^' 
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selora, in all things are to have their families supported 
out of the property which is consecrated to the bishop, 
fot* Jke good of the poor, and for other purposes, as be- 
forMnentioned, or they are to receive a just remuner- 
ation for all their services; either a stewardship, or 
otherwise, as may be thought best, or decided by the 
counselors and bishop. And the bishop also, shall re- 
ceive his support, or a just remuneration for all his 
services, in the church. 

20. Behold, verily I say unto you, that whatever per- 
sons among you having put away their companions for 
the cause of fornication, or in other words, if they shall 
testify before you in all lowliness of heart that this is 
the case, ye shall not cast them out from among you ; 
but if ye shall find that any persons have left their 
companions for the sake of adultery, and they them- 
selves are the offenders, and their companions are liv- 
ing, they shall be cast out from among you. And again 
Lsay unto you, that ye shall be watchful and careful, 
with all inquiry, that ye receive none such among you 
if they are married, and if they are not married, tney 
shall repent of all their sins, or ye shall not receive 
them. 

21. And again, every person who belongeth to this 
Church of Christ, shall observe to keep all the com- 
mandments and covenants of the church. And it shall 
come to pass, that if any persons among you shall kill, 
they shall be delivered up and dealt with according to 
the laws^of the land; for remember that he hath no 
forgiveness; and it shall be proven according to the 
laws of the land. 

22. And if any man or woman shall commit adul- 
tery, he or she shall be tried before two elders of the 
church or more, and every word shall be established 
against him or her by two witnesses of the church, and 
not of the enemy; but if there are more than two wit- 
nesses it is better: but he or she shall be condemned 
by tlie mouth of two witnesses, and the elders shall lay 
the case before the church, and the church shall lift up 
their hands against him or her, that they may be dealt 
wi'ih accordiw^ to the law o? Ood. KTi^V\^ \\> *iwv\i'ii> 
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it is .necessarj that the bishop is present also. And 
thus ye shall do in all cases which shall come before 
you. And if a man or woman shall rob, he Ik she 
shall be delivered up unto the law of the land.^And 
if he or she shall steal, he or she shall be delivered -up 
unto the law of the land. And if he or she shall lie, 
he or she shall be delivered up unto the law of the 
land. If he or she do any manner of iniquity, he or \ 
she shall be delivered up unto the law, even that of 
God. 

23. And if thy brother or sister offend thee, thou 
shalt take him or her between him or her and thee 
alone; and if he or she confess, thou shalt be recon* 
ciled. And if he or she confess not, thou shalt deliver 
him- or her up unto the church, not to the members, but 
to the elders. And it shall be done in a meeting, and 
that not before the world. And if thy brother or sis- 
ter offend many, he or she shall be chastened before 
many. And if any one offend openly, he or she shall 
be rebuked openly, that he or she may be ashamed. 
And if he or she confess not, he or she shall be deliv- 
ered up unto the law of God. If any shall offend in 
secret, he or she shall be rebuked in secret, that he or 
she may have opportunity to confess in secret to him 
or her whom he or she has offended, and to Gk)d, that 
the ehureh may not speak reproachfully of him or her. 
And thus shall ye conduct in all things. 



SECTION XLin. 

A Revelation given February^ 1831. 

1. O barken, ye elders of my church, and give an ear 
to the words which I shall speak unto you : for behold, 
verily, verily 1 say unto you, that ye have received a 
commandment for a law unto my church, through him 
whom I have appointed unto you, to receive command- 
ments and revelations from my hand. And this ye 
shall know assuredly, that there is none other appointed 
unto you to receive commandments atwi 'tfe'^^^Mvsw^ 
until be be tiikeiij if he abide in me. 
i?. Bat verily, verily I say. unto yo\x, tV\«t\. -ciWi^ ^'^^ 
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shall be appoirated unto this gift except it be through 
him, j^ if it be taken from him he shall not have 
poweflbxcept to appoint another in his stead ; and this 
shall be a law unto you, that ye receive not the teach- 
ings of any that shall come before you as revelations, 
or commandments ; and this 1 give unto you, that you 
may not be deceived, that you may know they are not 
of me. For verily I say unto you, that he that is or- 
didned of me, shall come in at the gate and be or- 
dained as I have told you before, to t^ach those revela- 
tions which you have received, and shall receive through 
him whom I have appointed. 

3. And now behold, 1 give unto you a commandment, 
that when ye are assembled together, ye shall instruct 
and edify each other, that he may know howto aet and 
direct my church, how to act upon the points of my 
law and commandments, which 1 have given ; and thus 
ye shall become instructed in the law of my church, 
and be sanctified by that which ye have received, and 
ye shall bind yourselves to act in all holiness before me, 
that inasmuch as ye do this, glory shall be added to the 
kingdom which ye have received. Inasmuch as* ye do 
it not, it shall be taken, even that which ye have re- 
ceived. Purge ye out the iniquity which is among you ; 
sanctify yourselves before me, and if ye desire the glo- 
ries of the kingdom, appoint ye my servant Joseph 
Smith, Jr., and uphold him before me by the prayer of 
faith. And again, I say unto you, that if ye desire the 
mysteries of the kingdom, provide for him food and 
raiment and whatsoever thing he needeth to accom- 
plish the work, wherewith 1 have commanded him ; and 
if ye do it not, he shall remain unto them that have 
received him, that I may reserve unto myself a pure 
people before me. 

4. Again I say, hearken ye elders of my church 
whom I have appointed: ye are not sent forth to be 
taught, but to teach the children of men the things 
which I have put into your hands by the power of my 
Spirit; and ye are to be taught from on nigh. Sanc- 
ijff joursehes and ye shall be endowed with power, 

that ye may give even as' I have apoV^Tv. 
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5. Hearken ye, for behold the great day of the Lord 
is nigh at hand. For the day cometh that the Lord 
shall utter his voice oat of heaven ; the heavens shall 
shake and the earth shall tremble, and the trjkp of 
God shall sound both long and loud, and shaiTsay to 
the sleeping nations; Ye saints arise and live: Te 
sinners stay and sleep until I shall call again : where- 
fore gird up your loins, lest ye be found among the 
wicked. Lifl up your voices and spare not. Gall upon 
the nations to repent, both old and young, both bond 
and free ; saying, Prepare yourselves for the great day 
of the Lord : for if I, who am a man, do lift up my 
voice and call upon you to repent, and ye hate me, 
what will ye say when the day cometh when the thun- 
ders shaU utter their voices from the ends of the earth, 
speaking to the ears of all that live, sa^ng: Rejgent, 
and prepare for the great day of the ijord ; yea, and 
again, when the lightnings shall streak forth from 
the east unto the west, and shall utter forth their voices 
unto all that live, and make the ears of all tingle, that 
hear, saying these words : Bepent ye, for the great day 
of the Lord is come. 

6. And a^in, the Lord shall utter his voice out of 
heaven, saying : Hearken,0 ye nations of the earth, and 
hear the words of that God who made you. 0, ye nations 
of the earth, how often would I have gathered you to- 
gether as a hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, but ye would not? How oft have I called upon 
you by the mouth of my servants, and by the minis- 
tering of angels, and by mine own voice, and by the voice 
of thunderings, and by the voice of lightnings, and by the 
voice of tempests, and by the voice of earthquakes, and 
great hailstorms, and by the voice of famines and pes- 
tilences of every kind, and by the great sound of a 
trump, and by the voice of judgment, and by the voice 
of mercy all the day long, and by the voice of glory 
and honor, and the riches of eternalilife, and would 
have saved you with an everlastmg salviition, but ye 
would not ? Behold, Uie day has come, when the cup 
of the wrath of mine indignation is fall. 
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7. Behold, verily I say unto yon, that these are the 
words of the Lord your God; wherefore, lahor ye, 
labor ve in my vineyard for the last time — for the last 
time Wl upon the inhabitants of the earth, for in my 
own due time will I come upon the earth in judgment; 
and my people shall be redeemed and shall reign with 
me on earth ; for the great Millennial, which I have 
spoken by the mouth of my servants, shall come ; for 
^tan shall be bound; and when he is loosed again, 
he shall only reign for a little season, and then cometh 
the end of the earth ; and he that liveth in righteous- 
ness, shall be changed in the twinkling of an eye ; atid 
the earth shall pass away so ad by fire ; and the wicked 
shall go awav into unquenchabllB fire ; and their end no 
man knoweth on earth, nor ever shall know, until they 
come before me in judgment 

8. Hearken ye to these words ; behold, I am Jesus 
Christ, the Savior of the world. Treasuire these things 
op in your hearts, and let the solemnities of eternity 
rest upon your minds. Be sober. Keep all my com- 
mandments. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION XLIV. 

Mevelatian to Joseph Smithy Jr., and Sidney Eigdon, 

given February, 1831. 

1. Behold, thus saith the Lord unto you, my servants, 
it is expedient in me that the elders of my church 
should be called together, from the east, and from the 
west, and from the north, and from the south, by letter, 
or some other way. 

2. And it shall come to pass that, inasmuch as they 
are faithful, and exercise faith in me, I will pour out 
my Spirit upon them in the day that they assemble 
themselves together. And it shall come to pass that 
they shall go forth into the regions round about, and 
preach repentancft»«nto the people; and many shall be 
converted, insomuch that ye shall obtain power to or- 
ganize yourselves according to the laws of man, that 

jroar enemies may not have poww ovex -jovx, thflit you 
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may be preserved in all things, that you may be en- 
abled to keep my laws, that every band may be broken 
wherewith the enemy seeketh to destroy my people. 

3. Behold, I say unto ^ou that ye must visit ^e poor 
and the needy, and administer to their relief, tAit they 
may bo kept until all things may be done according to 
my law, which ye have received. Amen.

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Beoelation given March 7, 1831. 

1. Hearken, O ye people of my church, to whom the 
kingdom has been given, hearken ye, and give ear to 
him who laid the foundation of the earth, who made 
the heavens and all the hosts thereof, and by whom all 
things were made which live and move and have a 
being. And again 1 say, hearkeft unto my voice, lest 
death shall overtake you ; in an hour when ye think 
not, the summer shall be past, and the harvest ended, 
and your souls not saved. Listen to him who is the 
Advocate with the Father, who is pleading your cause 
before him, saying, Father, behold the sufi^rings and 
death of him who did no sin, in whom thou wast well 
pleased ; behold the blood of thy Son which was shed, 
the blood of him whom thou gavest that thyself might 
be glorified ; wherefore. Father, spare these my breth- 
ren that believe on my name, that they may come unto 
me and have everlasting life. 

2. Hearken, O ye people of my church, and ye 
elders, listen together, and hear my voice, while it is 
called to-day, and harden not your hearts ; for verily I 
say unto you that I am Alpha and Oiliega, the begin 
ning and the end, tk 3 light and the lifi^ of the world ; 
a light that shineth in darkness, and the darkness oom- 
prehendeth it not. I came unto my own, and my own 
received me not ; but unto as many as received me 
gave I power to do miracles and to become the sons of 
God, land even unto them that bl!ieved oh my name 
^ve 1 power to obtain eternal life: And even so I

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be a light to the world, and to be a standard for my 
people and for the Gentiles to seek to it, and to be a 
messenger before my face to prepare the way before 
me. Wherefore come ye unto it ; and with nim that 
oomeih I will reason as with men in days of old, and I 
will show unto you my strong reasoning; wherefore 
hearken ye together, and let me show it unto you, even 
my wisdom, the wisdom of him whom you say is the 
God of Enoch and his brethren, who were separated 
from the earth, and were received unto myself; a city 
reserved until a day of righteousness shall come : a 
day which was sbught for by all holy men, and they 
found it not, because of wickedness and abominations, 
and confessed they were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth, but obtained a promise that they should find it, 
and see it in their flesh. Wherefore hearken, and I 
will reason with you, and I will speak unto you and 
prophesy, as unto men in days of old ; and I will show

Ye say that 
ye know that the end of the world oometh ; ye say, 
aJao, that ye know that tiie beavoiiA oxid th^ Qo^xth. %biall 
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pass away ; and in this ye say truly, for so it is ; but 
these things which 1 have told you shall not pass away 
until all shall be fulfilled. And this 1 have toM you 
concerning Jerusalem ; and when that day shall come, 
shall a remnant be scattered among all nations, but 
they shall be gathered again ; but they shall remain 
until the times of the G-entiles be fulfilled. 

4. And in that day shall be heard of wars and ru- 
mors of wars, and the whole earth shall be in commo- 
tion, and men's hearts shall fail them, and they shall 
say that Christ delayeth his ooming until the end of 
the earth. And the love of men shall wax cold, and 
iniquity shall abound ; and when the time of the Gen- 
tiles is come in, a light shall break forth among them 
that sit in darkness, and it shall be the fullness of my 
gospel; but they receive it hot, for they perceive not 
the light, knd they turn their hearts from me because 
of the precepts of men ; and in that generation shall 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled ; and there «hidUl 
be men standing in that generation that shall not ffl ft jlj^ l'*: 
until they shall see an overflowing scourge, for a deso- 
lating sickness shall come over the land ; but my disci- 
ples shall stand in holy places, and shall not be moved; 
but among the wicked, men shall lift up their voices 
and curce God, and die. ^And there shall be earth- 
quakes, also, in divers places, and many desolations ; 
yet men will harden their hearts against me, and they 
will take up the sword one against another, and they 
will kill one another. 

5. And now, when I the Lord had spoken these 
words unto my disciples, they were troubled ; and 1 
said unto them, Be not troubled, for when all these 
tilings come to pass, ye may know that ^he promises 
which have been made unto you shall be fulfilled ; and 
when the light shall begin to break forth, it shall be 
with them like unto a parable which I shull show you ; 
ye look and behold the tig-trees, and ye see them with

they shall see all these things, then shall they know 
thatthe hour is nigh. 

6. And it shall come to pass that he that feareth me 
shall be looking forth for the great day of the Lord to 
come, even for the signs of the coming of the Son of 
Man ; and they shall see signs and wonders, for they 
shall be shown forth in the heavens above, and in the 
earth beneath ; and they shall behold blood and fire, 
and vapors of smoke, and before the day of the Lord 
shall come, the sun shall be darkened, and the moon 
be turned into blood, and stars fall from heaven ; and 
the remnant shall be gathered unto this place; and 
then they shall look for me, and behold I will come ;

watched for iniquity, shall be hewn down and cast into 
the fire. 

9. And then shall the Jews look upon me and say, 
What are these wounds in thy hands, and in thy feet? 
Then shall they know that 1 am the Lord ; for I will 
say unto them, these wounds are the wounds with

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fied. I am the Son of Ood. And then shall they weep 
because of their iniquities ; then shall they lament be- 
cause they persecuted their King. 

10. And then shall the heathen nations be redeemed, 
and they that knew no law shall have part in the first 
resurrection ; and it shall be tolerable for them ; and • 
Satan shall be bound that he shall have no place in th« 
hearts of the children of men. And at that day when 

I shall come in my glory, shall the parable be fulfilled 
which I spake concerning the ten virgins; for they 
that are wi»e and have received the truth, and have 
taken the Holy Spirit for their guide, and have not 
been deceived, verily isay unto you, they shall ndt be 
hewn down and cast into the fire, but shall abide the 
day, and the earth shall be given unto them for an in- 
heritance ; and they sliali multiply and wax strong, and 
their children shall grow up without sin unto salvation, 
for the Lord shall be in their midst, and his glory shall 
be upon them, and he will be their King and their law- 
giver. 

11. And now, behold I say unto you, it shall not be 
given unto you to know any further concerning this 
chapter, until the new testament be translated, and in it 
all these things shall be made known ; wherefore I give 
unto you that you may now translate it, that ye may be 
prepared for the things to oome; for verily 1 say unto 
you, that great things await you ; ye hear of wars in 
foreign lands, but behold I say unto you, they are nigh, 
even at your doors, and not many years hence ye shall 
hear of wars in your own lands.

them, that fear may seize upon them, and they shall 
stand afar off and tremble ; and all nations shall be 
afraid because of the terror of the Lord, and the power 
of his might Even so. Amen.

1. Hearken, ye people of mj churoh, for Verily I 
say unto you, that these things were spoken unto you for 
your profit and learning; but notwithstanding those 
things which are written, it always has been given to 
the elders of my church, from the beginning, and ever 
shall be, to conduct all mectin^rv) as they are directed 
and guided by the Holy l:?pirit; nevertheless, ye are 
oowirtHndei] never to cuRt any one out from your publio 
mootm^^a, which are held betove tVie> wotV^ X^%\^\A%<^ 
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commanded not to cast any one, who belongeth to the 
church, out of your sacrament meetings ; nevertheless, 
if any have trespassed, let him not partake until he 
makes reconciliation. 

2. And again I say unto you, ye shall not cast any 
out of your sacrament meetings, who is earnestly seek- 
ing the kingdom : I speak this ooncerning those who 
are not of the church. ^ 

3. And again 1 say unto you, concerning your con- 
firmation meetings, that if there be any that is not of the 
church, that is earnestly seeking afber the kingdom, ye 
shall not cast them out; but ye are commanded in all. 
things to ask of God, who giveth liberally, and that 
which the Spirit testifies anto you, even so I would that 
ye should do in all holiness of heart, vralking uprightly 
before me, considering the end of your salvation, doing 
all things with prayer and thanksgiving, that ye may 
not be seduced oy evil spirits, or doctrines of devils, or 
the commandments of men, for some are of men, and 
others of devils. 

4. Wherefore, beware, lest ye are deceived, and that 
ye may not be deceived, seek ye earnestly the best gifts, 
always remembering for what they are given ; for verily 
I say unto you, they are given for the benefit of those 
who love me and keep all my commandments, and him 
that seeketh so to do, that all may be benefited, that 
seeketh or that asketh of me, that asketh, and not for a 
sign that he may consume it upon his lusts.

the children of men. And again, it is given by the 
Holy. Ghost to some to know the diversities of opera> 
tions, whether it be of God, .that the manifestation of 
the Spirit taiay be given to every man to profit withal. 

7. Aqd again, verily 1 say unto yoli, to some it is 
given, by the Spirit of God, the word of wisdom; to an- 
other it is given the word of knowled^, that all may 
be taught to be wise and to have knowledge. And 
again, to some it is given to have faith to be healed, and 
to others it is given to have faith to heal. And again, 
to some it is given the working of miracles ; and to 
others it is given to prophesy, and to others the dis- 
cerning of spirits. And again, it is ^iven to some to 
speak with tongues, and to another it is given the inter- 
pretation of tongues : and all these gifts comoth from 
God, for the benefit of the children of God.

Behold I say 
unto you, that they desire to know the truth in part, 
but not all, for they are not right before me, and must 
needs repent ; wherefore I send you, my servants Sid 
ney and Parley, to preach the gospel unto them ; and 
my servant Lemon shall be ordained unto this work, 
that he may reason with them, not according to that 
which he has received of them, but according to that 
which shall be taught him by you, my servants, and by so 
doing I will bless him, otherwise he shall not prosper 
Thus saith the Lord, for I am God and have -sent mine 
only begotten Son into the world, for the redemption 
of the world, and have decreed that he that receiveth 
him shall be saved, and he that receiveth him not 
shall be damned. 

2. And they have done unto the Son of Man even as 
they listed; and he has taken his power on the right 
hand of his glory, and now reigneth in the heavens, 
and will reign till he descends on the earth to put all 
enemies under his feet; which time is nigh at ti and :

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he is possessor of all things, for 9M things are subject

And let 
every man deal honestly, and be alike among this peo- 
ple, and receive alike that ye may be one, even as I 
have commanded you. 

3. And let that which belongeth to this people not 
be taken and^ given unto that of another church; 
wherefore, if another church would receive money of 
this church, let them pay unto this church again, ac- 
cording as they shall agree ; and this shall be done 
through the bishop or the agent, which shall be ap- 
pointed by the voice of the church. 

4. And again, let the bishop appoint a store-house 
unto this church, and let all things, both in money and 
in meat, which is more than is needful for the want of 
this people, be kept in the hands of the bishop. And 
let him also reserve unto himself, for his own wants, 
and for the wants of his family, as he shall be em- 
ployed in doing this business. And thus I grant unto 
this people a pri^||ge of organizing themselves accord- 
ing to my laws i^Bu I consecrate unto them this land 
for a little seasS^ until I, the Lord, shall provide for 
them otherv/ise, and command them to go hence ; and 
the hour and the day is not given unto them ; where- 
fore let them act upon this land as for years^ and this 
shall turn unto them for their good. 

5. Behold, this shall be an example unto my servant 
Edward Partridge, in other places, in all churches. 
And whoso is found a faithful, a just and a wise stew- 
ard, shall enter into the joy of his Lord, and shall in- 
herit eternal life. Verily, I say unto you, 1 am Jesus 
Christ, who cometh quickly, in an hour you think not. 
Even 80. Amen.

Revelation given Junej 1831. 

1. Behold, thus saith the Lord unto the elders whom 
\e hath called and chosen, in these last days, by the 
7oice of his Spirit, saying, 1, the Lord, will make 
known unto you what I will that ye shall do from this 
time until the next conference, which shall be held in 
Missouri, upon the land which 1 will consecrate unto 
my people, which are a remnant of Jfi^ob, and them 
who are heirs according to the covenant 

2. Wherefore, verily 1 say unto you, let my servant 
Joseph Smith, Jr., and Sidney Kigdon, take their jour> 
ney as soon as preparations can be made to leave their 
homes, and journey to the land of Missouri.

the children of men, should open their hearts even to 
purchase this whole region of country, as soon as time v 
will permit Behold, here is wisdom ; let them do this 
lest they receive none inheritance, save it be by the 
shedding of blood. 

12. And again, inasmuch as there is land obtained, 
let there be workmen sent forth, of all kinds, unto this 
land, to labor for the saints of God. Let all these 
things be done in order. And let the privileges <tf the 
lands be made known, from time to time, by the bishop 
or the agent' of the church; and let the work of the 
gathering be not in haste, nor by flight, but let it be 
done as it shall be counseled by' the elders of the 
church at the conferences, according to the knowledge 
which they receive from time to time. 

13. And let my servant Sidney Bigdon consecrate 
and dedicate this land, and the spot of the temple, unto 
the Lord And let a conference meeting be called, and 
after that let my servant Sidney Bigdon, and Joseph 
Smith, Jr., return, and also Oliver Gowdery with them, 
to accomplish the residue of the work which I have 
appointed unto them in their own land, and the residue 
as shall be ruled by the conferences. 

14. And let no man return from this land, except he 
bear record, by the way, of that which he knows and 
most assuredly believes. Let that which has been be- 
stowed upon Ziba Peterson, be taken from him, and let 
him stand as a member in the church, and labor with 
his own hands, with the brethren, until he is sufficiently 
chastened for all his sins, for he confesseth them not, 
and he thinketh to hide them. 

15. Let the residue of the elder* oi ^\^ <^\«^>^>s^ 
are eoming to this land, some oi ^Wta w«k ciafe^^^'s^w 
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blessed, even above measure, also hold a oonference 
upon this hind. And let iny servant Edward Partridge 
direct the conference which shall be held by them. 
And let them also return, preaching the gospel by the 
way, bearing record of the things which are revealed 
unto them ; for, verily, the sound i^Hftt go fortJ^^^from 
this place into all the world, and.jSftto the uMclkost 
parts of the earth — the gospel must be^ preaoned unto 
every creature, with signs following them that believe. 
And, behold, the Son of Man cometh. Amen. 



SECTION LIX. 

Bevelation given in Zum^ Aiigusty 1831. 

1. Behold, blessed, saith the Lord, are they who 
have eome up unto this land with an eye single to my 
tflory, according to my commandments ; for them that 
live shall inherit the earth, and them that die shall rest 
from all their labors, and their works shall follow 
them, and they shall receive a crown in the mansions 
of my Father, which I have prepared for them ; vea, 
blessed are they whose feet stand upon the land of 
Zion, who have obeyed my gospel, for they shall re- 
ceive for their reward the good things of the earth ;

the beasts of the fields, and the fowls of the air, and

1. Hearken, O ye people, and open your hearts, and 
give ear from afar ; and listen, you that call yourselves 
the people of the Lord, and hear the word of the Ijord, 
and his will concerning you ; yea, verily, I say, hear 
the word of him whose anger is kindled against the 
wicked and rebellious ; who willeth to take even them 
whom he will take, and preserveth in life them whom 
he will preserve ; who buildeth up at his own will and 
pleasure ; and destroyeth when he pleases, and is able 
to cast the soul down to hell. 

2. Behold, I, the Lord, utter my voice, and it shall 
be obeyed. Wherefore, verily I say, let the wicked take 
heed, and let the rebellious fear and tremble ; and let 
the unbelieving hold their lips, for the day of wrath 
shall come upon them as a whirlwind, and all flesh shall 
know that I am God. And he that seeketh signs shall 
see si^s, but not unto salvation. 

3. Verily, I say unto you, there are those among yoa 
who seek signs, and there have been such even from 
the beginning ; but behold, faith cometh not by signs, 
but signs follow those that' believe. ' Yea, signs cometh 
by faith, not by the will of men, nor as they please, but 
by the will of Gk)d.

There were among you adulterers and 
adulteresses ; some of whom have turned away firom 
you, and others remain with you, that hereafter shall be 
revealed. Let such beware and repent speedily, lest 
judgment shall come u]3on them as a snare, and their 
folly shall be made manifest, and their works shall fol- 
low them in the eyes of the people. 

5. And verily I say unto you, as I have said before, 
he that looketh on a woman to lust after her, or if any 
shall commit adultery in their hearts, they shall no^ 
have the Spirit, but shall deny the faith and shall fear : 
wherefore, 1, the Lord, have said that the fearful, and 
the unbelieving, and all liars, and whosoever loveth 
and maketh a lie, and the whoremonger, and the 
sorcerer, shall have their part in that lake which bum- 
eth with fire and brimstone, which is the second death. 
Verily 1 say, that they shall not have part in the ftnt 
resurrection. 

6. And now, behold, I, the Lord, saith unto you, that 
ye are not justified because these things are amonf 
you ; nevertheless he that endureth in mith and dotn 
my will, the same shall overcome, and shall receive an in- 
heritance upon the earth, when the day of transfigura- 
tion shall come ; when the earth shall be transfigured, 
even according to the pattern which was shown unto 
mine apostle upon the mount ; of which account the 
fullness ye have not yet received.

11. Behold, I, the Lord, will give unto my servant 
Joseph Hmith, Jr., power that he shall be enabled to 
discern by the Spirit those who shall go up unto the 
land of *Zion, and those of my disciples who shall 
tarry. 

12. Let my servant Newel K. Whitnt/ retain his 
store, or, in other words, the store yet for a little 
season. Nevertheless let him impart all the money 
which he can impart, to be sent up unto the land of 
Zion. Behold, these things are in nis own hands, let 
him do according to wisdom. Verily 1 say, let him be 
ordained as an agent unto the disciples that shall 
tarry, and let him be ordained unto this power ; and 
now speedily visit the churches, expounding these 
things unto them, with my servant Oliver Cowdery. 
Behold this is my will, obtaining moneys even as I 
have directed. 

13. He that is faithful and endureth shall overcome 
the world. He that sendeth up treasures unto the 
land of Zion, shall receive an inheritance in this 
world, and his works shall follow him ; and also a re- 
ward in the world to come : yea, and blessed are the 
dead that die in the Lord from henceforth, when the 
Lord shall come, and old things shall pass away, and 
all things become new, they shall rise from the dead 
and shall not die after, and shall receive an inheritance 
before the Lord, in the holy city, and he that liveth 
when tlie Lord shall come, aha has kept the faith, 
blessed is he ; nevertheless it is appointed to him to

The mind and will of the Lordj as made known 
by the voice of the Spirit, to a conference concerning 
certain elders ; and also certain items, as made known^ 
in addition to the covenants and commandm^ts. 

1. My servant, Orson Hyde, was called, by his ordi- 
nance, to proclaim the everlasting gospel, by the Spirit 
of the living Gx>d, from people to people, and from land 
to land, in the congregations of the wicked, in their syna- 
gogues, reasoning with, and expounding all scriptures 
unto them. And behold, and lo, this is an ensample uqto 
all tliose who were ordained unto this priesthood, whose 
mission is appointed unto them to go forth ; and this is 
the ensample unto them, that they shall speak as they 
are moved upon by the Holy Ghost ; and whatsoever 
they shall speak when moved upon by the Holy Ghost, 
shall be scripture ; shall be the will of the.Lord ; shall 
be the mind of the Lord; shall be the word of the 
Lord ; shall be the voice of the Ix)rd, and the power of 
God unto salvation : behold this is the promise of the 
Lord unto you, O ye my servants: wherefore, be of 
good cheer, and do not fear, for I, the Lord, am with 
you, and will stand by you ; and ye shall bear record 
of me, even Jesus Christ, that 1 am the Son of the liv- 
ing God, that 1 was, that I am, and that I am to coma 
This is the word of the Lord unto you my servant, Or- 
son Hyde, and also unto my servant, Luke Johnson,

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servant, William E. McLellin; and anto all the faith- 
ful elders of my church. Go ye into all the world; 
preach the gospel to every creature, acting in the au- 
thority which 1 have given you, baptizing in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; 
and he that believeth, and is baptized, shall be saved, 
and he that believeth not shall be damned ; and he that

2. And now concerning the items in addition to the 
covenants and commandments, they are these : — There 
remaineth hereafter in the due time of the Lord, other 
bishops to be set apart unto the church to minister even 
according to the first; wherefore they shall be high 
priests who are worthy, and they shall be appointed by 
the first presidency of the Melchisedek priesthood, ex- 
cept they be literal descendants of Aaron, and if 
they be literal descendants df Aaron, they have a legal 
right to the bishoprick, if they are the first born among 
the sons of Aaron; for the first born holds the right 
of the presidency over this priesthood, and the keys or 
authority of the same. No man has a legal right to 
this office, to hold the keys of this priesthood, except 
he be a literal descendant and the first born of Aaron ; 
but as a high priest of the Melchisedek priesthood has 
authority to officiate in all the lesser offices, he may 
officiate in the office of bishop when no literal descend- 
ant of Aaron can be found ; provided, he is called and 
set apart, and ordained unto this power under the 
hands. of the first presidency of the Melchisedek priest- 
hood. And a literal descendant of Aaron, also, must 
be designated by this presideiysv, and found worthy, 
and anointed, and ordained under the hands of this 
presidency, otherwise they are not legally authorized 
to officiate in their priesthood ; but by virtue of the 
decree oonoeming their right of the piUM^^wA ^^MKp^^- 
iag iram Aifaer Id ion, tiiey rnvr ekdn ^3b«n «DR»vb)BA^

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if at any time they can proTe their lineage, or do ascer- 
tain it by revelation from the Lord under the hands of 
the above named presidency. 

3. And again, no bishop, or high priest, who shall 
be set apart for this ministry, shall be tried or con- 
demned for any crime, save it be before the first pres- 
idency of the church ; and inasmuch as he is found 
guilty before this presidency, by testimony that can 
not be impeached, he shall be condemned, and if he 
repents he shall be forgiven, according to the covenants 
and commandments of the church. 

4. And again, inasmuch as parents have children in 
Zion, or in any of her stakes which are organised, that 
teach them not to understand the doctrine of repent- 
ance ; faith in Christ the Son of the living Gk>d ; and 
of baptism and the giflb of the Holy Ghost by the lay- 
ing on of the hands when eight years old, the sin be 
upon the head of the parents ; for this shall be a law 
unto the inhabitants of Zion, or in any of her stakes 
which are organized ; and their children shall he bapti- 
zed for the remission of their sins When eight years old, 
and receive the laying on of the hands : and they shall 
also teach their children to pray, and to walk uprightly 
before the Lord. And the inhabitants of Zion shall 
also observe the Sabbath day to keep it holy. And the 
inhabitants of Zion, also, shall remember Uieir labors, 
inasmuch as they are appointed to labor, in all &ith- 
fblness ; for the idler shall be had in remembrance be- 
fore the Lord. Now, I, the Lord, am not well pleased 
with the inhabitants of Zion, for there are idlers 
among them ; and their children are also growing np 
in wickedness ; they also seek not earnestly the riches 
of eternity, but their eyes are full of greediness. These 
things ought not to be, and must be done away from 
among them ; wherefore, let my servant Oliver Cow- 
dery carry these say^igs unto the land of Zion.

For he who is 
faithful and wise in time is accounted worthy to in- 
herit the mansions prepared for them of my Father. 
Verily 1 say unto you, the elders of the church in this 
part of my vineyard shall render an account of their 
stewardship unto the bishop which shall be appointed 
of me, in this part of my vineyard. These things 
shall be had on record, to be handed over unto the 
bishop in Zion ; and the duty of the bishop shall be 
made known by the commandments which nave been 
given, and the voice of the conference. 

2. And now, verily I say uuto vou, my servant Newel 
K. Whitney is the man who shall be appointed and or- 
dained unto this power ; this is the will of the Lord 
your God, your Redeemer. Even so. Amen. 

3. The word of the Lord, in addition to the law 
which has been given, making known the duty of the 
bishop which has been ordained unto the church in 
this part of the vineyard, which is verily this : to keep 
the Lord's store-house; to receive the funds of the 
church in this part of the vineyard; to take an account 
of the elders, as before has been commanded ; and to ad- 
minister to their wants, who shall pay for that whioh 
Ibej receive J inasmucVi aa tVi«^ kvf^ "Mh^revrith to pay, 
thai this also may be QOik«^^Tt.\.«^ V> \^^ ^$:^ ^\ ^<^ 
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church, to the poor and needy ; and he who hath not 
wherewith to pay, an account shall be taken axid - 
handed over to the bishop of Zion, who shall pay the 
debt out of that which the Lord shall put into his 
hands ; and the labors of the faithful who labor in 
spiritual things, in administering the gospel and the 
things of the kingdom unto the church, and unto the 
world, shall answer the debt unto the bishop in Zion; 
thus it conieth out of the church, for according to the 
law every man that cometh up to Zion must lay all 
things before the bishop in Zion. 

4. And now, verily 1 say unto you, that as every 
elder in this part of the vinevard must give ah account 
of his stewardship unto the oishop in this part of the 
vineyard, a certificate from the judge or bishop in this 
part of the vineyard, iinto the bishop in Zion, render- 
eth every man acceptable, and answereth all things, for 
an inheritance, and to be received as a wifte steward 
and as a faithful laborer ; otherwise he shall not be ac- 
cepted of the bishop in Zion. And now, verily I saj 
unto you, let eyery elder who shall give an account 
unto the bishop of the church, in this part of the vine- 
yard, be recommended by the church, or churches, in 
which he labors, that he may render himself and his 
accounts approved in all things. And again, let my 
servants who are appointed as stewards over the liter- 
ary concerns of my church have claim for assistance 
upon the bishop, or bishops, in all things, that the rev- 
elations may be published, and go forth unto the ends 
of the earth, that they also may obtain funds which 
shall benefit the church in all thin^, that they also may 
render themselves approved in all things, and be ac- 
counted as wise stewards. And now, behold, this shall 
be an ensample for all the extensive branches of my 
church, in whatsoever land they shall be establish- 
ed. Ar.d now I make an end of my sayings. Amen. 

5 A few words in addition to the laws of the king- 
dom, respecting the members of the church ; they that 
are appointed by the Holy ISpirit to go up unto Zuni^ 
and they who are privilep^ed to go \xp \xTiU> Tacih.

Smith, Jr., and Sidney Bigdon, saith the Lord, it is ex- 
|>edient to translate aeain, and, inasmuch as it is prac- 
ticable, to preach in the regions round about until con- 
ference, and after that it is expedient to continue the 
work of translation until it be finished. And let this 
be a pattern unto the elders until further knowledge, 
even as it is written. Now, I give no more unto yon at 
this time. Gird up your loins and be sober. Even sa 
Amen. 



SECTION LXXIV. 

An explanation of the Epistle to the \st (hrinthUaie^ 

1th chapter, I4:th verse. 

1. For the unbelievinor husband is sanctified by the 
wife, and the unbelicvinsr wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band, else were your children unclean, but now are 
they holy. 

2. For in the days of tlve apostles the law of oironmb- 
eLtion was had among «A\ tW 3«^r« NtXv^X^xSt^sswAi.'wsfc 
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Ae gospel of Jesus Christ ^ And it oame to pass that 
there arose a great contention among the people con- 
cerning the law or oircnmcision, for the unbelieving 
husband was desirous that his children should be cir- 
cumcised and become subject to the law of Moses, 
which law was fulfilled. 

3. And it came to pass that the children being 
brought up in subjection to the law of Moses, and give 
heed to the traditions of their fathers, and belieyed not 
the gospel of Christ, wherein they become unholj; 
wherefore for this cause the apostle wrote unto the 
church, giving unto them a commandment, not of the 
Lord, but of himself, that a believer should not be 
united to an unbeliever, except the law of Moses should 
be done away among them, tnat their children misht 
remain without circumcision ; and that the tradition 
might be done away, which saith that little children 
are unholy, for it was had among the Jews ; but little 
children are holy^ being sanctified through the atone- 
ment of Jesus Christ, and this is what the scriptures 

mean.

And he who is faithful shall overcome 
all things, and shall be lifted up at the last day. And 
again, 1 say unto my servant Major N. Ashly and my 
servant Burr Kiggs, let them take their journey also 
unto the south country; yea, let all those take their 
journey as I have commanded them, going from house 
to house, and from village to village, and from city to 
city ; and in whatsoever house ye enter, and they re- 
ceive you, leave your blessing upon that house ; and in

A VisioTL 

1. Hear, ye heavens, and give ear, O eartb, and 
rejoice ve inhabitants thereof, for the Lord is God, and 
beside him there is no Savibr ; great is his wisdom ; 
marvelous are his ways; and the extent of his doings, 
none can find out; his purposes fail not, neither^ are 
there any who can stay his hand ; from eternity to eter- 
nitv he is the same, and his years never fail. 

i. For thus saith the Lord, I, the Lord, am merciful

3. We, Joseph Smith, Jr., and Sidney Rigdon, being 
in the Spirit on the sixteenth of February, In the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and ^irtv-fcwo, 
by the power of the Spirit our eyes were opened, and 
our understandings were enlightened, so as to see and, 
understand the things of God ; even those things which 
were from^ the beginning before the world was, wiiieh 
were ordained of the Father, through his only begotten 
Son, who was in the boaom of tli« Father^ even frooi 
the beginning, of wl&omir«\Max t«^T^^ %s^V3Dk%Tmndi 
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which we bwr is the fullness of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, who*.i^ the Son, whom we saw and with whom 
we conversed in the heavenly vision; for while we were 
doing the work of translation, which the Lord had ap- 
pointed unto us, we came to the twenty-ninth verse of 
the fifth chapter of John, which was given unto us as 
follows : speaking of the resurrection of the dead, con- 
cerning thoAe who shall hear the voice of the Son of 
Man, and sliaE'oome forth ; they who have^done good 
in the resurrection of the just, and th^ who have done 
evil in the resurrection of the unjust Now this caused 
us to marvel, for it was given unto us of the Spirit, and*- 
while we meditated upon these things, the Lord touch- 
ed the eyes of our understandings, and they were opeur 
ed, and the glory of the Loi^ shone round about; and 
we beheld the glory of th« l^n, on the right hand of 
the Father, and received of his fullness ; and saw the 
holy angels, and they who are sanctified before his 
throne, worshiping God and the Lamb, who worship him 
forever and ever. And, now, after the many testimonies 
which have been given of him, thia is the testimony^ 
last of all, which we give of him, that he lives ; for we 
saw him, even on the right hand of God ; and we heard 
the voice bearing record that he is the only begotten of 
the Father ; that by him and through him, and of him, 
the worlds are and were created ; and the inhabitants 
thereof are begotten sons and daughters unto God. And 
this we saw also, and bear record, that an angel of God,

4. Thus saith the Lord, concerning all those who 
know my power, and have been made partakers there- 
of, and suffered themselves, through the power of the 
devil, to be overcome, and to deny the truth, and defy 
my power ; they are they who are the sons of perdition, 
of whom I say it had Been better for them never to 
have been born ; for they are vessels of wrath, doomed 
to suffer the wrath of God, with the devil and his angels, 
in eternity, concerning whom I have said there is no 
forgiveness in this world nor in the world to come; 
having denied the Holy Spirit, after having received it, 
and having denied the only begotten Son of the Father; 
having crucified him unto themselves, and put him to 
an open shame : these are they who shall go away into 
the lake of fire and brimstone, with the devil and his 
angels, and the only ones on whom the second death 
shall have any power ; yea, verily, the only ones who 
shall not be redeemed in the due time of the Lord,'after 
the sufferings of his wrath ; for all the rest shall be 
brought forth by the resurrection of the dead, through 
the triumph and the glory of the Lamb, who was slain, 
who was m the bosom of the Father before the worlds 
were made.

whom the Father had put into his power, and made by 
him ; who glorifies the Father, and saves all the works

manner of his burial, beii^g buried in the water in his 
name, and thi^ according to the commandment which 
he has given; that, by keeping the commandments, they 
might be washed and cleansed from all their sins, and 
receive -the Holy Spirit by the laying on of the hands 
of him who is ordained and sealed unto this power ; 
and who overcome by faith, and are sealed by the Holy 
Spirit of promise, which the Father sheds forth upon

to an innumerable company of angels ; to the general 
assembly and the church of Bnooh, and of the first 
bom; these are they whose names are written in 
heaven, where God and Christ are the judge of all ; 
these are they who are just men made perfect through 
Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, who wrought 
out this perfect atonement through the shedding of his 
own blood ; these are they whose bodies are celestial, 
whose glory is that of the sun, even the glory of Gk>d 
the highest of all ; whose glory the sun of the firma-

6. And again, we saw the terrestrial world, and be- 
hold and lo ; these are they who are of the terrestrial, 
whose glory differs from that of the church of the first 
born, who have received the fullness of the Father, even 
as that of the moon differs from the sun in the firma- 
ment Behold, these are they who died w ithout law ; 
and also they who are. the spirits of ueu kiJpt lu prison, 
whom the 8on visi ted, ^iitt preach e d - ^ e ' gOBpei-Trtltt) 
them, that they might be judged according to men in 
the flesh, who received not the testimony of Jesua in 
the flesh, but afterward received it; these are they 
who are honorable men of the earth, who are blinded 
by the craftiness of men ; these are they who receive 
of his glory, but not of his fullness ; these are they who 
receive of the presence of the Bon, but not of the full- 
ness of the Father; wherefore they are bodies ter- 
restrial, and not bodies celestial, and differ in glory as 
the moon differs from the sun ; these are they who are 
not valiant in the testimony of Jesus ; wherefore they 
obtained not the crown over the kingdom of .our God. 
And now this is the end of the vision which we saw of ^ 
the terrestrial, that the Lord commanded us to write 
while we were yet in the Spirit. 

7. And again, we saw the glory of the telestial, which

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differs from that of tho glory of the moon in the iirma- 
ment ; these are they who received not the gospel of 
Christ, neither tLe testimony of Jesus ; these aro they 
who deny not the Holy Spirit ; these are they who are 
thrust down to hell ; these are they who shall not be 
redeemed from the devil, .until the last resurrection, 
nntil the Lord, even Christ the Lamb, shall have fin- 
ished his work ; these are they who receive not of his 
fullness in the eternal world, but of the Holy Spirit 
through the ministration of the terrestrial; and the 
terrestrial through the ministration of the celestial: 
and also the telestial receive it of the administering of 
angels, who are appointed to minister for them, or who 
are appointed to . oe ministering spirits for them, for 
they uiall be heirs of salvation. And thus we saw in 
the heavenly vision, the glory of the telestial which 
surpasses all understanding ; and no man knows it ex- 
cept him to whom Qod has revealed it And thus we 
saw the glory of the terrestrial, which excels in all 
things the glory of the telestial, even in glory, and in 
power, and in might, and in dominion. And thus we 
saw the glory of the celestial, which excels in all things ; 
where Ood, even the Father, reigns upon his throne tor- 
ever and ever, before whose throne all things bow in 
humble reverence and give him glory forever and ever. 
They trho dwell in his presence are the church of the 
first born ; and they see as they are seen, and know as 
they are known, having received of his fullness and of 
his graee; and he makes them equal in power, and in 
might, and in dominion. And the glory of the celestial 
is one, even as the giory of the sun is one. And the 
glory of the terrestrial is one, even as the glory of the 
moon is one. And the glory of the telestial is one, 
even as the glory of the stars is one, for as one star 
differs from another star in glory, even so differs one 
from another in glory in the telestial world ; for these 
are they who are of Paul, and of ApoUos, and of 
Cephas ; these are they who say the^r are some of one 
and some of another, some of ChTUt,Si,Ti^ «Q(t(k^ ^V 
John, and some of Moses, and some oC^\\sa\ viAw^% 
of EsAiaa, and some of laaiah, and ftom& qC^^^'^d^^ 
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received not the gospel, neither the testimony of Jesas, 
neither the prophets ; neither the everlasting covenant; 
last of all, these all are they who will not be gathered 
with the saints, to be caught up unto the church of the 
first born, and received into the cloud ; these are they 
who are liars, and sorcerers, xnd adulterers, and whore- 
mongers, and whosoever loves and makes a lie ; these 
are they who suffer the wrath of God on the earth ; 
these are they who suffer the vengeance of eternal fire ; 
these are they who are cast down to hell and suffer the 
wrath of Almighty God until the fullness of times, when 
Christ shall have subdued all enemies under his feet, 
and shall have perfected his work, when he shall de- 
liver up the kingdom and present it unto the Father spot- 
less saying : I have overcome and have trodden the wine- 
press alone, even the wine-press of the fierceness of the 
wrath of Almighty Gk>d ; then shall he be crowned with 
the crown of his glory, to sit on the throne of his power 
to reign forever and ever. But, behold, and lo, we 
saw the glory ancT the inhabitants of the telestial world, 
that they were as innumerable as the stars in the firm- 
ament of heaven, or as the sand upon the sea shore, and 
heard the voice of the Lord saying : These all shall 
bow the knee, and every tongue shall confess to him 
who sits upon the throne forever and ever ; for they 
shall be judged according to their works ; and evety 
man shall receive according to his own works, and his 
own dominion, in the mansions which are prepared, 
and they shall be servants of the Most High, but where 
God and Christ dwell they can not come, worlds with- 
out end. This is the end of the vision which we saw, 
which we were commanded to write while we were yet 
in the Spirit. 

8. But great and marvelous are the works of the Lord 
and the mysteries of his kingdom which he showed 
■into us, which surpasses all understanding in glory, 
and in might, and in dominion, which he commanded 
us we should not write, while we were yet in the 
Spirit, and. are not lawful for man to utter, nei- 
ther is man capab\e to makes \.Vv«ia. Vlyvq^cil^ for they 
are only to be seen and uu^^idVAodi ^u^ >^« \«««r. 
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of the Holy Spirit, which Qod bestows on those who 
love him and purify themselves before him ; to whom 
he grants this privilege of seeing and knowing foi 
themselves ; that through the power and manifestation 
of the Spirit, while in the flesh, they may be able to 
bear his preeence in the world of glory. And to God 
and the Lamb be glory, and honor, and dominion for- 
ever and ever.

words, the city of Enoch, for a permanent and ever- 
lasting establishment and order unto my church, to 
advance the cause which ye have espoused, to the sal- 
vation of man. and to the glory of your Father who is 
in heaven, that you may be equal in the bands of 
heavenly things ; yea, and earthly things also, for the 
obtaining of heavenly things ; for if ye are not equal 
in earthly things, ye can not be equal in obtaining 
heavenly things ; for if you will that I give unto you a 
place in the celestial world, you m\x%t ^t«^wc^ ^cs^t- 
selves hf doing the thinp whio\i 1 \vbl\« QKyEoxBAi'^^^ 
Xou and reqaind of yoa. 
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2. And now, verily thus saith the Lord, it is expe- 
dient that all things be done unto my glory, that ye 
flhoald, who are joined together in this order ; or in 
other words, let my servant Ahasdah, and my servant 
Gazelam, or Enoch, and my servant Pelagoram, sit in 
council with the saints which are in Zion ; otherwise 
^tan seeketh to turn their hearts away from the truth, 
that they become blinded, and understand not the 
things which are prepared for them.; wherefore a 
commandment 1 give unto you, to prepare and organize 
yourselves by a bond or everlasting covenant that can 
not be broken. 

3. And he who breaketh it shall lose his office and 
standing in the church, and shall be delivered over to 
the buffetings of S^atan until the day of redemption. 
Behold this is the preparation wherewith I prepare 
you, and the foundation, and the ensample, whieh I 
give unto you, whereby you may accomplish the oom- 
mandments which are given you, that through my 
providence, notwithstanding the tribulation which shall 
descend upon you, that the chnrch may etand inde- 
pendent above all other creatures beneath the oeleetial 
world, that you may come up unto the crown prepared 
for you, and be made rulers over many kingdoms, saith 
the Lord God, the Holy One of Zion, who hath estab- 
lished the foundations of Adam-otidi-Ahman ; who hath 
appointed Michael, your prince, and established his 
feet, and set him upon high ; and given unto him the 
keys of salvation under the counsel and direction of 
the Holy One, who is without beginning of days or end 
of life. 

4 Verily, verily I say unto you, ye are little chil- 
dren, and ye have not as yet understood how great bless- 
ings the }< ather has in his own hands, and prepared for 
you ; and ye can not bear all things now ; nevertheless

Bevelation given Aprils 1832. showing the origin given 
to Enoch and the church in his day. 

1. Yerily I say unto you, my servants, that inasmuch 
as you have forgiven one another your trespasses, even 
80 I, the Lord, forgive you; nevertheless there are those 
among you who have sinned exceedingly ; yea, even all 
of you have sinned, but verily I say unto you, beware 
from henceforth and refeftiti ^toxn «vtv VWt ^«t^ ^^d^ 
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znentR fall upon yoar heads ; for unto whom rtiich is 
given much is reauired ; and he who sins against the 
greater light shall receive the greater condemnation. 
Ye call upon my name for revelations, and I give them 
unto jou ; and inasmuch as ye keep not my sayings 
which I give unto you, ye become transgressors, and 
justice and judgment is the penalty which is affixed 
unto my law ; therefore, what I say unto one I say 
unto all, watch for the adversary spreadeth his domin- 
ions and darkness reigneth ; and the anger of Ood kin- 
dleth against the inhabitants of the earth ; and none 
doeth good, for all have gone out of the way. 

2. And now, verily I say unto you, I, the Lord, will 
not lay any sin to your oliarge, go your ways and sin 
no more; but unto that soul who sinneth shall the 
former sins return, saith the Lord your God. 

3. And again, 1 say unto you, I give unto you a new 
commandment, that you may understand my will con- 
cerning you, or, in other words, I give unto you direc- 
tions how you may act before me, that it may turn to 
you for your salvation. I, the Lord, am bound when 
ye do what I say, but when ye do not what I say, ye 
nave no promise. 

4 Therefore, verily 1 say unto you, that it is expedi- 
ent for my servant Alam and Ahashdah, Mahalaleel 
and Pelagoram, and my servant Gazelam, and Horah, 
and Olihah, and Shalemanasseh, and Mehemson, be 
bound together by a bond and covenant that can not be 
broken by transgression except judgment shall imme- 
diately follow, in your several stewardships, to manage 
the affairs of the poor, and all things pertaining to the 
bishopric both in the land of Zion, and in the land of 
Bhinehah, for I have consecrated the land of Sbinehah 
in mine own due time for the benefit of the saints of

And you axe to be equal, or in other words, joil 
are to have equal claims on the properties, for the ben- 
efit of managing the concerns of your stewardships, 
every man according to his wants and hiR needs, inas- 
much as his wants are just; and all this for the benefit 
of the church of the living God, that every man may 
improve upon his talent, that every man may gain other 
talents ; yea, even an hundred fold, to be cast into the 
Lord's storehouse, to become the common property of 
the whole church, every man seeking the interest of 
his neighbor, and doing all things with an eye single 
to the glory of God 

5. This order I have appointed to be an eyerlasting 
order unto you and unto your successors, inasmuch as 
you sin not ; and the soul that sins against this cove- 
nant, and hardeneth his heart against it, shall be dealt 
with according to the laws of my church, and shall be 
delivered over to the buffetings of Satan until the day 
of redemption. 

6. Ana now, verily I say unto yon, and this is wis- 
dom, make unto yourselves friends with the mammon of 
unrighteousness, and they will not destroy yon. Leave 
judgment alone with me, for it is mine and I will re- 
pay. Peace be with you ; my blessings continue with 
jou, for even yet the kingdom is yours, and shall be 
fiorever if yon fall not from your steadfastness. Even

SECTION LXXXn. 

Eecelaiion given Aprils 1832. 

1. Verily thus saith the Lord, in addition to the lawv 
of the church concerning women and children, those 
who belong to the church, who have lost their husbands 
or fathers : women have claim on their hoebande for 
their maintenance until their husbands are taken; 
and if they are not found transjpressors they shall have 
faUowahip in the ctiaroh; and if they are not faitbfol,

•laws of the land. 

2. All children have claim upon their parents for 
their maintenance until t^ej are of age ; and alter 
that, they have claim upon the church ; or, in other 
words, upon the Lord's storehouse, if their parents have 
not wherewith to give them inheritances. And the 
storehouse shall be kept by the consecrations of the 
church, and widows and orphans shall be provided for, 
as also the poor.

ON PKIESTHOOD. 

1. A revelation of Jesus Christ unto his servant Jo- 
seph Smith, Jr., and six elders, as they united their 
hearts and lifted their voices on high \ yea, the word 
of the Lord concerning his church, established in the 
last days for the restoration of his people, as he has 
spoken by the month of his prophets, and for the gath 
•ring of his saints to stand upon mount Zion, which 
shall be the city New Jerusalem ; which city shall be 
built, beginning at the Temple Lot, which is appointed 
by the finger of the Lord, in the western boundaries 
of the state of Missouri, and dedicated by the hand of 
Joseph Smith, Jr., and others, ¥rith whom the Lord 
was well pleased. 

2, Yeriiy, this is the word of the Lord, that the city 
New Jerusalem shall be built by the gathering of the 
saints, beginning at this plaoe, even the place of the 
temple, which temple shall be reared in this genera- 
tion; for verily, thia generation shall not all pass away 
until an house shall be built qnto the Lonl, and a 
olood shall rest upon it, which eloud shall be even the 
glory of the Lord, whioh shall fill the housa And the 
sons of Moses, according to the holy priesthood, which 
he reoeived under the hand of his father-i|]rUw^<I^\k»^\ 
wad Jethxo reooived it. mdcx tlh^ IdasdA <)& Q)ff^*>5*iA> 
0»i«» iiMiifMl it nadir Mm bMd ofi liA3hiL% laiA^^Stei^ 
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under the hand of Jeremy ; and Jeremy under the 
hand of Gad ; and (iad uuaer liie hand of Esaiae ; and 
Eduias received it under the hand of God ; Esaias also 
lived in the days of Abraham and was blessed of him, 
which Abraham received the priesthood from MelchiB- 
edek; who received it through the lineage of his 
fathers, even till Noah; and Irom Noah till Enoch, 
through the lineage of their fathers; and from 
Enoch to Abel, who was slain by the conspiracy of his 
brother ; who received the priesthood by the command- 
ments of God, by the hand of his father Adam, who 
was the first man ; which priesthood oontinueth in the 
church of God in all generations, and is without be- 
ginning of days or end of years. 

'6. And the Lord ooniirmed a priesthood also upon 
Aaron and his seed throughout all their generations, 
which priesthood also continueth and abideth forever, 
with the priesthood which is after the holiest order of 
God. And this greater priesthood administereth the 
gospel and holdeth the key of the mysteries of the 
kingdom, even the key of the knowledge of God. There- 
fore, in the ordinances thereof the power of godliness 
is manifest ; and without the ordinances thereof^ and 
the authority of the priesthood, the power of godliness 
is not maoitest unto men in the flesh ; for without this, 
uo man can see the face of God, even the Father, and 
live. 

4. Now, this Moses plainly taught to the children of 
Israel in th^ wilderness, and sought diligently to sanc- 
tify his people that they might behold the face of God; 
but they hardened their hearts, and could not endure 
his presence, therefore, the Lord, in his wrath (for his 
anger was kindled against them), swore that they 
should not enter into his rest, while in the wilderness, 
which rest is the fullness of his glory. Therefore, he 
took Moses out of their midst and the holy priesthood 
also ; and the lesser priesthood continued, which priest- 
hood holdeth the key of the ministering of angels and 
the preparatory gospel, which gospel is the goepal of 
repeateLDoe and of ba^uan^ and the remission of ua^ 
Bad the Jaw of camaik QoiBmaiii^s\Ma\a^^RV)Sui^^du^\«^ 
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iu his wrath, caused to continue with the house of 
Aaron, among the children of Israel till John, whom 
God raised up, being filled with the Holy Ghost from 
his mother's womb : for he was baptized while he was. 
yet in his childhood, and was ordained by the angel of 
God at the time he was eight days old unto this power : 
to overthrow the kingdom of the Jews, and to make 
straight the way of the Lord before the face of his 
people ; to prepare them for the coming of the Lord, 
in whose hand is given all power. 

5. And again, the office of elder and bishop are ne- 
cessary appendages belonging unto the high priesthood. 
And again, the offices of teachers and deacons are 
necessary appendages belonging to the lesser priesth 
hood, which priesthood was conhrmed upon Aaron and 
his sons. 

6. Therefore, as i said concerning the sons of Mo- 
ses — for the sons of Moses and also the sons of Aaron 
shall oifer an acceptable offering and sacrifice in the 
house of the Lord, which house shall be built unto the 
Lord in this generation upon the consecrated spot, as 
1 have appointed ; and the sons of Moses and of Aaron 
shall be lUied with the glory of the Lord upon mount 
Zion in the Lord's house, whose sons are ye; and also 
many whom 1 have called, and sent forth to build up 
my church ; for whoso is faithful unto the obtaining 
these two priesthoods of which 1 have spoken, and the 
magnifying their calling, are sanctified by the Spirit 
unto the renewing of their bodies: they become the 
sons of Mosea and of Aaron, and the seed of Abraham, 
and the church and kingdom and the elect of God ; 
and adso all they who receive this priesthood receiveth 
me, saith the Lord, for he that receiveth my servants 
receiveth me, and he that receiveth me receiveth my 
Father, and he that receiveth my Father receiveth mv 
Father's kingdom. Therefore, ail that my Father hath 
shall be given unto him ; and this is according to the 
oath and covenant which belongeth to the priesthood. 
Therefore, all those who receive the priesthood recevv<^. 
this oath and covenant of my FalVieT^ "wViVfiXi \^^ <^>iN.\\.^Xk 
brwik, nmther can it be removed; \i\aLt,^\\^*^i>atvj»}*fe>itt. 
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this covenant, after he hath received it, and alto^ther 
tarneth therefrom, shall not have forgiveness of sma in 
this world nur in the world to come. And all those 
who come not nnto this priesthood, which ye have re- 
ceived, which 1 now confirm upon you who are present, 
this day,'hy mine own voice out of the heavens, and 
even I have given the heavenly hosts and mine angels 
charge concerning you. 

7. And now I give unto you a commandment to be- 
ware concerning yourselves, to give diligent heed to the 
words of eternal life ; for you shall live bv every word 
that proceedeth forth from the mouth of God. For the 
word of the Lord is truth, and whatsoever is truth is 
light, and whatsoever is light is Spirit, even the Spirit 
of Jesus Christ ; and the Spirit giveth light to everj 
man that cometh into the world ; and the Spirit en- 
lighteneth every man through the world, that heark- 
eneth to the voice of the Spirit ; and every one that 
hearkeneth to the voice of the Spirit, cometh unto 
God, even the Father ; and the Father teaeheth him of 
the covenant which he has renewed and confirmed upon 
you, which is confirmed upon you for vour sakes, and 
not for your sakes only, but for the sake of the whole 
world : and the whole world lieth in sin, and groaneth 
under darkness and under the bondage of sin : and by 
this you may know they are under the bondage of sin, 
because they come not unto me ; for whoso cometh not 
unto me is under the bondage of sin ; and whoso re- 
ceiveth not my voice is not acquainted with my voice, 
and is not of me; and bv this you may know the right- 
eous from the wicked, and that the whole world 
groaneth under sin and darkness even now. 

8. And your minds in times past have been darkened 
because of unbelief, and because you have treated 
lightly the things you have received, ^'hich vanity and 
unbelief hath brought the whole church under con- 
demnation. And this condemnation restoth upon the 
children of Zion, even all; and thoy shall remain un- 
der this condemnation until they repent and remember 
the new covenant, even the Book of Mormon and the 

former commandments w\\\c\\ \ Vwn^ ^^^vh ^dMEta^^wo^ 
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only to say, but to do according to that which I have 
written, that they may bring forth fruit meet for th^ir 
Father's kingdom, otherwise there* remaineth a scourge 
aT)d a judgment to be poured out upon the children of 
Zion ; for, shall the children of the kingdom pollute 
my holy land ? Verily, I say unto you, nay. 

9. Verily, verily 1 say unto you, who now have my 
words, which is my voice, blessed are ye inasmuch as 
you receive these things : for I will forgive you of your 
sins with this commandment, that you remain stead- 
fast in your minds in solemnity, and the spirit of prayer, 
in bearing testimony to all the world of those things 
which are communicated unto you. • 

10. Therefore, go ye into all the world, and whatso- 
ever place ye can not go into, ye shall send, that the 
testimony may so from you into all the world, unto every 
creature. And as I said unto mine apostles, even so 1 
say unto you ; for you are mine apostles, even God's 
high priests : ye are they whom my Father hath given 
me ; ye are my friends ; therefore, as I said unto mine 
apostles, I say unto you agau^B^ every soul who be- 
lieveth on your words, and il^^Hsed by water for the 
remission of sins, shall recelHHxe Holy Ghost; and 
these signs shall follow them that believe. 

11. In my name they shall do many wonderful works ; 
in my name they shall cast out devils: in my name 
they shall heal the sick : in my name they shall open 
the eyes of the blind, and unstop the ears of the deaf: 
and the tongue of the dumb shall speak: and if any 
man shall administer poison unto them, it shall not 
hurt them : and the poison of a serpent shall not have 
power to harm them. But a commandment I give unto 
them; that they shall not boast themselves of these 
things, neither speak them before the world : for these 
things are given unto you for your profit and for salva- 
tion. 

12. Verily, verily, I say unto you, they who believe 
not on your words, and are not baptized in water, in 
my name, for the remission of their sins^ th\iut> \^«^

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Father and I am. And this revelation unto you, and 
commandment, is in force from this very hour upon all 
the world, and the gospel is unto all wno have not re- 
ceived it But verily 1 say unto all those to whom the 
kingdom has been given, from jou it must be preached 
unto them that they shall repent of their former evil 
works : for they are to be upbraided for their evil 
hearts of unbelief: and your brethren in Zion for 
their rebellion against you at the time I sent you. 

13. And again I say unto you, my friends (for from 
henceforth 1 shall call you friends), it is expedient 
that I give unto you this commandment, that ye become 
even as my friends in days when I ^as with them 
traveling to preach this gospel in my power ; for I suf- 
fered them not to have purse or scrip, neither two 
coats ; behold, I send you out to prove the world, and 
the laborer is worthy of his hire. And any man that 
shall go and preach this gospel of the kingdom, and fail 
not to continue faithfn m all things, shall not be 
weary in mind, neithej^arkened, neither in body, limb 
or joixit ; and an hM^^his head shall not fall to the 
ground unnoticed. ^^^T they shall not go hungry, 
neither athirst 

14. Therefore, take no thought for ihe morrow, for 
what ye shall eat, or \ehat ye shall drink, or where- 
withal ye shall be clothed ; for consider the lilies of 
the field, how they grow, they toil not, neither do they 
spin ; and the kingdoms of tne world, in all their glory, 
are not arrayed like one of these ; for your Father who 
art in heaven, knoweth that you have need of all these 
things. Therefore, let the morrow take thought for 
the things of itself. Neither take ye thought before- 
hand wha^ ye shall say, but treasure up in your minds 
continually the words of life, and it shall be given you 
in the very hour that portion that shall be meted unto 
every man. 

15. I'herefore, let' no man amon^", you (for this com- 
mandment iH unto all the faithful who are called of 
God in the church, unto the ministry), from this hour,

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prove the world of all their unrighteo is deeds, and to 
teach them of a judgment which is to come. And 
whoso receiveth you, there will I be also ; for I will go 
before your face : I will be on your right hand and on 
your lefl, and my Spirit shall be in your hearts, and 
my angels round about you, to bear you up. 

16. Whoso receiveth you receiveth me, and the 
same will feed you, and clothe you, and give you money. 
And be who feeds you, or clothes you, or gives yon 
money, shall in no wise lose his revrard : and he that 
doeth not these things is not my disciple : by this yon 
may know my disciples. He that receiveth you not, 
go away from him alone by yourselves, and cleanse 
your feet, even vnth water, pure water, whether in heat 
or in cold, and bear testimony of it unto your Father 
which is in heaven, and return not again unto that 
man. And into whatsoever village or city yer enter, 
do likewise. Nevertheless, search diligently and spare 
not; and wo unto that house, or that villagej ^r city, 
that rejecteth you, or your words, or testimoby con- 
cerning me. Wo, I say again, nnto that house, or that 
viUage, or city, that rejecteth you, or your words, or 
your testimony of me; for I, the Almighty, have laid 
my hands upon the nations to scourge them for their 
wickedness ; and plagues shall go forth, and they shall 
not be taken from the earth until 1 have completed my 
work, which shall be cut short in righteousness ; until 
all shall know me, who remain, even from the least 
unto the greatest, and shall be ^lled with the knowledge 
of -the Lord, and shall see eye to eye, and shall lift up 
their voice, and with the voice together sing this new 
Bong, saying :

Be ascribed to our God, for he is full of meroj, 

Justice, grace and truth, and peace, 

Forever and ever, Amen. 

18. And again, verily, verily I say unto you, it is ex- 
pedient, that every man who goes forth to proclaim 
mine everlasting goilpel, that inasmuch as they have 
families, and receive moneys by gift, that they should 
send it unto them, or make use of it for their benefit, 
as the Lord shall direct them, for thus it seemeth me 
good. And let all those who have not families, who 
receive jDone^s, send it up unto the bishop in Zion, or 
ublb the bishop in Ohio, that it may be conseorated for 
the bfliging forth of the revelations and the printing 
thereof, and for establishing Zion. 

19. And if any man shall give unto any of yoa a 
coat, or a suit, take the old and cast it unto the poor, 
and go your way rejoicing And if any man among 
you be strong in the Spirit, let him take with him he 
that is weak, that he may be edified in all meekness, 
that he may become strong also. 

20. Therefore, take wi^h you those who are ordained 
unto the lesser priesthood, and send them before you 
to make appointments, and to prepare the way, and to 
fill appointments that you yourselves are not able to 
fill. Behold, this is the way that mine apostles, in an- 
cient days, built up my church unto me. 

21. Therefore, let every man stand in his own office, 
and labor in his own calling ; and let not the head say 
Unto the feet it hath no need of the feet, for without 
»he feet how shall the body be »ble to stand ? Also, 
vhe body hath need of every member, that all may 
be edified together, that the system may be kept per- 
Cect 

22. And behold, the \x\g\i ^tie^Va %ViJi Xxw^vbA. 
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also the elders, and also the lesser priests; but the 
deacons and teachers should be ap]^inted to watch 
over the church, to be standing minis tors unto the 
church. 

23. And the bishop, Newel K Whitney, also, should 
travel round about and amonfi; all the churches, search- 
ing after the poor, to administer to their wants by 
humbling the rich and the pr<Aid ; he should also em- 
ploy an agent to take charge and to do his secular 
business, as he shall direct; nevertheless, let the bishop 
go into the city of New York, and also to the city of 
Albany, and also to the city of Boston, and warn the 
people of those cities with the ftound of the gospel, 
with a loud voice, of the desolation and utter abolish- 
ment which awaits them if they do reject these things ; 
for if they do rejeot these things, the hour of their 
judgment is nigh, and their bouse shall be left unto 
them desolate. liCt him trust in me, and he shall not 
be confounded, and an hair of his head shall not fiili 
to the ground unnoticed. 

24. And verily I say unto you, the rest of my serv- 
ants, go ye forth as your circumstances shall permit, in 
your several callings, unto the sreat and notable cities 
and villages, reproving the world, in righteousness, of 
all their unrighteous and ungodly deeds, setting forth 
clearly and Understandingly the desolation of abomina- 
tion in the last days ; for with yon, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty, I vrill rend their kingaoms ; I will not only 
shake the earth, but the starry heavens shall tremble ; 
for I, the Lord have put forth my hand to exert the 
powers of heaven ; ye can not see it now, yet a little 
while and ye shall see it, and know that I am, and that 
I will eome and reign with my people. I am Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning and the end. Amen. 
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SECTION LXXXIV. 

Bevelation explaining the parable of the wheat and 
the tares^ December 6, 1832. 

ON PRIESTHOOD. 

1. Verily thqs saith the Lord unto you, my servants, 
oonoerning the psurable of the wheat and of the tares : 
behold, yerily I say that the field was the world, and 
the apostles were the sowers of the seed ; and after 
they have fallen asleep, the great persecutor of tbe 
church, the apostate, the whore, even Babylon, that 
maketh all nations to drink of her cup, in whose 
hearts the enemy, even Satan, sitteth to reign ; behold, 
he soweth the tares, wherefore the tares choke the 
wheat and drive the church into the wilderness. 

2. But, behold, in the last days, even now, while the 
Lord is beginning to brin^ forth the word, and the 
blade is springing up and is yet tender, behold, verily 
I say unto you, the angels are crying unto the Lord 
day and night, who are ready and waiting to be seat 
forth to reap down the fields ; but the Lord saith unto 
them, Pluck not up the tares while the blade is yet 
tender (for verily your faitii is weak), lest you destroy 
the wheat also ; therefore let the wheat and the tares 
grow together until the harvest is fully ripe ; then ye 
shall first gather out the wheat from among the tares, 
and after the gathering of the wheat, behold, and lo, 
the tares are bound in bundles, and the field remaineth 
to be burned. 

3. Therefore, thus saith the Lord unto you, with 
whom the priesthood hath continued through the line- 
age of your fathers, for ye are lawful heirs, according 
to the flesh, and have been hid from the world with 
Christ in God : — therefore your life and the priesthood 
hath remained, and must needs remain, through you 
and your lineage, until the restoration of sM things 
spoken by the mouths of all the holy prophets since the 
world began. 

4. Therefore, blessed wft -3^ \l 1^ <iwv>;:\T\\vfe Vw \k^ 
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goodness, a light unto the Gentiles, and through this 
priesthood, a savor unto my people Israel. The Lord 
nath said it Amen.

SECTION LXXXV. 

BeoelaHon given December 27, 1832. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you, who have 
assembled yourselves together to receive his will con- 
cerning you. Behold, this is pleasing unto your Lord, 
and the angels rejoice over you; the alms of your 
prayers have come up into the card of the Lord of Sab- 
baoth, and are recorded in the book of the names of 
the sanctified, even them of the celestial world. 
Wherefore 1 now send upon you another Comforter, 
even upon you, my friends, that it maj abide in your 
hearts, even the Holy Spirit of promise, which other 
Comforter is the same that I promised unto my disci- 
ples, as is recorded in the testimony of John. 

2. This Comforter is the promise which I give unto 
you of eternal life, even the glory of the celestial king- 
dom ; which glory is that of the church of the first 
born, even of God, the holiest of all, through Jesds 
Christ, his Son — he that ascendeth up on high, as also 
he descended below all things, in that he compre- 
hended all things, that he might be in all and through 
all things, the light of truth, which truth shineSi, 
This is the light of Christ. As also he is in tiie sun, 
and the light of the sun, and the power thereof by 
which it was made. As also he is in the moon, and is 
the light of the moon, and the power thereof by which 
it was made. As also the light of the stars, and the 
power thereof by which they were made. And the 
eacth also, and the power thereof, even the earth upon 
which yoti dtand. 

3. And the light which now shineth, which giveth 
you light, is through him who enlighteneth your eyes, 
which is the same light tiiat quiokeneth your unaeiw 
standings ; which li^t proceedetbi foT\h irain.^<^^\iMr 
enee of (M, to 'fill %k% immenaitj c»{ v^sa^. ^\i% vuffs^ 
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which is in all things ; which siveth life to all things ; 
which is the law by which au things are governed ; 
even the power of God who sitteth upon his throne, who 
is in the bosom of eternity, who is m the midst of all 
things. 

4. Now, verily T say iinto you, that through the re- 
demption which is made for you, is brought to pass the 
resurrection from the dead. And the spirit and the 
body is the soul of man. And the resurrection from 
the dead is the redemption of the soul ; and the re- 
demption of the soul IS through him who qniokeneth 
all things, in whose bosom it is decreed, that the poor 
and the meek of the earth shall inherit it Thererore, 
it must needs be sanctified from all unrighteousness, 

• that it may be prepared for the celestial glory ; foi^ af- 
ter it hath filled the measure of its creation, it shall 
be crowned with glorj, even with the presence of God 
the Father ; that bodies who are of the celestial king- 
dom may possess it forever and ever ; for, for this in- 
tent was it made and created ; and for this intent are 
they sanctified. 

5. And they who are not sanctified through the law 
which I have given unto you, even the law of Christ, 
mnst inherit another kingdom, even that of a terres- 
trial kingdom, or that of a telestial kingdom. For he 
who is not able to abide the law of a celestial king- 
dom, can not abide a celestial glory ; and he who oan 
not abide the law of a terrestrial kingdom, oan not 
abide a terrestrial glory ; he who oan not abide the law 
of a telestial kingdom, can not abide a telestial jdory : 
therefore, he is not meet foi(a kingdom of glory. There- 
fore, he must abide a kingdom which is not a kingdom 
of glory. 

6. And again, verily I say untc you, the earth abideth 
the law of a celestial kinedom, for it filleUi the meas- 
nre of its creation, and transgresseth not the law. 
Wherefore, it shall be sanctified ; yea, notwithstanding 
it shall die, it shall be q|uickeued again, and shall abide 
the power by which it is quiokenea^ and the ri^hteoos 
shall inherit it : for, notwithstanding they die, they 
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a celestial spirit shall receive the same body, whioh 
was a natural body : even ye shall receive your bodies, 
and your glory shall be that glory by which your bodies 
are quickened. Ye who are quickened by a portion 
of the celestial glorv, shall then receive oi the same, 
even a fullness ; and they who are quickened by a por 
tion of the terrestrial glory, shall then receive of the 
same,, even a fullness : and also they who are quick- 
ened by a portion of the telestial glory, shall then re- 
ceive of the same, even a fullness : and they who re- 
main shall also be quickened ; nevertheless, they shall 
return again to their own place, to enjoy that which 
they are willing to receive, because they were not will- 
ing to enjoy that which they might have received. • 

7. For what doth it profit a man if a gift is bestowed 
upon him, and he reoeiveth not the gift ? Behold, he 
rejoiceth not in ttiitt which is given unto him, neither 
rejoices in him who is the giver of the gift. 

8. And again, verily I say unto yon, that which is 
governed by law, is also preserved by law, and perfected 
and sanctified by the same. That which Breiiketh a 
law, and abidetK not by law, but seeketh to become a 
law unto itself, and willeth to abide in sin, and alto- 
gether abideth in sin, can not be sanctified by law, 
neither by mercy, justice, or judgment; therefore, 
they must remain filthy still. 

9. All kingdoms have a law given: and there are 
many kingdoms; for there is no space in the which 
there is no kingdom; and there is no kingdom in which 
there is no space, either a jgreater or lesser kingdom. 
And unto every kingdom is given a law; and unto 
every law there are certain bounds also, and condi- 
tions. 

10. All beings who abide not in those conditions, 
are not justified; for intelligence cleaveth an to intelli- 
gence; wisdom receiveth wisdom; truth embraceth 
truth; virtue loveth virtue; light cleaveth unto light; 
mercy hath compassion on mercy, and olaimeth her 
own ; justice continueth its course, and olaimetk \tik 
own; jadgment goeth before ih« ffikoe ol Vygdl^^^ vdb- 
teA upom th0 throne^ and sovem^tYi axA tsMsaVAKi^^^ 
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things: he comprehendeth all things, and all things 
are before him, and all things are round about him ; 
and he is above all things, and through all things, and 
is round about all things : and all things are by him 
and of him ; even God, forever and ever. 

11. And again, verilj I say unto you, he hath given 
a law unto all things by which they move in their times 
and their seasons; and their courses are fixed; even 
the courses of the heavens and the earth ; which com- 
prehend the earth and all the planets ; and they give 
light to each other in their times and in their seasons, 
in their minutes, in their hours, in their days, in their 
weeks, in their months, in their years : aJl these are 

.one year with God, but not- with man. 

12. The earth rolls upon her wings; and the son 
giveth his light by day, and the mopn ^iveth her lifi^t 
by night ; and ite stars also giveth their light, as they 
roll upon their wings, in their glory, in the midst of 
the power of God. Unto what shall I liken these king- 
doms, that ye may understand ? Behold, all these are 
kingdoms, and any man who hath seen any or the 
least of these, hath seen God moving*in his majesty 
and power. I say unto you, he hath seen him : never- 
theless, he who came unto his own was not compre- 
hended. The light shineth in darkness and the dark- 
ness comprehendeth it not; nevertheless, the day shall 
oome when you shall comprehend even God ; being 
quickened in him and bv him. Then shall ye know 
that ye have seen me, that I am, and that 1 am die 
true light that is in you, and that you are in me, other- 
wise ye coufd not abound. 

13. Behold, I will liken these kingdoms unto a man 
having a field, and he sent forth his servants u^ the field, 
to dig in the field ; and he said unto the first, go ye 
and labor in the field, and in the first hour 1 will oome 
nnto you, and ye shall behold the joy of my counte- 
nance: and he said unto the second, go ye also into the 
field, and in the second hour I will visit you with the 
poy of my countenance ; and also unto the third say- 
ing, I win. visit you; and unto tVi^ Courth^ and so on 
unto the twelfth. 
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14. And the lord of the field went unto the first in the 
first hour, and tarried with him all that hour, and he 
was made glad with the light of the countenance of his 
lord ; and then he withdrew from the first that he 
might visit the second also, and the third, and the 
fourth, and so on unto the twelfth ; and thus they all re- 
ceived the light of the countenance of their lord : every 
man in his hour, and in his time, and in his season; 
beginning at the first, and so on unto the last, and from 
the last unto the first, and from the first unto the last; 
every man in his own order, until his hour was finished, 
even according as his lord had commanded him, that 
his lord might be glorified in him, and he in him, that 
they all might be glorified. 

15. Therefore, unto this parable will I liken all these 
kingdoms, and the inhabitants thereof; every kingdom 
in his hour, and in his time, and in its season; even 
according to the decree which God hath made. 

16. And again, verily I say unto you, my friends, I 
leave these sayings with you, to ponder in your hearts 
with this commandment which 1 give unto you, that 
ye shall call upon me while I am near; draw near unto 
me, and I will draw near unto you ; seek me diligently 
and ye shall find me ; ask and ye shall receive ; knock 
and it shall be opened unto you ; whatsoever ye ask 
the Father in my name it shall be given unto you, that 
is expedient for you ; and if ye ask anything that is 
not expedient for you, it shall turn unto your condem- 
nation. 

17. Behold, that which you hear is as the voice of 
one crying in the wilderness; in the wilderness, be- 
cause you can not see hiln : my voice, because my 
voice is Spirit; my Spirit is truth: truth abidetk and 
hath no end ; and if it be in you it shall abound. 

18. And if your eye be single to my glory, your 
whole bodies shall be filled with li^ht. and there shall 
be no darkness in you, and that body which is filled 
with, light comprehendeth all things. Therefore, sanc- 
tify yourselves that your minds become sinj^le to God^ 
and the days will come that 70U. «\v«Xi ^^ft\\\\a.*. ^jst\»fc 
wiU uBvail his face unto you, wa^ \\» ^\i«SWi^ >^ ^«>» 
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own time, and in his own way, and acaording to his 
own wilL 

19. Remember the great and last promise which I 
have made unto you : cast away your idle thoughts 
and your excess of laughter far from you ; tarry ye, 
tarry ye in this place, and call a solemn assembly, eyen 
of those who are the first laborers in this last kingdom ; 
and let those whom they have warned in their travel- 
ing, call on the Lord, and ponder the warning in their 
hearts which they have received, for a little season. 
Behold, and lo, I will take care of your flocks and will 
raise up elders and send unto them. 

20. Behold, I will hasten my work in its time ; and 
I give unto you who are the first laborers in thiis last 
kingdom, a commandment, that you assemble your- 
selves together, and organize yourselves, and prepef o 
yourselves ; and sanctify yourselves ; yea, purify your 
nearts, and cleanse your hands and your feet before me, 
that I may make you clean ; that I may testify unto 
your Father, and your God, and my God, that you are 
clean from the blood of this wicked generation, that I 
may fulfill this promise, this great and last prombe, 
which I have made unto you, when I will. 

21. Also, I give unto you a commandment, that ye 
shall continue in prayer and fasting from this time 
forth. And 1 give unto you a commandment, that you 
shall teach one another ihe doctrine of the kingdom ; 
teach ye diligently and my grace shall attend yon, that 
you may be instructed more perfectly in theory, in 
principle, in doctrine, in the law of the gospel, in all 
things that pertain unto the kingdom of God, that is ex- 
pedient for you to understand ; of things both in heaven, 
and itf earth, and under the earth ; things which have 
been; things which are; things which must shortly 
come to pass; things which are at home; things which 
are abroad; the wars and the perplexities of the nations; 
and the judgments which are on the land; and a knowl- 
edge also of countries, and of kingdoms, that ye may be 

prepared in all tliing;8 wVken 1 s^\.a\\ %^\i^ ^oa again, to

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22. Behold, I sent yoa out to testify and warq the 
people, and it becometh every man who hath been 
warned, to warn his neighbor; therefore, they are left 
without esouse, and their sins are upon their own 
heads. He that seeketh me early shall find me, and 
shall not be forsaken. 

23. Therefore, tarry ^e, and labor diligently, that 
you maybe peirfectea m your ministry, to go forth 
among the Gentiles for the last time, as many as the 
mouth of the Lord shall name, to bind up the law, and 
seal up the testimony, and to prepare the saints for th« 
hour of judgment, whioh is to come; that their souls 
may escape the wrath of God, the desolation of abomi- 
nation, which await the wicked, both in this world, and 
in the world to come. Verily, 1 say unto you, let those 
who are not the first elders, continue in the vineyard, 
until the mouth of the Lord ihall call them, for their 
time is not yet come; their-garments are not clean 
frotn the blood of this generation. 

24. Abide ye in the liberty wherewith ye are made 
free ; entangle not yourselves in sin, but let your hands 
be clean, until the Lord come, for not maUy days hence 
and the earth shall tremble, and reel to and fro as a 
drunken man, and the sun shall hide his face, and shall 
refuse to give light, and the moon shall be bathed in 
blood, and the stars shall beooipe exceeding angry, and 
■hall oast themselves down as a fig that falleth from off 
a fiff-tree. 

25. And afler your testimony, cometh wrath and in- 
dignation upon the people; for after your testimony 
cometh the testimony of earthquakes, that shall cause 
grpanings in the midst of her, and men shall fall upon 
the .ground, and shall not be able to stand. And also 
cometh the testimony of the voice of thunderings, and 
the voice of lightnings, and the voice of tempests, and 
the voice of the waves of the sea, heaving themselves 
beyond their bounds. And all things shall be in com- 
motion ; and surely men's hearts shall fail them ; for 
fear shall come upon all people ; aad ^\i%tb\^ ^^ ^

And 
another angel shall sound his trump, saying, that great 
church, the mother of abominations, that made all na- 
tions drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication, 
that persecuteth the saints of God, that shed their blood : 
she who sitteth upon many waters, and upon the islands 
of the sea ; behold, she is the tares of the earth, she is 
bound in bundles, her bands are made strong, no man 
can loose them ; therefore, she is ready to be burned. 
And he shall sound his trump both long and loud, and 
all nations shall hear it 

27. And there shall be silence in heaven for the 
space of half an hour, tod immediately after shall the 
eurtain of heaven be unfolded, as a scroll is unfolded 
after it is rolled up, and the face of the Lord shiSll be 
unvailed ; and the saints that are upon the earth, who 
are alive, shall be quickened, and be caught up to meet 
him. And they who have slept in their graves, shidl

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30. And another tramp shall sound, which is i^a 
fourth trump, saying, these are found among those who 
are to remain until that great and last day, even the end^^ 
who shall remain filthy still. 

31. And another trump shall sound, which is the fifUi 
trump, which is the fifth angel who committeth the ever- 
lasting gospel — flying through the midst of heaven, unto 
all nations, kindreds, tongues and people ; and this shall 
be the sound of his trump, saying to all people, both in 
heaven and in earth, and that are under the earth ; for 
every ear shall hear it, and every knee shall bow, and 
every tongue shall confess, while they hesur.the sound 
of the trump, saying, fear GxkI, and give glory to him 
who sitteth upon the throne, forever and «ver : for the 
hour of his judgment is come. 

32. And again, another angel shall sound his trump, 
which is the sixth angel, saying, she is fallen, who made 
all^iations drink of the whie of the wrath of her forni- 
cation : she is fallen ! is fallen ! 

33. And again, another angel shall sound his trump, 
which is the seventh angel, saying: it is finished I it u 
finished I the Lamb of God hath overcome, and trodden 
the wine press alone ; even the wine-press of the fierce- 
ness of the wrath of Almighty God ,* and then shall the 
angels be crowned with the glory of his might, and the 
saints shall be filled with his glory, and receive their in- 
heritance and be made equal with him. 

34 And then shall the first angel again sound his 
trump in the ears of 'all living and reveal the secret 
acts of men, and the mighty works of God in the first 
thousandth year. 

35. And then shall the second angel sound his trump, 
and reveal the secret acts of men, and the thoughts and 
intents of their hearts, and the mighty works of God in 
the second thousandth year : and so on, until the seventh 
angel shall sound his trump ; and he shall stand forth 
upon the land and upon the sea, and swear in the name 
of him who sitteth upon the throne, that there shall be 
time no longer, and Satan shall be bounds that old %«.t- 
pent, who is called the devU, and %\iB\\ iv^t. \^^ V^kmk^ 
for the space of a thousand years. Xnd. ^«tv. V^ ^fiasi^ 
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be loosed for a little season, that he may gather together 
his armies ; and Michael, the seyenth angel, even the 
archangel, shall gather together his armies, even the 
hosts of heaven.

36. Therefore, verily I say unto yon, my friends, eall 
your solemn assembly, as I have commanded you ; and 
as all have not faith, seek ye diligently and teach one 
another words of wisdom ; yea, seek ye out of the best 
books words of wisdom ; seek learning even by study, 
and also by faith. Organize yourselves ; prepare every 
needful thing, and establish a house, even a house oi 
prayer, a house of fasting, a house of faith, a house of 
learning, a house of glory, a house of order, a house of 
God ; that your incomings may be in the name of the 
Lord ; that your oatgoings may be in the name of the 
Lord ; that all your salu&tions may be in the name of 
the Lord, with uplifted hands unto the Most High. 

37. Therefore cease from all your light speeches, 
from all laughter, from all your lustful desires, from 
all your pride and light-mindedness, and from all your 
wicked doings. Appoint among yourselves a teacher, 
and let not all be spokesmen at once, but let one speak 
at a time, and let all listen unto his sayings, that when 
all have spoken, that all may be edified of all, and that 
every man may have an equal privilege. 

38. ISce that ye love one another ; cease to be covet- 
ous; learn to impart one to another as the gospel re- 
quires ; cease to be idle ; cease to be unclean ; cease to 
find fault one with another ; cease to sleep longer than 
18 needful ; retire to thy b^ qqltV^^ ^.V^^t^^ m«.^ not be 
we&rj: arise early, that yrrc \icA\c» «3dA. ^wa .nivcAx 
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may be invigorated ; and above all things, c/othe yoar- 
selveB with the bonds of charity, as with a mantle, 
which is the bond of perfeotness and peace ; pray al- 
ways, that you may not faint until I come ; behold, and 
lo, I will come quickly, and receive you unto myeel£ 
Amen. 

39. And again, the order of the house prepared for 
the presidency of the school of the prophets, estab- 
lished for their ins&uction in all things that are expe- 
dient for them, even for all the ofSoers of the church, 
or, in other words, those who are called to the minis- 
try in the church, beginning at the high priests, even 
down to the deacons ; and this shall be the order of the 
house of the presidency of the school : He that is ap- 
pointed to be president, or teacher, shall be. found 
standing in his place in the house whiclt shall be pre- 
pared for him ; therefore he «hall be first in the house 
of God, in a place that the congregation in the house 
may hear his words carefully and distinctly, not with 
loud speech. And when he cometh into the house of 
Gk>d (for he should be^ first in the house; behold, this is 
beautiful, that he may be an example). 

40. Let him offer himself in prayer upon his knees 
before God, in token or remembrance of the everlast- 
ing covenant ; and when any shall come in after him, 
let the teacher arise, and, with uplifted hands to 
heaven, yea, even directly, cuJute his brother or breth- 
ren with these words : 

41. Art thou a brother or brethren, I salute yon in 
the name of th6 Lord Jesus Christ, in token or remem- 
brance of the everlasting covenant, in which covenant 
1 receive you to fellowship, in a determination that is 
fixed, immovable and unchangeable, to be your friend 
and brother, through the grace of God, in the bonds of 
love, /> walk in all the commandments of God blame- 
less, in thanksgiving, forever and ever. Amen. 

42. And he that is found unworthy of this salutation 
shall not have place among you ; for ye shall not suffer 
that mine house shall be polluted by them. 

43. An4 he that cometh in &nd \^ ^^x^lvW^^^^^^ "0!^.^% 
and 18 a hrothsr, or if they \)e \iT^\>M«ii^ ^«^ ^\v«^ v*- 
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lute the preiidenfc or teacher, with uplifted hands to 
heaven, with this same prayer or coyenaDt, and by say- 
ing Amen, in token of the same. 

44. Behold, verily I say unto you, this is a sample 
unto you for a salutation to one another in the house 
of God, in the school of the prophets. And ye are 
called to do this by prayer and thanksgiving, as the 
ISpirit shall give utterance, in all your doings in the 
house of the Xord, in the school of the prophets, that it 
may become a sanctuary, a tabernacle, of the Holy 
Spirit to your edification. 

45. And ye shall not receive any among you into this 
school, save he is clean from the blood of this genera- 
tion ; and he shall be received by the ordinance of the 
washing of feet, for unto this end was the ordinance of 
the washing o^feet instituted. 

46. And again, the ordinance of washing feet is to 
be administered by the president, or presiding elder of 
the church. It is- to b^ commenced with prayer ; and 
after partaking of bread and wine, he is to gird him- 
self, according to the pattern given in the thirteenth 
chapter of John's testimony concerning me. Amen. 



SECTION LXXXVI. 

A word of wisdom for the benefit of the council of 
high priests^ assembled in Kirtland^ and church; 
and also^ the saints in Zion. To be sent greeting, 
not bj/ commandment or constraint but by revelation 
add the word ff wisdom ; showing forth the order 
and will of Grod in the temporal salvation of all 
saints in the last days. Given for a principle, with 
pr(tmise; adapted to the capacity ojthe weak, and 
the weakest of all saints^ who are or can be called 
sainis, 

1. Behold, verily thus saith the Lord unto you, in 

consequence of evils and designs which do and will 

exist in the hearts of conspiring men in the last days, 

1 have warned you, and forewarn you, by giving unto 

joa this word of wisdom \)y Te^ft\«wtvoTi> that inasmuch 

M8 any man drinketh wiift ot ^\,tot\?j ^yit^ «x&s^Ti%^^s^ 
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behold, it is nofc good, neither meet in the sight of your 
Father, only in assembling yourselves together, to offer 
up your sacraments before him. And behold, this 
should be wine ; yea, pure wine of the grape of the 
vine, of your own make^ And again, strong drinks 
are not for the belly, but for the Y^^i^g ^^ your 
bodies. And again, tobacco is not for the body, neither 
for the bellyi and is not good for man, but is an herb 
for bruises and all sick cattle, to be used with judg- 
ment and skill. And again, hot drinks are not for the 
body or belly. 

2. And again, verily I say unto you, all wholesome 
herbs God hath ordained for the constitution, nature, 
and use of man, every herb in the season thereof, and 
every fruit in the season thereof All these to be used 
with prudence and thanksgiving. Tea, flesh, also, of 
beasts and of the fowls of the air, I, the Lord, hath or- 
dained for the use of man, with thanksgiving. Never- 
theless, they are to be used sparingly; and it is pleas- 
ing unto me that they should not be used only in times 
of winter, or of cold or famine. All grain is ordained 
for the use of man and of beasts, to be the staff' of life, 
not only for man, but for the beasts of the field, and 
the fowls of heaven, and all wild animals that run or 
creep on the earth ; and these hath God made for the 
use of man only ' in times of famine and excess of 
hunger. 

3. AH grain is good for the food of man, as also the 
fruit of the vine, uat which yieldeth fruit, whether iii 
the ground or above the ground. Nevertheless, wheat 
for man, and com for the ox, and oats for the horse, 
and rye for the fowla and for swine, and for all beasts 
of the field, and barley for all useful animals, and for 
mild drinks, as also other grain. And all saints who 
remember to keep and do these sayings, walking in 
obedience to the commandments, shall receive health 
in their navel, and marrow to their bones, and shall 
find wisdom and great treasures of knowledge, even 
hidden treasures ; and shall run and not be weary, and 
shall walk and not faint; and I, th« Latd.^^N^ \nw\& 
them a pzomJM that the dettxoyii[i|^ «si^ ^^ ^^w^Xs^ 
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them, as the children of Israel, and not slay them.

SECTION LXXXVn. 

JSevelation to Joseph Smithy Jn, given Marchj 1833. 

1. Thus saith the Lord, verily, Terily I say unto yoo, 
my son, thy sins are forgiven thee, according to thy peti- 
tion, for thy prayers and the prayers of thy brethren, 
have come up into my ears ; therefore thou art blessed 
from henceforth that bear the keys of the kingdom 
given unto you ; which kingdom is coming forth for the 
last time.

3. And again, verily I say unto thy brethren Sidney 
Kigdon, and Frederick G. Williams, their sins are for- 
given them also, and they are accounted as equal with 
thee in holding the keys of this last kingdom ; as also 
through your administration the keys ot the school of 
the prophets, which I have commanded to be or^anisedi 
that thereby they may be perfected in their ministry for 
the salvation of Zion, ana of the nations of Israel, and 
of the Gentiles, as many as will believe, that .through 
your administration, they may receive the word, and 
through their administration, the word may go forth 
unto the ends of the earth, unto the Gentiles fist, and 
then behold, and lo, they shall turn unto the Jews; and 
then cometh the day when the arm of the Lord shall 
be revealed in power in convincing tb« nations, the 
heathen nations, the house of Joseph, of the gospel of 
their salvation.

And this shall be 
your business and mission in all your lives to preside 
in council and set in order all the afi^irs of this church 
and kingdom. Be not ashamed, neither confounded ; but 
be admonished in all your highmindedness and pride, for 
it bringeth a snare upon your souls. Set in oraer your 
houses ; keep slothfulness and uncleanness far from yoa. 

6. Now, verily I say unto you, let there be a place 
provided as soon as possible, for the family of thy coun- 
cillor and scribe, even Frederick G. Williams ; and let 
mine aged servant Joseph Smith, Sr., continue with his 
family upon the place where he now lives, and let it 
not be sold until the mouth of the Lord shall name. 
And let my councillor, even Sidney Rigdon, remain 
where he now resides, until the moutih of the Lord shall 
name.* And let the bishop search diligently, to oktain 
an agent ; and let it be a man who halft got riches in 
store ; a man of God and of strong faith ; that thereby 
he may be enabled to discharge every debt ; that the 
btorehouse of the Lord may not be brought into disre- 
pute before the eves of the people. Search diligently, 
pray always, and be believing, and all things shul 
work toge&er for your good, if ye walk nprightly, and. 
remember the covenant wherewith ye have covenanted 
one with another.

7. And again, verily I say unto you, It is my will 
that my handmaid, Vienna Jaques, should receive 
money to bear her expenses, and go up unto the land 
of Zion ; and the residue of the money may be conse- 
crated unto me, and she be rewarded in mine own due 
time. Verily I say unto you, that it is meet in mine 
eyes, that she should go up unto the land of Zion, and 
receive an inheritance from the hand of the bishop, that 
she may settle down in peace inasmuch as she is faith- 
ful, and not be idle in her days from thenceforth. 

8. And behold, verily I say unto you, that ye shall 
write this commandment, and say unto your brethren 
in Zion, in love greeting, that I have called yoa also to 
preside over Zion in mine own due time ; therefore let 
them cease wearying me concerning this matter.

she shall not be removed out of her place. I, the Lord, 
have spoken it Amen.

less than this, is the spirit of that wicked one, who ynti^ 
a liar from the beginning. The Spirit of truth is of 
God. I am the Spirit of truth. And John bore record 
of me, saying, he received a fullness of truth ; yea, even 
of all truth, and no man receiveth a fullness unless he 
keepeth his commandments.

7. Verily I say unto my servant Sidney Bigdon, that 
in some things he hath not kept the commandments, 
concerning his children ; therefore, firstly set in order 
thy house. 

8. Verily I say unto my servant Joseph Smith, Jr., 
or, in other words, I will call you friends, for yon are 
my friends, and ye shall have an inheritance with me. 
I called you servants for the world's sake, and ye are 
their servants for my sake ; and now verily I say unto 
Joseph Smith, Jr., you have not kept the command- 
ments, and must needs stand rebukea before the Lord. 
Tour family must needs repent and forsake some 
things, and give more earnest need unto your sayings, 
or be removed out of their place. What I say unto 
one I say unto all ; pray always, lest that wicked one 
have power in you, and remove you out of your 
place. 

9. My servant Newel EL Whitney, also a bishop of 
my church, hath need to be chastened, and set iii order 
his family, and see that they are more diligent and 
oonoernea at home, and pray always, or they shall be 
removed out of their place. 

10. Now I say unto you, my friends, let my servant 
Sidney Rigdon go his journey, and make haste, and 
also proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the 
gospel of salvation, as I shall give him utterance, and 
by your prayer of faith with one consent, I will uphold 
him. 

11. And let my servant Joseph Smith, Jr., and Fred- 
erick G. Williams, make haste also, and it shall be 
given them even according to the prayer of faith ; and 
inasmuch as you keep my sayings, you shall not be 
confounded in this world, nor in the world to come. 

12. And verily I say unto -joxx, \.Vv^t \t \% my will that

4. And on the third lot shall my servant Hyrum 
Smith receive his inheritance. And on the first and 
second lots, on the north, shall my servants Reynolds 
Oahoon and Jared Carter receive their inheritance, 
that they may do the work which I have appointed 
unto them, to be a committee to build mine houses, ao- 
cording to the commandment which I, the Lord God, 
have given unto you. These two houses are not to be 
built until I give unto you a commandment oonoeming 
them. 

5.. And now I give unto yon no more at this time. 
Amen. 



SECTION XCIL 

Revelation given June^ 1833. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you, whom I love, 
and whom I love I also chasten, that their sins may be 
forgiven, for with the chastisement I prepare a way for 
their deliverance, in all things, out of temptation ; and 
1 have loved you. Wherefore, ye must needs be chas- 
tened, and stand rebuked before my face, for ye have 
sinned against me a very grievous sin, in that ye have 
not considered the great commandment in all things, 
that I have given unto you, concerning the building of 
mine house, for the preparation wherewith I design to 
prepare mine apostles to prune my vineyard for the last 
time, that I may bring to pass my strange act, that I 
may pour out my Spirit upon all fles}i.

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nes8 at noonday ; and for this causey I gave unto you a 
commandment, that you should call your solemn assem- 
bly ; that your fast^gs and your mourning might come 
up into the ears of the Lord of Sftjbaotii, which is by 
interpretation, the Creator of thC nrst day ; the begin- 
ning and the end. 

2. Yea, verily I say unto you, i gave unto you a com- 
mandment, that you should build an house, in tl^e whicb 
house I design to endow those whom*- 1 have chosen 
with p)0wer from on high, for this is the promise of the 
Father unto you ; therefore, I commanded you to tarry, 
even as mine apostles, at Jerusalem; nevertheless my 
servants sinned a very grievous sin ; and contentions 
arose in the school of the prophets, which was very 
grievous unto me, saith your Lord; therefore I sent 
them forth to be chastened. 

3. Verily I say unto you, it is my will that you 
should build an house i if you keep my commandments, 
you shall have power to build it ; if you keep not my 
commandments the love of the Father shall not con- 
tinue with you ; therefore you shall walk in darkness. 
Now here is wisdom and the mind of the Lord ; let the 
house be built, not after the manner of the world, for I 
give not unto you, that ve shall live after the manner 
of the world ; therefore let it be built after the manner 
which I shall show unto three of you, whom ye shall 
appoint and ordain unto this power. And the size 
tnereof shall be fifty and five feet in width, and let it be' 
sixty-five feet in lenjzth, in the inner court thereof; and 
let the lower part of the inner court be dedicated unto 
me for your sacrament offering, and for your preaching ;

And let the higher part of the inner court, be dedicated 
unto me for the school of mine apostles, saith Son A fa- 
man ; or, in other words, Alphus ; or, in other words, 
Omegus ; even Jesus C irist your Lord. Amen.

i. Behold, I say unco you, here is wisdom whereby 
ye may know h^w to act concerning this matter, for it 
18 expedient in me tliat this stake that 1 have set for 
tbB. strength of Zion, should be made strong ; therefore, 
let my servant Ahashdah take charge of the place 
yrhich* is named among you, lupon which 1 design to 
build mine holy bouse ; and again let it be divided into 
lots, according to wisdom, for the benefit of those who 
seek inheritances, as it shall be determined in council 
among you.

And again, this is the law that I gave 
unto mine ancients, that they should not go out unto 
battle against any nation, kindred, tongue, or people, 
save I, the Lord, commanded them. And if any na- 
tion, tongue, or people should proclaim war against 
them, they should first lift a standard of peace unto 
that people, nation, or tongue, and if that people did 
not accept the offering of peace^ neither the second nor 
the third time, they should bring these testimonies be-

1. Verily, I sqy unto you, concerning your brethren 
who have been afflicted, and persecated, and cast oat 
from the land of their inheritance, I, the Lord, have 
suffered the affliction to come upon them, wherewith 
they have been afflicted in consequence of their trans- 
gressions ; yet, I will own them, and they-shall be mine 
m that day when I shall come to make up my jewels. 

2. Therefore, they must needs be chastened, and 
tried, even as Abraham, who was commanded to offer 
up his only son; for all those who will not endure chas- 
tening, but deny me, can not be sanctified. 

3. Behold, I say unto you, there were jarrings, and 
contentions, and enyyings, and strife, and lustud and 
covetous desites among them ; therefore by these things 
they polluted their inheritances. They were slow to 
h earken unto the voice of the Lord their Gk>d; therefore, 
the Lord their GK)d is slow to hearken unto their pray- 
ers, to answer them in the day of their trouble. In the 
day of their peace they esteemed lightly my counsel ; 
but in the day of their trouble, of necessity they feel 
after me. 

4. Verily I say unto you, nothwithstanding their sins, 
my bowels are filled with compassion toward them ; I 
will not utterly cast them off; and in the day of wrath 
I will remember mercy. I have sworn, and the decree 
hath gone forth by a former commandment which I 
have given unto you, that I would let fall the sword of 
mine indignation in the behalf of my people ; and eyen 
as I have said, it shall come to pass. Mine indignation 
18 soon to be poured out without measure upon all nar 
tions, and this will I do when the cup of their iniq&ity 
is full And in that day, all who are found upon the 
watch tower, or in other words, all mine Israel shall be 
saved. And they that have been scattered shall be

Dame ahall be crowned. TheTefoTfe^\a^ -^ox^xV^BaNs^Xw^ 
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eomforted concerning Zion, for all flesh is in mine 
hands : be still and know that I am God. Zion shall 
not be moved out of her place, notwithstanding her 

* children are scattered, they that remain and are pure 
in heart shall return and come to their inheritances ; 
they and their children, with sonfi^s of everlasting joy ; 
to build up the waste places of Zion. And all these 
things, that the prophets might he fulfilled. And be- 
hold, there is none other place appointed than that 
which I have appointed, neither shall there be any 
other place appointed than that which I have appointed 
for the work of the gathering of my saints, until the 
day cometh when there is found no more room for 
them ; and then 1 have other places which I will ap- 
point unto them, and they shall he called stakes, for the 
curtains, or the strength of Zion.

the earth, and in heaven. And all they who suffer per- 
secution for my name, and endure in faith, though tnev 
are ,called to lay down their lives for my sake, yet shall 
they partake of all this ^lory. Wherefore, fear not 
even unto death ; for in this world your joy is not full, 
but in me your joy is full Therefore, care not for the 
body, neither the life of the body ; bttt care for the soul, 
and for the life of the soul, and seek the face of the 
Lord always, that in patience ye may possess your souls, 
and ye shall have eternal life. When men are called 
unto mine everlasting gospel, and covenant with an 
everlasting covenant, they are accounted as the salt of 
the earth, and the savor of men. They are called to 
be the savor of men. Therefore, if that salt of the 
' earth lose its savor, behold it is thenceforth good for 
nothing, only to be cast out and trodden under the feet 
of men. Behold, here is wisdom concerning the chil- 
dren of Zion ; even many, but not all ; they were found 
transgressors, therefore, they must needs be chastened, 
lie that exalteth himself shall be abased, and he that 
abaseth himself shall be exalted.

my destroyed their works and broke down the olive trees. 

7. Now, behold, the nobleman, the lord of the vine- 
yard, called upon his servants, and said unto them, 
Why ! what is the cause of this great evil ? ought ye 
not to have done even as I commanded you ? and after 
ye had planted the vineyard, and built the hedge round 
about, and set watchmen upon the walls thereof, bui]t 
the tower also, and set a watchman upon the tower, and 
watched for my vineyard, and not have fallen asleep, 
lest the enemy should come upon you? and behold, the 
watchman upon the tower would have seen the enemy 
while he was yet afar o£f, and then you could have made 
ready and kept the enemy from breaking down the 
hedge thereof, and saved my vineyard from the hands 
of the destroyer.

And he said unto his servant, When 
I will : go ye straightway : and do all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you ; and this shall be my seal 
and blessing upon you ; a faithful and wise steward in 
the midst of mine house; a ruler in my kibedom. 
And his servant went straightway, and done all wings 
whatsoever his- lord commanded him, and after many 
days all things were fulfilled. 

9. A^ain, verily I say unto you, I will shdw Unto you . 
wisdom in me concerning all the churches, inasmuch * 
as they are willing to be guided in a right and proper 
way for their salvation, that the, work of the gatheriw 
together of my saints may continue, that 1 may build 
them up unto my name upon holy places ; for the time 
of harvest is come, and my word must needs bt ful- 
filled. Therefore, I must gather together my people 
according to the parable of the wheat and the tares, 
that the wheat may be secured in the garners to pos- 
eess eternal life, and be crowned with celestial glory 
when I shall come in the kingdom of my Father, to 
reward every man according as his work shall be; 
while the tares shall be bound in bundles, and their 
bands made strong, that they may be burned with un- 
quenchable fire. Therefore a commandment I give 
unto all the churches, that they shall continue to 
gather together unto the places which I have ap- 
pointed ; nevertheless, as I have said unto you in a 
former commandment, let not your gathering be in 
haste, nor by flight; but let all things be prepared 
bef<^ you; and in order that all things be pre- 
pared before you, observe the commandments which 1 
nave given concerning these things, which saith, cr 
teacheth, Ut purchase all the lands by money, which 
can be purchased for money, in the region round about 
the land which I have appointed to be the land of Zion, 
for the beginning at the gathering of my saints ; all the 
land which can be purchased in Jackson county, and 
the counties round about, and leave the residue in mine 
hand. 

10. Now, verily I say unto ^oxi^^afc ^ VSdl^ ^Kost^^^ 
ff^er together all theix moiie3%\ "W^ ^^^ ^S«s»j^>j«^ 
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done in their time, be not in haste; and observe to. 
have all things prepared before you. And let honor- 
able men be appointed, even wise men, and send them 
to purchase these lands ; and every <charch in the 
eastern countries when they are built up, if they will 
hearken unto this counsel, they may buy lands and 
gather together upon them, and in this way they may 
establish Zion. There is even now already in store a 
sufficient, yea, even abundance to redeem Zion, and 
establish her waste places, no more to be thrown down, 
were the churches, who call themselves after my name, 
willing to hearken to my voice. And again I say unto 
you, those who have been scattered by their enemies, 
it is my will that they should continue to importune 
for redress, and redemption, by the hands of those who 
are placed as rulers, and are in authority over you, ac- 
cording to the laws and constitution of the people 
which I have suffered to be established, and should be 
maintained for the rights and protection of all flesh, ' , 
according to just and holy principles, that «very man 
may act m doctrine, and principle pertaining to futur- 
ity, according to the moral agency which I have given 
unto them, that every man may be accountable for his 
own sins in the day of judgment Therefore, it is not 
right that any man should be in bondi^e one to 
another. And for this purpose have I established the 
Constitution of this land, by the hands of wise men 
whom I raised up unto this very purpose, and redeemed 
the land by the shedding of blood. 

11. Now, unto what shall I liken the children of 
Zion? 1 will liken them unto the parable of the 
woman and the unjust judge (for men ought always to 
pray and not to faint), which saith, There was in a 
city a judge which feared not God, neither regarded 
man. And there was a vvidow in that city, and she 
came unto him, saying. Avenge me of mine adversary. 
And he would not for a whife, but afterward he said 
within himself. Though I fear not God, nor regard 
man, yet because this widow trouble th me I will avenge 
her, Ust by her continual coming, she weary me. 
ThttB will I liken the ohWdx^n oi TiV^xv. . 
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12. Let them importune at the feet of the judge ; 
and if be heed them not, let them importune at the feet 
of the governor ; and if the governor heed them not, let 
them importune at the feet of the President ; and if 
the President heed .them not, then will the Lord arise 
and come forth out of his hiding place, and in his fury 
Tex the nation, and in his hot displeasure, and in his 
fierce anger, in his time, will cut off those wicked, on- 
fieiithful, and unjust stewards, and appoint them their 
portion among hypocrites and unbelievers; even in 
outer darkness, where there is weeping, and wailing, 
and gnashing of teeth. Pray ye, thererorQ, that their 
oars may be opened unto your cries, that I may be 
merciful unto them, that these things may not come 
upon them. What I have said unto you, must needs 
be, that all men may be left without excuse ; that wise 
men and rulers may hear and know that which they 
have never considered ; that I may proceed to bring to 
pass my act, my strange act, and perform my work, 
my strange work. That men may discern between 
the righteous and the wicked, saith your Qod. 

13. And again, I say unto you, it is contrary to my 
commandment, and my will, that my servant Sidney 
Gilbert should sell my storehouse, which I have ap- 
pointed unto my people, into the hands of mine ene- 
mies. Let not that which I have appointed, be pol-i 
luted by mine enemies, by the consent of those who 
call themselves after my name ; for this is a very sore 
and grievous sin against me, and against my people, in 
consequence of those things which 1 have decreed, and 
are soon to befall the nations. Therefore, It is my will 
that my people should claim, and hold claim, upon that 
which I have appointed unto them, though they should 
not be permitted to dwell thereon ; nevertheless, I do 
not say they shall not dwell thereon ; for inasmuch as 
they bring forth fruit and 'vorks meet for my kingdom, 
they shall dwell thereon; they shall build, and another 
shall not inherit it; they shall plant vineyards, and 
they shall eat the £ruit thereo£ men. so. Amea 
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SECTION XOIX. 

Minutes of the organization of the High Council of the 
Church of Christ of Latter-Day SaintSy Kirtiand^ 
February 11 y\^M. 

i. This day a general council of twenty-four high 
priests assembled at the house of Joseph Smith, Jr., br 
revelation, and proceeded to organize the high council 
of the Chufch of Christ, which was to consist of twelTB 
high priests, and one or three presidents, as the case 
might require. The high council was appointed by 
revelation for the purpose of settling important diffi- 
culties, which might arise in the church, which could 
Dot be settled by the church, or the bishop's coanoil, 
to the satisfaction of the parties. 

2. Joseph Smith, Jr., Sidney Rigdon, and Frederick 
0. Williams, were acknowledged presidents by the 
voice of the council ; and Joseph Smith, Sen./ John 
Smith, Joseph Coe, John Johnson, Martin Harris, John 
8. Carter, Jared Carter, Oliver Cowdery, Samuel H. 
Smith, Orson Hyde, Sylvester Smith, and Luke John- 
son, high priests, were chosen to be a standing council 
for the church, by the unanimous voice of the counoiL 
The above-namea councilors were then asked whether 
they accepted their appointments, and whether they 
would act in that office according to the law of heaven; 
to which they all answered, that they accepted their 
appointments, and would fill their offices according to 
the grace of God bestowed upon them. 

3. The number composing the council, who voted in 
the name and for the church in appointing the above- 
named councilors, were forty-three, as foBows : nine 
high priests, seventeen elders, four priests, and thirteen 
members. 

4. Voted : that the high council can not have power 
to act without seven of the above-named councilors, or 
iheir regularly appointed successors, are present 
These seven shall have power to appoint other high 
priests, whom they may consider worthy and capable, 
to act in the place of absent councilors. 

5. Voted: that wlaen^NW w\3 '^^wmvc^ ^"^KL ^^<&ur 
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by the death, removal from office for transgression, or 
removal from the bounds of this church government, 
of any one of the above-named councilors, it shall be 
filled by the nomination of the president or presidents, 
and sanctioned by the voice of a general council- of 
high priests, convened for that purpose, to act in the 
name of the church. 

6. The president of the church, who is also the 
president of the council, is appointed by revelation, 
and acknowledged, in his administration, by tb^ voice 
of the church; and it is according to the dignity of his 
office, that he should preside over the council of the 
church ; and it is his privilege to be assisted by two 
other presidents, appointed after the same manner that 
he himself was appointed ; and in case of the absence 
of one or both of those who are appointed to assist him, 
he has power to preside over the council without an 
assistant: and in case that he himself is absent, the 
other presidents have power to preside in bis stead, 
both or either, of them. 

7. Whenever an high council of the Church of Christ 
is regularly organized, according to the foregoing pat- 
tern, it shall be the duty of the twelve councilors to 
oast lots by numbers, and thereby ascertain who, of the 
twelve, shall speak first, commencing with number 1 ; 
and so in succession to number 12. 

8. Whenever this council convenes to act upon any 
case, the twelve councilors shall consider whether it is 
a difficult one or not ; if it is not, two only of the coun- 
cilors shall speak cpon it, according to the form above 
written. But if it is thought to be difficult, four shall 
be appointed ; and if more difficult, six : but in no case 
shall more than six be appointed to speak. The ac- 
oused, in all cases, has a right to one half of the coun- 
cil, to prevent insult or injustice; and the councilors 
appointed to speak before the council, are to present 
the case, after the evidence is examineij, in its true 
light, before the council ; and every man is to speak 
according to equity and justice. Those councilors who 
draw even numbers, that is, 2, 4^6^B^\Q ^xAVl^:^^^ 
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the individuali who are to stand up in the behalf of the 
accused, and prevent insult or injustice. 

9. In all cases the accuser and the accused shall 
have a privilege of speakinsr for themselves, before the 
counoil| after the evidences are heard, and the councilors 
who are appointed to speak on the case, have finished 
their remarks. After the evidences are heard, the 
councilors, accuser and accused have spoken, the presi- 
dent shall give a decision according to the understand- 
ing which he shall have of the case, and call upon the 
twelve councilors to sanction the same by their vote. 
But should the remaining councilors, who have not 
spoken, or any one of them, after hearing the evidenoes 
and pleading impartially, discover an error in the deci- 
sion of the president, they can manifest it, and the casa 
shall have a re-hearing ; and if, after a oareful re-hear- 
ing, any additional light is shown upon the case, the 
decision shall be altered accordingly ; but in oase no 
additional light is given, the first decision shall stand, 
the majority of the council having power to determine 
the same. 

10. In cases of difficulty respecting doctrine, or 
principle (if there is not a sufficiency written to make 
the case clear to the minds of the council), the presi- 
dent may inquire and obtain the mind of the Lord by 
revelation. 

11. The high priests, when abroad, have power to. 
cnll and oi'ganize a council after the manner of the 
foiegoing, to settle difficulties when the parties, or either 
of them, shall request it ; and the said council of high 
priests shall have power to appoint one of their own 
number, to preside over such council for the time be- 
ing. It shsQl be the duty of said council to transmit, 
immediately, a copy of their proceedings, with a full 
statement of the testimony accompanying their decision, 
to the high qouncil of the seat of the first presidency of 
the church; ' Should the parties, or either of them, be 
dissatisfied with the decision of said council, they may 
appeal to the high council of the seat of the first pre8i- 
dency of the church, and have a re-hearing, which 

ease shall there be conducted, ^L^GOit^Mv^Vi \}ivfc ^<^T\sDAt 
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pattern written, as though no tmch decision had been 
made. 

12. This council of high priests abroad, is only to be 
called on the most difficult oases of church matter^ ; 
and no common or ordinary case is to be sufficient to 
call such council The trayeling or located high priests 
abroad, have power to say whether it is necessary to 
call such a council or not 

13. There is a distinction between the high oonnoH 
of traveling high priests abroad, and the traveling high 
council composed of the twelve apostles, in their de- 
cisions : from, the decision df the former there can be 
an appeal, but from the decision of the latter there can 
not The latter can only be called in question by the 
general authorities of the church in case of trans- 
gression. 

14 Resolved, that the president, or presidents of the 
seat of the first presidency of the church, shall have 
power to determine whether any such case, as may be 
appealed, is justly entitled to a re-hearing, after exam- 
ining the appeal and the evidences and statements ao» 
companying it 

15. llie twelve oonncilors then proceeded to cast lots, 
or ballot, to ascertain who should speak first, and the 
following was the result, namely :

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Revelation given February ^ 1834. 
1. Verily I say nn/-<o you, my M«ndd&^ \i^^^s\ ^^r5!^ 
gir» onto jovl a royelation and ooiiniiiaidiSi^niV^^^'^^^^*^ 
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may know how to act in the discharge of your duties 
cuncerning the salvation and redemption of yoar 
brethren, who have been scattered on the hind of Zion, 
being driven and smitten by the hands of mine ene- 
mies; on whom ] will pour out my wrath without 
measure in mine own time; for I have suffered them 
thus far, that they might fill up the measure of their 
iniquities, that their cup might be full, and that those 
who call themselves after my name might be chastened 
for a little season, with a sore and grievous chastise- 
ment, because they did not kearken altogether unto 
the precepts and comma&dments which 1 gave unto 
them. 

2. But verily I say unto you, that 1 have decreed a 
decree which my people shall realize, inasmuch as they 
hearken from this very hour, unto the counsel which I, 
the Lord, their God shall give unto them. Behold, they 
shall, for I have decreed it, begin to prevail against mine 
enemies from this very hour, and by hearkening to ob- 
•erve all the words which I, the Lord their God, shall 
speak unto them, they shall never cease to prevail untti 
the kingdoms of the world are subdued unaer my feet ; 
and the earth is given unto the saints, to possess it for- 
ever and ever. But inasmuch as they Keep not my 
commandments, and hearken not to observe all my 
words, the kingdoms of the world shall prevail against 
them, for they were set to be a light unto the world, 
and to be the saviors of men; and inasmuch as they 
are not the saviors of men, they are as salt that has lost 
its savor, and is thenceforth good for nothing but to be 
cast out and trodden under foot of men. 

3. But verily 1 say unto you, I have decreed that 
your brethren, which have been scattered, shall return 
to the land of their inheritances and build up the waste 
places of Zion ; for after much tribula'tion, as I have 
said unto you in a former commandment, cometh the 
blessing. Behold, this is the blessing which I have pro- 
mised after your tribulations, and the tribulations of your 
brethren ; your redemption, and the redemption of your 
brethren ; even their restoration, to the land of Zion, to 
be e«tobiiflhed, no more to \ift ^to^wtjl ^^wa.\ \«i^«^^^ 
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less, if they pollute their inheritances, they shall be 
thrown down ; for I will not spare them if thej pollute 
their inheritances. Behold I say unto you, the redemp- 
tion of Zion must needs come by power ; therefore J 
will raise up unto my people a man, who shall lead 
them like as Moses led the children of Israel, for ye 
are the children of Israel, and of the seed of Abraham ; 
and ye must needs be led out of bondage by power, and 
with a stretched out arm ; and as your fathers were led 
at the first, even so shall the redemption of Zion be. 
Therefore, let not your hearts faint, tor I say not unto 
you as I said unto your fathers, mine angel shall go up 
before you, but not my presence; but 1 say unto you, 
mine angels shall go before you, and also my presence, 
and in time ye shall possess the goodly land. 

4. Verily, verily 1 say unto you, that my servant 
Banrak Ale is the man to whom 1 likened the servant to 
whom the Lord of the vineyard spoke in the parable 
which I have given unto yon. 

5. Therefore, let my servant Baurak Ale say unto 
the strength of my house, my young men and the 
middle aged, gather yourselves together unto the land of 
Zion, upon the land which I have bought with moneys 
that have been consecrated unto me ,* and let all the 
churches send up wise men, with their moneys, and 
purchase lands even as I have commanded them ; and 
inasmuch ^ mine enemies come against you to drive 
you from my goodly land, which I have consecrated to 
be the land of Zion ; even from your own lands after 
these testimonies, which ye have brought before me, 
against them, ye shall curse them ; and whomsoever ye 
curse, I will curse ; and ye shall avenge me of mine 
enemies ; and my presence shall be with you, even in 
avenging me of mine enemies, unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate me. 

6. Let no man be afraid to lay down his life for my 
sake ; for whoso layeth down bis life for my sake, shall 
^.nd it again. And whoso is not willing to lay down 
his life for my sake, is not my disciple. It \^ \sv^ '^xVs.^ 
that my servant Sidney Rigdon a\ia\\ \\^ \r^V\^^^vi.^ 
in the congregations, in the eastern <ic>\3L\i^x\^%^ v^v \rtv 
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firing the churcheii to keep the commandments whieh 
have ^iven unto them, oonoerning the restoration and 
redemption of Zion. It is mj will that my servant 
Parley P. Pratt, and my servant Lyman Wright shoald 
not return to the land of their brethren, until they 
have obtained companies to go up unto the land of 
Zion, by tens, or by twenties, or by fifties, or by an 
hundrea, until they have obtained to the number of 
five hundred of the strength of my house. Behold, 
this is my will ; ask and you shall receive, but men do 
not always do my will ; therefore, if you can not obtain 
five hundred, seek diligently that peradventure you 
may obtain three hundred ; and if ye can not obtain 
three hundred, seek diligently that peradventure je 
may obtain one hundred. But verily 1 say unto yoo, a 
commandment I give unto you, that ye shall not go ap 
unto the land of Zion, until you have obtained one hnn- 
dred of the strength of my house, to go up vnth yoa 
unto the land of Zion. Therefore, as I said unto yoo, 
ask and ye shall receive ; pray earnestly that perad- 
venture my servant Baurak Ale may go with you and 
preside in the midst of my people, and organize nj 
kingdom upon the consecrated land ; and establish the 
children of Zion, upon the laws and commandments, 
which have been, and which shall be given, unto you. 

7. All victory and glory is brought to pass unto 
you through your diligence, faithfulness, and pray- 
ers of faith. Let my servant Parley P. Pratt, journey 
with my servant Joseph Smith, Jr. Let my servant 
Lyman Wight, journey with my servant Sidney Rig- 
don, Let my servant Hyrum Smith, journey with my 
servant Frederick G. Williams. Let my servant Orson 
Hyde, journey with my servant Orson Pratt; witherso- 
ever my servant Joseph Smith, Jr., shall counsel them 
in obtaining the fulHIlment of these commandments, 
which I have given unto you, and leave the residue in 
mj hands. Even so. Amen. 
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SECTION CI. 

Bevelation given to Enochs concerning the order of the 
Church for the benefit of the poor. 

1. Verily I say unto you, my friends, I give unto you 
counsel and a commandment, concerning all the prop* 
erties which belong to the order, which I commanded 
to be organized and established, to be an united order, 
and an everlasting order for the benefit of my church, 
and for the salvation of men until I come, with promise 
immutable and unchangeable, that inasmuch as those 
whom 1 commanded were faithful, they should be 
blessed with a multiplicity of blessings ; but inasmuch 
as they were not faithful, they were nigh unto cursing. 
Therefore, inasmuch as some of my servants have not 
kept the commandment, but have broken the covenant, 
by covetousness and with feigned words, 1 have cursed 
them with a verv sore and grievous curse ; for I, the Lord, 
have decreed in my heart, that inasmuch as any man, 
belonging to the order, shall be found a transgressor ; 
or, in other words, shall break the covenant with which 
ye are bound, he shall be cursed in his life, and shall 
be trodden down by whom I will, for 1, the Lord, am 
not to be mocked in these things ; and all this that the 
innocent among you, may not be condemned with the 
unjust; and that the guilty among you may not escape, 
because I, the Lord, have promised unto you a crown 
of glory at my right hand Therefore, inasmuch as 
you are found transgressors, ye can not escape my 
wrath in your lives; inasmuch as ye are cut off by 
transgression, ye can not escape the buffetings of Satan 
until the day of redemption. 

2. And I now give unto you power from this very 
hour, that if any man among you, of the order, is found 
a transgressor, and repenteth not of the evil, that ye 
shall deliver him over unto the buffetings of Satan ; 
and he shall not have power to bring evil upon you. 
It is wisdom in me ; therefore^ a comT[iWDL^TDL<iv\\» \ ^-si^ 
unto jou, that ye shall organize yoviTa^Vi^a,^:^^^ ^^y^Jv^ 
every ma,n. his stewardship, that e-^WN Tn^Avxawj ^x^-aa- 
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account unto me of the stewardship which is appointed 
unto him ; for it is expedient that I, the Lora, ^ould 
make every man accountable, as stewards over earthly 
blessings, which 1 have made and prepared for my 
•creatures. I, the Lord, stretched out the heavens, and 
builded the earth as a very handy work ; and all things 
therein are mine ; and it is my purpose to provide for 
my saints, for all things are mine ; but must needs be 
done in mine own way ; and behold this is the way, 
that I, the Lord, have decreed to provide for my saints ; 
thaj; the poor shall be exalted, in that the rich are 
Iriipte low ; for the earth is full, and there is enough 
and to spare ; yea, I prepared all things, and have given 
unto the children of men to be a<jent8 ^iito themselves.

3. And now, verily I say unto you, concerning the 
properties of the order: let my servant Pelagoram 
have appointed unto him the place where he now re- 
sides, and the lot of Tahhanes, for his stewardship, for 
his support while he is laboring in my vineyard, e?eft 
as I will when I shall command him ; and let all things 
be done according to the counsel of the order, and uni- 
ted consent, or voice of the order, which dwell in the 
iand of Shinehah. And this stewardship and blessing, 
1, the Lord confer upon my servant Pelagoram, for a 
blessing upon him, and his seed after himf and I will 
multiply blessings upon him, inasmuch as he shall be 
humble before me. 

4. And again, let my servant Mahemson have ap- 
pointed unto him, for his stewardship, the lot of land 
which my servant Zombre obtained in exchange for 
his former inheritance, (or him and his seed after him ;

8. And again, let my servant Gazelam have appointed 
unto him, the lot which is laid off for the building of 
my house, which is forty rods long, and twelve wide, 
and also the inheritance upon which his father now re- 
sides; and this is the beginning of the stewardship 
which I have appointed unto him, for a blessing upon 
him, and upon his father ; for behold I have reserved 
an inheritance for his father, for his support^ there- 
fore he shall be reckoned in the house of my servant 
Gazelam ; and f will multiply blessings upon the house 
of my servant Gazelam, inasmuch as he i& faithful, even 
a multiplicity of blessings. 

9. And now a commandment I give unto you ooor 
cerning Zion, that you shall no longer be bound as an 
united order to your brethren of Zion, only on ihis 
wise : after you are organized, you shall be called the 
united order of the stake of Zion, the city of Shinehah. 
And your brethren, after they are organized, shall be 
called the united order of the city of Zion ; and they 
shall be organized in their own names, and in their 
own name ; and they shall do their business in their 
i>wn name, and in their own names ; and you shall do 
fovLT business in your own name, and in your own 
names. And this I have commanded to be done for your- 
salvation, and also for their salvation in consequence of 
their being driven out, and that which is to come. The 
covenants being broken through transgression, b^ covet- 
ousness and feigned words; therefore, you are dissolved 
as a united order with your brethren, that you are not 
bound only up to this hour, unto them| only on this 
wise, as I said, by loan, as shall be agreed by this or- 
der, in council, as your ciroi^mstanoes will admit, and 
the voice of the council direct 

10. And again, a commandment I give unto jtm oon* 

cemiDg vour stewardship which. I have appointed nalo 

you; boheld all thete piop«t^«m «x% mTA> ^ ^^^MT 
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faith is vain, and ye are found hypocrites, and the cot- 
enants -which ye have made unto me are broken ; and 
if the properties are mine then ye are stewards, other- 
wise ye are no stewards. . But verily I say unto you, I 
have appointed unto you to be stewards over mine 
house, even stewards indeed; and for this purpose I 
have commanded you to organise yourselves, even tQ 
Shinelah my words, the fullness of my scriptures, the 
revelations which I have given unto you, and which I 
^hall hereafter, from time to time, give unto you, for 
the purpose of building up my church and kingdom on 
the earth, and to prepare mj people for the time when 
I shall dwell with them, which is nigh at hand. 

11. And ye shall prepare for yourselves a treasury, 
and consecrate it unto my name ; and ye shall appoint 
one among you to keep the treasury, and he shall be 
ordained unto this blessing ; and there shall be a seal 
upon the treasury, and all the sacred things shall be 
delivered into tne treasury, and no man amon^ you 
shall call it his own, or any part of it, for it shall be- 
long to you all with one accord ; and I give it unto you 
from this very hour ; and now see to it, that ye go to 
and make use of the stewardship which I have ap- 
pointed unto you, exclusive of the sacred things, for 
the purpose of Shinelane these sacred things, as I 
have saia ; and the avails of the sacred things shall be 
had in the treasury, and a seal shall be upon it, and it 
shall not be used or taken out of the treasury by any 
one, neither shall the seal be loosed which shall be 
placed upon it, only by the voice of the order, or by 
commandment And thus shall ye preserve the avails 
of the sacred things in the treasury, for sacred and 
holy purposes; and this shall be called the sacred 
treasury of the Lord ; and a seal shall be kept upon it, 
that it may be holy and consecrated unto the Lord. 

12. And again, there shall be another treasury pre- 
pared and a treasurer appointed to keep the treasury, and 
a seal shall be placed upon it; and all moneys that you 
receive in your stewardships, by improving upon the 
properties which I have appointed ^qoiYa ^ts»T^*x& VtsoM^ 
or ID land§, or in cattle, or in «l\\ ^\t\!Qi «m^ ^ Vj% ^^b^ 

25 
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holy and sacred writings, which I have reserved onto 
myself for holy and sacred purposes, shall be cast into 
the treasury as fast as you receive moneys, by hun- 
dreds or by fifties, or by twenties, or by tens, or by 
fives, or in other words, if any man among you obtain 
five talents let him cast them into the treasury ; or if 
he obtain ten, or twenty, or fifty, or an hundred, let 
him do likewise ; and let not any man among you say 
that it is his own, for it shall not be called his, nor any 
part of it ; and there shall not any part of it be used, 
or taken out of the treasury, only by the voice and 
common consent of the order. And this shall be the 
voice and common consent of the order : that any man 
among you, say unto the treasu^'r, I have need of this 
to help me in my stewardship ; if it be five talents, or 
if it be ten talents, or twentv, or fifty, or an hundred, 
the treasurer shall give unto nim the sum which he re- 
anires, to help him in his stewardship, until he be 
tQund a transgressor, and it is manirest before the 
council of the order plainly, that he is an unfaithful 
and an unwise steward ; but so long as he is full in fel- 
lowship, and is faithful, and wise in his stewardship, this 
shall be his token unto the treasurer that the treasurer 
shall not withhold. But in case of transf;re8sion the 
treasurer shall be subject unto the council and voice 
of the order. And in case the treasurer is found an un- 
faithful, and an unwise steward, he shall be subject to 
the counsel and voice of the order, and shall oe re- 
moved out of his place, and another shall be appointed 
in his stead. 

13. And again, verily I say unto you, concerning 
your debts, behold it is my will that you shall pay aU 
your debts ; and it is my vnll that you should humble 
yourselves before me, ana obtain this blessins by your 
diligence and humilii?^, and the prayer of laith ; and 
inasmuch as you are diligent and humble, and exercise 
the prayer of faith, behold I will spften the hearts of 
those to whom you are in debt, until I shall send means 
unto yoa for your deliverance. Therefore write 
apeedily unto Cainhannoch, and write according to 
mi which thall b« dioteAA^ \)»3 iks %^mVvad I will 
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sofiben the hearts of those to whom you are in debt, that 
it shall be taken away out of their minds to bring af- 
fliction upon you. And inasmuch as ye are humble 
and faithful and call upon my name, behold I will give 
you the victory. I give unto you a promise, that you 
shall be delivered this once, out of your bondage ; in- 
asmuch as you obtain a chance to loan money by hun- 
dreds, or thousands, even until you shall loan enough 
to deliver yourselves from bondage, it is your privilege, 
and pledge the properties which I have put into your 
hanoSi this once, by giving your names, by common 
consent, or otherwise, as it shall seem good unto you. 
I give unto you this privilege, this once, and behold, if 
you proceea to do the things which I have laid before, 
you, according to my commandments, all these things 
are mine, and ye are my stewards, and the master will 
not suffer his house to be broken up. Even so. Aaen.

SECTION cn. 

Revelation aivethon Fishing Rivera Missouri^ June 22^ 

1834. 

1. Verily I say unto you, who have assembled your 
selves together that you may learn my will concerning 
the redemption of mine afflicted people : 

2. Behold, I say unto yon, were it not for the trans- 
gressions of my people, speaking concerning the church 
and not indiviouals, they might have been redeemed 
even now; but, behold, they have not learned to be obe- 
dient to the things which 1 require at their hands, but 
are full of all manner of evil, and do not impart of their 
substance, as becometh saints, to the poor and afflicted 
among them, and are not united according to the union 
required by the law of the celestial kingdom ; and Zion 
can not be built up unless it is by the principles of the 
law of the celestial kingdom, otherwise I can not re- 
ceive her unto myself; and my people must needs be 
chastened until they learn obedience, if it must needs 
be, by the things wnich they suffer. 

3. I speak not concemmg tho^e 'sVio ^t^ w^-^ydSA. 
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to lead my people, who are tlie first elders of my church, 
for they are not all under this condemnation ; but I speak 
concernin|; my churches abroad ; there are many >ho 
will say, Where is their God f Behold, he will deliver in 
time of trouble ; otherwise we will nob go up unto Zion, 
and will keep our moneys. Therefore, in consequence 
of the transgression of my {>eople, it is expedient in me 
that mine elders should wait for a little season for the 
redemption of Zion, that they themselves may be pre- 
pared, and that my {)eople may be taught more per- 
fectly, and have experience, and know more perfectly, 
concerning their duty, and the things which I require 
at their hands ; and this can not be brought to pass un- 
til mine elders are endowed with power from on high ; 
for behold, ] have prepared a great endowment and 
blessing to be poured out upon them, inasmuch as they 
are ftiithful, and continue in humility before me ; there- 
fore, it is expedient in me that mine elders should wait 
for a little season, for the redemption of Zion ; for he* 
hold, I do not require at their hands to fight the battles 
of Zion ; for, as I said in a former commandment, even 
80 will I fulfill, I will fight your battles. 

4. Behold, the destroyer 1 have sent forth to destroy 
and lay waste mine enemies; and not many yean 
hence, they shall not be left to pollute mine heritage, 
and to blaspheme my name upon the lands which I 
have consecrated for the gathering together of my 
saints. 

5. Behold, I have commanded my servant Baurak 
Ale, to say unto the strength of my house, even my 
warriors, my young men and middle-aged, to gather to- 

§ ether for the redemption of my people, and throw 
own the towers of mine enemies, and scatter their 
watchmen; but the strength of mine house have not 
hearkened unto my words; but inasmuch as there are 
those who have hearkened unto my words, I have pro- 
pared a blessing and an endowment for them, if thev 
continue faithful. T have heard their prayers, and will 
accept their offering; and it is expedient in me, that 
they should bo bToug\it t\\vx% ^^x.^ ^<^t «» tsvo^l of their 
iSufih. 
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6. And DOW, verily 1 say onto yoa, a commandment 
I give unto you, that as many aa have come ap hither^ 
that can stay in the region round about, let them stay; 
and tiiose that can not stay, who have families in the 
east, let them tarry for a little season, inasmuch as my 
servant Joseph shall appoint unto them, for I will coun- 
sel him concerning this matter; and all things whatso- 
ever he shall appoint unto them shall be fulfilled. 

7. And let all my people who dwell in the regions 
round about, be very faitnful, and prayerful, and hum* 
ble before me, and reveal not the things which I have 
revealed unto them, until it is wisdom m me that they 
should be revealed. Talk not judgment, neither boast 
of faith, nor of mighty works; but carefuUy gather to- 
gether, as much in one region as can be consistently 
with the feelings of the people : and behold, I will give 
unto you favor and grace in their eyes, that you may 
rest in peace and sa&ty, while you are saying unto the 
people, execute judgment and justice for us according 
to law, and redress us of our wrongs. 

8. Now, behold, 1 say unto you, my friends, in this 
way you may find favor in the eyes of the people, until 
the army of Israel becomes very great; and I will 
sodben the hearts of the people, as I did the heart of 
Pharaoh, from time to time, until my servant Baurak 
Ale, and Baneemy, whom I have appointed, shall have 
time to gather up the strength of my house, and to have 
sent wise men, to fulfill t^at which I have commanded 
concerning the purchasing of all the lands in Jackson 
county, that can be purchased, and in the ac^oining 
counties round about; for it is my will that these lands 
Bhould be purchased, and afler they are purchased that 
my saints should possess them accofding to the laws of 
consecration which I have given; and afler thes9 lands 
are purchased, I will hold the armies of Israel guiltless 
in taking po8$»ession of their own lands, which they 
have previously purchased with their moneys, and of 
throwing down the towers of mine enemies, that may 
be upon them, and scattering their '?7^tc\^\s!k«^^ %:cA 
avenging me of mine enemieS) \mto MXi^ VNivc^ ^ja^Vs'os!^ 

generation of them that hate m%. 
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9. But firstly, let my anny become very great, and 
let it be sanctified before me, that it may become fair 
as the sun, and clear as the moon, and that her ban- 
ners may be terrible unto all nations ; that the king- 
doms' of this world ma^ be constrained to acknowledge 
that the kingdom of Zion is in yery deed the kingdom 
of our God and his Christ; thereJbre, let us become 
subject unto her laws. 

10. Verily I say unto you, it is exnedient in me that 
the first elders of m^ church should reoeiye their en- 
dowment from on high, in my house, which I haye 
commanded to be built unto my name in the land of 
Kirtland ; and let those commandments which I haye 
giyen concerning Zion and' her law, be executed and 
fulfilled, afler her redemption. There has been a day 
of calling, but the time has come for a day of choosins; 
and let those be chosen that are worthy ; and it shiSl 
be manifest unto my seryant, by the yoice of the Spirit, 
those that are chosen, and they shall be sanctified; and 
inasmuch as they follow the counsel which they re- 
oeiye, they shall haye power after many days to accom- 
plish all things pertaining to Zion. 

1 1. And again, I say unto you, sue for peace, not 
only the people that haye smitten you, but also to all 
people ; and lift up an ensign of peace, and make a 
proclamation for peace unto tne enas of the earth ; and 
make proposals for peace, unto those who haye smitten 
you, aQcording to the yoice of the Spirit which is in 
yon, and all things shall work together for your good ; 
therefore, be faithful, and behold, and lo, I am with 
you eyen unto the end. Eyen so. Amen.

Mevelation given November^ 1834. 

1. It is my will that my seryant, Warren A. Cow- 

dery, should be appointed and ordained x» presiding 

high priest oyer my church in the land of Freedom, 

Bnd the regions round a\)o\xt^ vaA ^c>\kV4 -^T^nQh my 

^reriasting gospel, and \Ut \i^\v\s '^oK^ife «Da.^w^jroL ^<!i 
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people, not only in his own place, bat in the adjoining 
countries, and devote his whole time in this high and 
holy calling which I now give unto him, seeking dili- 
gently the kingdom of heaven and its righteousness, 
and all thiqgs necessary shall be added thereunto; 
for the laborer is worthYj>f his hire. 

2. And again, verily JtBa^ unto you, the coming of 
the Lord draweth nigh, and it overtaketh the world as 
a thief in the night ; therefore, gird up your loins that 
you may be the children of the hght, and that day shall 
not overtake you as a thief. 

3. And again, verily I say tin to you, there was joy 
in heaven when my servant, Warren, bowed to my 
scepter, and separated himself from the crafts of men ; 
therefore, blessed is my servant, Warren, for I will 
have mercy on him, and notwithstanding the vanity of 
his heart, I will lift him up inasmuch as he will hum- 
ble himself before me ; and I will give him grace and 
assurance wherewith he may stand ; and if he continue 
to be a faithful witness and a light unto the church, I 
have prepared a crown for him in the mansions of my 
Father. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION CIV. 

ON PRIESTHOOD. 

1. There are, in the church, two priesthoods, namely : 
the Melchisedek, and the Aaronic, including the Leviti* 
oal priesthood. Why the first is called the Melchise- 
dek priesthood, is because Melchisedek was such a 
great high priest : before his day it was called the holy 
priesthood^ after the order of the Son of God; but out 
of respect or reverence to the name of the Supreme 
Being, to avoid the too frequent repetition of his name, 
they, the church, in ancient days, called that priest- 
hood after Melchisedek, or the Melchisedek priest- 
hood. ' 

2. All other authorities, or offices in the <&hnx^\s. 
are appendages to this priefil\iOO^\ \i\3k\. VJa^t^ ^x^ ^J^^ 
diriaioDa, or grand heads — on^ \s ^^^ '^s^.Ok»«^!^ 
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priesthood, and the other is the Aaron ic, or Levitical 
priesthood. 

3. The o£Bce of an elder eomes under the priesthood 
of Melchisedek. The Melchisedek priesthood holds the 
right of presidency, and has power and authority over 
all the omoes in the church, in all ages of the world, to 
administer in spiritual thinj^. 

4. The presidency of the high priesthood, aHer the 
order of Melchisedek, have a right to officiate in all 
the offices in the church. . 

5. High priests, after the order of the Melchisedek 
priesthood, have a right to officiate in their own stand- 
ing, under the direction of the presidency, in admin- 
istering spiritual things, and also in the office of an 
elder, priest (of the Levitical order), teacher, deacon 
and member. 

6. An elder has, a right to officiate in his stead when 
the high priest is not present 

7. The high priest and elder are to administer in 
spiritual things, agreeably to the covenants and com- 
mandments of the church; and they have a right to 
officiate in all these offices of the church when there 
are no higher authorities present 

8. The second priesthood is called the priesthood of 
Aaron, because it was conferred upon Aaron and his 
seed, throughout all their generations. Why it is called 
the lesser priesthood is, because it is an appendage to 
the greater, or the Melchisedek priesthood, and has 
power in administering outward ordinances. The bish- 
opric is the presidency of this priesthood, and holds 
the keys or authority of the same. No man has a legal 
right to this office, to hold the keys of this priesthood,, 
except he be a literal descendant of Aaron. But as a 
high priest of the Melchisedek priesthood has author- 
ity to officiate in all the lesser offices, he may officiate 
in the office of bishop when no literal descendant of 
(Laron can be found, provided he is called and set apart 
tnd ordained unto this power by the hands of the pres- 
idency of the Melchisodek priesthood^. 

9. !rhe power and authority of the higher, or Mel- 
cbiaedek, priesthood, is to \\o\^ ^iXx^ Yv^^ ^1 vi5\ sjBk% 
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spiritual blessings of the church ; to have the privilege 
of receiving the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven ; 
to have the heavens opened unto them ; to commune 
with the general assembly and church of the first 
horn ; and to enjoy the communion and presence of 
God the Father, and Jesus the Mediator of the new 
covenant 

10. The power and authority of the lesser, or 
Aaronic, priesthood is, to hold the keys of the minis- 
tering of angels, and to administer in outward ordi- 
nances — ^the letter of the gospel — the baptism of repent- 
ance for the remission of sins, agreeably to the cove^ 
nants and commandments. 

11. Of necessity, there are presidents, or presiding 
offices, growing out of, or appointed of, or from among 
those who are ordained to the several offices in these 
two priesthoods. Of the Melchisedek priesthood, three 
presiding high priests, chosen by the body, appointed 
and ordained to that office, and upheld by the confi- 
fidence, faith and prayer of the church, form a quorum 
of the presidency of the church. The twelve traveling 
counselors are called to be the twelve apostles, or spe- 
cial witnesses of the name of Christ, in all the world ; 
thus differing from other officers in the church in the 
duties of their calling. And they form a quorum equal 
in authority and power to the three presidents pre- 
viously mentioned. The seventy are also called to 
preach the gospel, and to be especial witnesses unto 

> the Gentiles and in all the world — thus dififerin^ from 
other officers in the church in the duties of their call- 
ing ; and they form a quorum equal in authority to that 
of the twelve especial witnesses, or apostles, just 
named. And every ' decision made by either of these 
quorums must be by the unanimous voice of the same; . 
that is, every member in each quorum must be ^agreed 
to its decisions, in order to make their decisions of ^bh 
same power or validity one with the other. (A major- 
ity may form a quorum, when circumstances render it 
impossible to be otherwise.) Unless this is the case^ 
their decisions are not entitled \fs ^^ ^axu^ \^^'^<vBv'i|^ 
whiob the decisions of a quoiuni o^ t\«^^ Yt^«A«iXvv^ 
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were Anciently, who were ordained afber the order of 
Melchisedek, and were righteous and holy men. The 
decisions of these quorums, or either of them, are to 
be made in all righteousness) in holiness and lowliness 
of heart, meeknbss and long-suffering, and in faith and 
virtue and knowledge ; temperance, patience, godliness, 
brotherly kindness and charity, because the promise is, 
if these things abound in them, they shall not be un- 
fruitful in the knowledge of the Lord. And in case 
that any decision of these quorums is made in unright- 
eousness, it may be brought before a general assembly 
of the several quorums which constitute the spiritual 
authorities of the church, otherwise there can be no 
appeal from their decision. 

12. The twelve are a traveling, presiding high coun- 
cil, to officiate in the name of the Lord, under the di- 
rection of the presidency of the church, agreeably to 
the institution of heaven, to build up the church and 
regulate all the affairs of the same, in all nations; first 
unto the Gentiles, and secondly unto the Jews. 

13. The seventy are to act in the name of the Lord, 
under the direction of the twelve, or the traveling high 
council, in building up the church, and regulating all 
the affairs of the same, in all nations; first unto the 
Gentiles, and then to the Jews ; the twelve being sent 
out, holding the keys to open the door by the procla- 
mation of the gospel of Jesus Christ; and first onto 
the Gentiles, and then unto the Jews. 

14. The standing high councils, at the stakes of 
Zion, form a quorum equal in authority, in the affairs 
of the church, in all their decisions, to the quorum of 
tb« presidency or to the traveling high council. 

15. The high council in Zion forms a quorum equal 
Id authorityyin the affairs of the church, in all their 
decisions, to the councils of the twelve at the stakes of 
Zion. 

16. It is the duty of the traveling high council to 
oall upon the seventy, when they need assistance, to fill 
the several calls for preaching and administering the 
gospelf instead of any othenu 

17. it is the duty o£ tiie t^tVi^/v^ «J^^3Mt^\swwwO>\^t^ 
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of the church, to ordain evangelical miniBters, as they 
shall be designated unto them by revelation. 

18. The order of this priesthood was confirmed to bo 
handed down from father to son, and rightly belongs to 
the literal descendants of the chosen seed, to whom the 

Sromises were made. This order was instituted in the 
ays of Adam, and came down by lineage in the fol- 
lowing manner : < 

19. From Adam to^eth, who was ordained by Adam 
at the age of 69 years, and was blessed by him three 
years previous to his (Adam's) dieath, and received the 
promise of God bv his father, that his posterity should 
DO the chosen of the Lord, and that they should be 
preserved unto the end of the earth, because he [Sethj] 
was a perfect man, and his likeness was the express 
likeness of his father, insomuch that he seemed to be 
like unto his father in all things ; and could be distin- 
guished from him only by his age. 

20. Enos was ordained at the age of 134 years, and 
four months, by the%and of Adam. 

21. Gk)d called upon Gainan in the wilderness, in the 
fortieth year of his age, and he met Adam in journey- 
ing to the place Shedolamak: he was eighty-seven 
years old when he received his ordination. • 

22. Mahalaleel was 496 years and seven days old 
when he was ordained by the hand of Adam, who also 
blessed him. 

23. Jared was 200 years old when he was ordained 
under the hand of Aaam, who also blessed him. 

24. Enoch was 25 years old. when he was ordained 
under the hand of Adam, and he was 65 and Adam 
blessed him — and he saw the Lord: and he walked 
with him, and wad before his &ce continually : and he 
walked with God 365 years : making him 430 years old 
when he was translated. 

25. Methuselah was 100 years old when he was or- 
dained under the hand of Adam. 

426. Lamech was 32 years old when he was ordained 
under the hand of Seth. 

27. Noah was 10 years old 'wVieTi \i« ^«a ^sc^ai^^^ 
under tiie hand of liiUlimselah. 



i 
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28. Three years previoas to the death of Adam, he 
called Seth, Eaos, Cainan, Mahalaleel, Jared, Enoch, 
and Methuselah, who were all high priestf, with the 
residue of his posterity, who were righteous, into the 
valley of Adam ondi ahman, and there bestowed upon 
bhem his last blessing. And the Lord appeared unto 
them, and they rose up and blessed Adam, and oalled 
him Michael, the Prince, the Archangel And the 
Lord administered comfort unto Adam, and said unto 
him, I have set thee to be at the head: a multitude of 
nations shall come of thee ; and thou art a prince over 
them forever. 

29. And Adam stood up in the midst of the congre- 
gation, and notwithstanding he was bowed down with 
age, being full of the Holy Ghost, predicted whatsoever 
should befall his posterity unto the latest generation. 
These things were all written in the Book. of Enoch, 
and are to be testified of in due time. 

30. It is the duty of the twelve, also, to ordain and 
set in order all the other offioers|of the church, agree- 
ably to the revelation which says : 

31. To the church of Christ in the land of Zion, in 
addition to the church laws, respecting church business : 
Verily, I say unto you, says the Lord of hosts,' there 
must needs be presiding elders, to preside over those 
who are of the office of an elder ; and also priests, to 
preside over those who are of the office of a priest ; and 
also teachers to preside over those who are of the office 
of a teacher, in like manner ; and also the deacons : 
wherefore, from deacon to teacher, and from teacher 
to priest, and from priest to elder, severally as they are 
appointed, according to the covenants and command- 
ments of the church; then comes the high priesthood, 
which is the greatest of all ; wherefore, it must needs 
be that one be appointed, of the hijgh priesthood, to 
preside over the priesthood; and he shall be called 
president of the high priesthood of the church, or, in 
other words, the presicUng high priest over the high 
priesthood of the church. From the same comes the 
adiainistering of ordinaniQe^ «Ad \bleaaiiigji upon the 
obarohj by the layiiigoii o(\}[i%\iAXi^ 
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32. Wherefore the office of a bishop is not equal 
unto it; for the office of a bishop is in administering 
all temporal things: nevertheless, a bishop must be 
chosen from the high priesthood, unless he is a literal 
descendant of Aaron : for unless he is a literal de- 
scendant of Aaron he can not hold the keys of that 
priesthood. Nevertheless, a-lsigh priest, that is after 
the order of Melchisedek, may be set apart unto the 
ministering of temporal things, having a knowledge of 
them by the Spirit of truth, and also to be a judge in 
Israel, to do the business of the church, to sit m judg- 
ment upon transgressors, Upon testimony, as it shall 
be laid before him, according to the laws, by the assist- 
ance of his counselors, whom he has chosen, or will 
ohoose among the elders of the church. This is the- 
duty of a bishop who is not a literal descendant of 
Aaron, but has been ordained to the high priesthood 
after the order of Melohisedek. 

33. Thus shall he be a judge, even a common judge 
among the inhabitants of Zion, or in a stake of Zion, 
or in any branch of the church where he shall be set 
apart unto this ministry, until the borders of Zion are 
enlarged, aud it becomes necessary to have other 
bishops, or judges in Zion, or elsewhere: and inas- 
much as there are other bishops appointed they shall 
act in the same office. 

34. But a literal des<$endant of Aaron has a legal 
right to the presidency of this priesthood, to the keys 
of this ministry, to act in the office of bishop independ- 
ently, without counselors, except in a case where a 

President of the high priesthood, after the order of 
[elchisedek, is tried ; to sit as a judge in Israel. And 
the decision of either of these councils, agreeably to 
the commandment which says : 

35. Again, verily I say unto you : the most impor- 
tant business of the church, and the most difficult 
cases of the church, inasmuch as there is not satisfac- 
tion upon the decision of the bishop, or judges, it shall 
be handed over aiid carried up unto the council of the 
church, before the presidency of the hi^cjii i^T\ft%\iV!i<&^\ 
and the presidency ^f the ooHiaoW q^ ^« Vx^gp^ ^Tv^niir 
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hood shall have power to call other high priests, even 
twelve, to assist as counselors ; and thas the presidency 
of the hish priesthood, and its counselors shall have 
power to decide upon testimony according to the laws 
:f the church. And after this decision it shall be had 
in remembrance no moae before the Lord ; for this is 
the highest council ot the church of Qod, and a final 
decision upon controversies, in spiritual matters. 

36. There is not any person belonging tp the ohuroh, 
who is exempt from this council of the church. 

37. And inasmuch as a president of the high prieBt* 
hood shall transgress, he shall be had in remembrance 
before the common council of the church, who shall 
be assisted by twelve councilors of the high prieit- 
hood ; and their decision upon his head shall be an end 
of controversy concerning him. Thus, none shall be 
exempted from the justice and the laws of Qod; that 
all things may be done in order and solemnity, before 
him, according to truth and righteousness. 

38. And again, verily I say untOi you, the duty of a 
president over the office of a deacon, is to preside over 
twelve deacons, to sit in council with them, and to 
teach them their duty — edifying one another as it is 
given according to the covenants. 

39. And also the duty of the president over the 
office of the teachers, is to preside over twenty-four 
of the teachers, and to sit in council with them — 
teaching them the duties of their office, as given in the 
covenants. 

40. Also the duty of the president over the priest- 
hood of Aaron, is to preside over forth-eight priests, 
and sit in council with them, to teach them the duties 
of their office, as is given in the covenants. This presi- 
dent is to be a bishop ; for this is one of the duties of 
this priesthood. 

41. Again, the duty of the president over the office 
of elderri is to preside over ninety-six elders, and to sit 
in council with them, and to teach theip according to 
the covenants. This presidency is a distinct one from 
thtit of the seventy, und \& doc^x^gDA^- to t^hoM whq do 
not travel into all the woTVd. 
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42. And again, the duty of the president of the 
office of the high priesthood is to preside over the 
whole church, and to be like unto Moses. Behold, 
here is wisdom, yea, to be a seer, a revelator, a trans- 
lator and a prophet; having all the gifts of God whicb 
he bestows upon the head of the church. 

43. And it is according to the vision, showing the 
order of the seventy, that £hey dhould have seven presi- 
dents to preside over them, chosen out of the number 
of the seventy, and the seventh prefsident of these presi- 
dents is to preside over the six ; and these seven presi- 
dents are to choose other seventy besides the first sev- 
enty, to whom they belong, and are to preside over 
them; and also other seventy ^til seven time sev- 
enty, if the labor in the vineyard of necessity requires 
it. And these seventy are to be traveling ministers 
unto the Gentiles, firsts and also unto the Jews, whereas 
other officers of the church, who belong not unto the 
twelve neither to the seventy, are not under the respon- 
sibility to travel among all nations, but are to travel as 
their circumstance shall allow, notwithstanding they 
may hold as high and responsible offices in the church. 

44. Wherefore, now let every man learn his duty, 
and to act in th^ office in which he is appointed, in all 
diligence. He that is slothful shall not be counted wor- 
thy to stand, and he that learns not his duty and shows 
himself not approved, shall not be counted worthy to 
stand. Even so. Amen.

SECTION CV. 



TTie word of {he Lord, givers unto Thomas B. Marshy 
at Kiriland^ July 23, 1837, concerning the Twelve 
Apostles of the Lamb. 

1. Verily thus saith the Lord unto 'you my servant, 
Thomas, I have heard thy prayers, and thine alms have 
come up as a memorial before me, in behalf of those 
thy brethren who were chosen to bear testimony of ta^ 
name, and to send it abroad amoii^ «X\ \is.>CvsssA >Kaif 
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dreds, tongues, and people ; and ordained through the 
instrumentality of my servants. 

2. Verily I say unto you, there have been some few 
things in thine heart and with thee, with which I, the 
liord, was not well pleased ; nevertheless inasmuch as 
thou hast abased thyself .hou shalt be exalted; therefore, 
all thy sins are forgiven thee. Let thy heart be of 
good cheer before my face, and thou shalt bear record 
of my name, not only unto the Gentiles, but also unto the 
Jews ; and thou shalt send forth my words unto the 
end of the earth. 

3. Contend thou, therefore, morning by morning, 
and day after day let thy warning voice go forth ; and 
when tb^ night cometh, let not the inhabitants of the 
earth slumber because of thy speech. 

4. Let thy habitation be known in Zion, and re- 
move not thy house, for I, the Lord, have a great work 
for thee to do, in publishing my name among the chil- 
dren of men ; therefore, gird up thy loins for the work. 
Let thy feet be shod also for thou art chosen and thy 
path lieth among the mountains, and among many na- 
tions; and by thy word many high ones shall be 
brought low ; and by thy word many low ones shall be 
exalted. Thy voice shall be a rebuke unto the transgres- 
sor ; and at thy rebuke let the tongue of the slanderer 
cease its perverseness. 

5. Be thou humble, and the Lord thy God shall lead 
thee by thy hand, and give the answer to thy prayers. 
I know thy heart, and have heard thy prayers concern- 
ing thy brethren. Be not partial toward them in love 
above many others, but let thy love be for them as for 
thyself; and let thy love abound unto all men, and 
unto all who love my name. And pray for thy breth- 
ren of the twelve. Admonish them sharply for my 
name's sake, and let them be admonished for all their 
sins; and be ye faithful before me unto my name. 
And after their temptations, and much tribulations, be- 
hold, I, the Lord, will feel after them : and if they 
harden not their hearts, and stiflTen not their necks 
against me, they shall be converted, and 1 will heal them. 

6. Now^ I say unto yov\ — ^Wi^ ^\v^\» V ^-a.^ mxslVs you I 
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say unto all the twelve — arise and gird up your loinSf 
take up your cross, follow me, and feed my sheep. 
Exalt not yourselves ; rebel not against my servant Jo- 
seph, for verily I say unto you 1 am with nim, and my 
hand shall be over him, and the keys which ' I have 
given unto him, and also to youward, shall not be taken 
from him till X come. 

7. Verily 1 say unto you, my servant Thomas, thou 
art the man whom I have chosen to hold the keys of 
my kingdom (as pertaining to the twelve) abroad 
among all nations, that thou mavest be my servant, to 
unlock the door of the kingdom in all places where my 
servant Joseph, and my servant Sidney, and my servant 
Hyrum, can not come ; for on them have 1 laid the 
burden of all the churches for a litDe season ; where- 
fore, whithersoever they shall send you, go ye, and 1 
will be with you, and in whatsoever place ye shall pro- 
claim my name, an effectual door shall be opened unto 
you, that they may receive my word; whosoever re- 
ceiveth my word receiveth me, and whosoever receiveth 
me, receiveth those (the first presidency) whom I have ' 
sent, whom I have made counselors for my name's sake 
unto you. 

8. And again 1 say unto yon, that whosoever ye shall 
send in my name, by the voice of your brethren, the 
twelve, duly recommended and authorized by you, 
shall have power to open the door of my kingdom unto 
any nation whithersoever ye shall send them, inas- 
much as they shall humble themselves before me, and 
abide in my word, and hearken to the voice of my 
Spirit. 

9. Verily, verily I "say unto you, darkness covereth 
the earth, and gross darkness the minds of the people, 
and all flesh has become corrupt before my face. Be- 
hold, vengeance cometh speedily upon the inhabitants 
of the earth — a day of wrath, a day of burning, a day 
of desolation, of weeping, of mourning, and of lament- 
ation — and as a whirlwind it shall come upon all the 
face of the earth, saith the Lord. 

10. And upon my house shall It Vv^^-^, ^xA Vks«v ^sk^ 
boii9e ahull it go forth^ saitib tVi© \*ot^. ^vwX ^\sv<csb%

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those among you, saith the Lord, who have professed 
to know mj name, and have not known me, and have 
blasphemed against me in the midst of mj house, saith 
the Lord. 

11. Therefore, see to it that ye trouble not yourselves 
ooncerning the affairs of my church in this place, saith 
the Lord ; but purify your hearts before me, and then 
go ye into all thp crorld and preach my gospel, unto 
every creature wht has not received it; and he that 
beiieveth and is baptized shall be saved, and he that 
believeth not, and is not baptized, shall be damned. 

12. For unto you (the twelve), and those (the first 
presidency), who are appointed with you to be your 
counselors and y(^r leaders, is the power of this priest- 
hood siven for the last days and for the last time, in 
the which is the dispensation of the fullness of times, 
which power you hold in connection With all those who 
have received a dispensation at any time from the be- 
ginning of the creation ; for verily I say unto you the 
keys of the dispensation which ye have received have 
come down from the fathers, and, last of all, being sent 

. down from heaven unto you. 

13. Verily I say unto you, behold how great is your 
calling. Cleanse your hearts and your garments, lest 
the blood of this generation be required at your hands. 
Be faithful until I come, for T come quickly, and my 
reward is with me to recompense every man accora- 
ing as his work shall be. I am Alpha and Omega 
Amen.

SECTION CVL 

Eevelation given at Far Westj Missouri^ July 8, 1838. 

In answer to the question, Lord, show unto thy 
servants how much thou requirest of the properties oi 
thy people for a tithing ? 

1. Verily thus saith the Lord, I require all their sur- 
plus property to be put into the hands of the bishop of 
my church of Zion, for the building; of mine house, 
Bod for the laying the fouii^ativaiv ot TAoTi^viA^'cjt^^ 
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priesthood, and for the debts of the presidenoy of my 
church ; and this shall be the beginning of the tithing 
of my people ; and, after that, those who have thus 
been timed shall pay one tenth of all their interest an- 
nually; and this snail be a standing law onto them for- 
ever, for my holy priesthood, saith the Lord. 

2. Verily I say unto you, it shall come to pass that 
all those who gather unto the land of Zion shall be 
tithed of their surplus properties, and shall observe this 
law, or they shall not be round worthy to abide among 
you. And I say unto you, if my people observe not 
this law, to keep it holy, and by this laW sanctify the 
land of Zion unto me, that my statutes and my judg- 
ments may be kept thereon, that it may be most holy, 
behold, verily I say unto you, it shall not be a land of 
Zion unto you ; and this shall be an ensample onto all 
the stakes of Zion. Even so. Amen. 



SECTION cvn. 

Reoelation given, to Joseph SmUh, January 19, 1841. 

1. Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you, my servant 
Joseph Smith, I am well pleased with your offering and 
acknowledgments, which you have made, for unto this 
end have 1 raised you up, that I might shew forth my wis- 
dom through <^e weak things of the earth. Your pray- 
ers are acceptable before me, and in answer to them I 
say unto you, that you are now called, immediately to 
make a solemn proclamation of my gospel, and of this 
stake which I have planted to be a comer-stone of 
Zion, which shall be polished with that refinement 
which is after the similitude of a palace. This procla- 
mation shall be made to all the kings of the world, to 
the four corners thereof — to the honorable President 
elect, and the high-minded governors of the nation in 
which you live, and to all the nations of the earth, 
scattered abroad. Let it be written in the Si^irlt c^^ 
meekness, And by the power oi t\i^"VLc\'3 Q^MiRj^^^^^v^ 
shall be in you jU &q ^m^ o^ >^«k NrtV«x^% ^'l 'oa^ 
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same ; for it shall be given you by the Holy Ghost to 
know my will concerning those kings and authorities, 
even what shall befall them in a tim3 to come. For, 
behold, I am about to call upon them to give heed to 
the light and glory of Zion, for the set time has come 
to favor her. 

2. Gall yCf therefore, upon them with loud proclama- 
tion, and with your testimony, fearing them not, for 
they are as grass, and all their glory as the flower 
thereof, which soon falleth, that they may be left also 
without excuse, and that I may visit them in the day of 
visitation, when I shall unvail the face of my covering, 
to appoint the portion of the oppressor among hypo- 
crites, where there is gnashing of teeth ; if they reject 
my servants and my testimonj which I have revealed 
unto them. And again, I will visit and soften their 
hearts, many of them, for your good, that ye may find 
grace in their eyes, that they may come to the light of 
truth, and the Gentiles to the exaltation or lifting up 
of Zion. For the day of my visitation cometh speed- 
ily, in an hour when ye think not of, and where shall 
be the Safety of my people ? and refuge for those who 
shall be left of them ? 

3. Awake ! kings of the earth ! Come ye, 1 
come ye, with your gold and your silver, to the help of 
my people, to the house of the daughters of Zion. 

4. And again, verily I say unto you, let my servant 
Robert B. 1 hompson help you to write this proclama- 
tion ; for I am well pleased with him, and that he 
should be with you; let him, therefore, hearken to 
your counsel, and I will bless him with a multiplicity ••. 
of blessings ; let him be faithful and true in all things 
from henceforth, and he shall be great in mine eyes \ 
but let him remember that his stewardship will I re- 
quire at his hands. 

5. And again, verily I say unto you, blessed is my 
servant Hvrum Smith, for I, the Lord, loveth him, be- 
cause of the integrity of his heart, and because he lov- 
eth that which is right before me, saith the Lord. 

6. Again, let my servant John C. Bennett, help you 
ia jour labor in sending m^ y;ot^ Va Vyv<!kVvQ!^^»!\^^jjy 
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pie of the earth, and stand by yon, even you my ser- 
vant Joseph Smith, in the hour of affliction, and his 
reward shall not fail, if he receive counsel ; and for 
his love he shall be great ; for he shall be mine if he 
do this, saith the Lord. I have seer the work which 
he hath done, which I accept, if he «x)ntinue, and will 
orown him with blessings and great glory. 

7. And again, I say unto you, that it is mj will that 
my servant Lytean Wight should continue in preach- 
ing for Zion, in the spirit of meekness, confessing me 
before the world, and 1 will bear him up as on eagle's 
wings, and he shall beget glory and honor to himself 
and unto my name, that when he shall finish his work, 
that I may receive him unto myself, even as 1 did 
my servant David Patton, who is with me at this time, 
and also my servant Edward Partridge, and also 
my aged servant Joseph Smith, Sr., who sitteth with 
Abraha^m, at his right band, and blessed and holy is he, 
for be is mine. 

8. And a^ain, verily 1 say unto you, my servant George 
Miller is without ^uile ; he may be trusted because of 
the integrity of his hearfc ; and for the love which he 
has to my tesitmony, I, the Lord, loveth him : I, there- 
fore, say unto you, I seal upon his head the office of a 
bishoprick, like unto my servant Edward Partridge, 
that he may receive the consecrations of mine house, 
that he may administer blessings upon the heads of 
the poor of my people, saith the Lord. Let no man 
despise my servant George, for he shall honor me. 

9. Let my servant George, and my servant Lyman, 
4 and my servant John Snider, and others, build a house 

unto my name, such an one, as my servant Joseph shall 
show unto th0pi ; upon the place which he shall show 
unto them alaftL And it shall be for an house for board- 
ing, an house diat strangers may come from afar to lodge 
therein ; therefore, let it be a good house, worthy of all 
acceptation, that the weary traveler may find health and 
safety while he shall contemplate the word of the Lord, 
and the corner-stone have 1 appointed for Zioa This 
house ti^hall be a healthy habitation^ \{ \\.\^^ \^vi^\. x^tvXa 
my najjie, and if the governor, v7\i\cYi ^Vk-oXlX^ ^^^ksvq^jiA 
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unto it shall not suffer any pollution to come upon it 
It shall be holy^ or the Lord your God wiH not dwell 
therein. 

10. And again, verily 1 say unto you, let all my saints 
come from afar; and send ye swift messengers, yea, 
chosen messengers, and say unto them, Come ye, with 
all your gold, and your silver, and your precious stones, 
and with all your antiquities ; and wi^h all who have 
knowledge of antiquities, that will come may come, and 
bring the box tree, and the fir tree, and the pine tree, 
together with all ihe precious trees of the earth ; and 
with iron, with copper, and with brass, and with zinc, 
and with all your precious things of the earth, and build 
an house to my name, for the Most High to dwell there- 
in ; for there is not a place found on earth that he may 
come and restore again that which was lost unto you, 
or, which he hath taken away, even the fullness of the 
priesthood ; for a baptismal font there is not upon the 
earth ; that they, my saints, may be baptized for those 
who are dead; for this ordinance belongeth to my 
house, and can not be acceptable to me, only in the days 
of your poverty, wherein ye are not able to build an 
house unto me. But I command you, all ye my saints, 
to build an house unto me ; and I grant unto you a suffi- 
cient time to build an house unto me, and during this 
time your baptisms shall be acceptable unto me. 

11. But, behold, at the end of this appointment, your 
baptisms for your dead shall not be acceptable unto 
me ; and if you do not these things at the end of the 
appointment, ye shall be rejected as a church with 
your dead, saitli the Lord your God. For, verily 1 say 
unto you, that after you have had sufficient time to 
build an house to me, wherein the ordinance of bap- 
tizing for the dead belongeth, and for wl^ch the same 
was instituted from before the foundation of the world, 
your baptisms for your dead can not be acceptable 
unto me ; for therein are the keys of the holy priest- 
hood ordained, that you may receive honor and glory. 
And after this time, your baptisms for the dead, by those 
who are scattered abroad, are not acceptable unto me, 
saith the Lord ; for it is otOi«Au^^ \\i^\i va Zl^n and in 
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her stakes and in Jerasalem those places which I have 
appointed for refuge, shall be the places for your bap- 
tisms for jonr dead. 

12. And again, verily I say unto you, how shall your 
washings be acceptable unto me, except ye perform 
them in an house whi )h you have built to my name 7 
For, for this cause I commanded Moses that he should 
build a tabernacle, that they should bear it with them 
in the wilderness, and to build an house in the land of 
promise, that those ordinances might be reyealedj which 
had been hid from before the world was; therefore, 
verily I say unto you, that your anointings and your 
washings, and your baptisms for the dead, and your 
solemn assemblies, and jonr memorials for voiir sacri- 
fices, by the sons of Levi, and for your oracles in your 
most holy places, wherein you receive conversations, 
and your statutes and judgments, for the beginning of 
the revelations and foundation of Zion, and for the 
glory, honor and endowment of all her muncipals, are 
ordained by the ordinance of my holy house, which my 
people are always commanded to build unto my holy 
name. 

13. And verily I say unto you, let this house be built 
unto my name, that I may reveal my ordinances there- 
in, unto my people ; for I deign to reveal unto my 
church things which have been kept hid from before 
the foundation of the world ; things that pertain to the 
dispensation of the fullness of times ; and I will show 
unto my servant Joseph all things pertaining to this 
house, and the priesthood thereof; and the place where- 
on it shall be built ; and ye shall build it on the place 
where you have contemplated building it ; for that is the 
spot which 1 have chosen for you to build it If ye 
labor with all your mights, I will consecrate that spot, 
that it shall be made holy ; and if my people will 
hearken unto my voice, and unto the voice of my serv- 
ants whom I have appointed to lead my people, behold, 
verily 1 say unto you, they shall not be moved out of 
their place. But if they will not hearken to my ^<^>^>^ 
nor nnto the voice of mt^ men ^\!([9iiv\..^!ijbs«^ V^V^*^ 
ed, tbef liiAil sot U Wett, \>ec»»w ^«3 Y3C«i«.M&>ft 
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holy grounds, and mine ho\j ordinances and charters, 
and my holy words, which I give unto them. 

14. And It shall come to pass, thaf if you build an 
house unto my name, and do not do the things that I 
say, t will not perform the oath which I make unto 
Tou, neither fulfill the promises which ye expect at my 
hands, saith the Lord ; for instead of blessings, ye, by 
your own works, bring cursings, wrath, indignation and 
judgments, upon your own heads, by your follies, and 
by all your abominations, which you practice before 
me, saith the Lord. 

15. Verily, verily I say unto you, that when I give a 
commandment to any of the sons of men, to do a work 
unto my name, and those sons of men so with all their 
mights, and with all they have, to perform that work, 
and cease not their diligence, and their enemies come 
upon them, and hinder them performing that work; be- 
hold, it behooveth mc to require that work no more at 
the hands of those sons of men, but to accept of their 
offerings; and the iniquity and transgression of my 
holy laws and commandments, I will visit upon the 
heads of those who hindered my work, unto the third 
and fourth generation, so long as they repent not, and 
hate me, saith the Lord God. Therefore, for this cause 
have I accepted the offerings of those whom .1 com- 
manded to build up a city and an house iinto my name, 
in Jackson county, Missouri, and were hindered bv 
their enemies, saith the Lord your God; and I will 
answer judgment, wrath and indignation, wailing and 
anguish, and gnashing of teeth, upon their heads, unto 
the third and fourth generation, so long; as they repent 
not, and hate me, saith the Lord your God. 

16. And this I make an example unto you, for your 
consolation, concerning all those who have been com- 
manded to do a work, and have been hindered by the 
hands of their enemies, and by oppression, saith the 
Lord your God ; for I am the Lord your God, and will 
save all those of your brethren, who have been pure m 
heart, and have been blain in the land of Missouri, 
faith the Lord. 

J 7. And again, Ten\y 1 twj xnAo-jciU^^ ^mmvc^ ^oa 
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again to build an house to my name, even in this place, 
that you may prove yourselves unto me, that ye are 
faithful in all things whatsoever I command you, that 
I may bless you. and crown you with honor, immor- 
tality and eternal life. 

18. And now, I say unto you, as pertaining to my 
boarding-house, which I have commanded you to bulla, 
for the boarding of strangers, let it be built unto my 
name, and let my name be named upon it, and let my 
servant Joseph and his house have place therein, from 
generation to generation ; for this anointing have I put 
upon his head, that his blessing shall also be put upon 
the head of his posterity after him ; and as I said unto 
Abraham, concerning the kindreds of the earth, even 
60 I say unto my servant Joseph, in thee, and in thy 
seed, shall the kindred of the earth be blessed. There- 
fore, let my servant Joseph, and his seed afler him, 
have place in that house, from generation to genera- 
tion, forever and ever, saith the I^rd, and let the name 
of that house be called the Nauvoo House; and let it 
be a delightful habitation for man, and a resting place 
for the weary traveler, that he may contemplate the 
glory of Zion, and the glory of this the corner-stone 
thereof; that he may receive, also, the counsel from 
those whom I have set to be as plants of renown, and 
as watchmen upon her walls. 

19. Behold, verily I say unto you, let my servant 
George Miller, and my servant Lyman Wight, and my 
servant John Snider, and my servant Peter Haws, or- 
ganize themselves, and appoint one of thein to be a 
president over their quorum for the purpose of building 
that house. And they shall form a constitution where- 
by they may receive stock for the building of that house. 
And they shall not receive less than fifty dollars for a 
share of stock in that house, and they shall be per- 
mitted to receive fifteen thousand dollars from any one 
man for stock in that house ; but they shall not be per- 
mitted to receive over fifteen thousand dollars stock, 
from any one man ; and they shall not be permitted to 
receive under fifty dollwB for «> aYiAx^ o\ «Xa((S«. Hx^sia. 
any on% mail, la tbki hc^nae ; iAd ^«^ ^^ tsa^\»\i% \efi^ 
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mitted to receive any man as a stockholder in this house, 
except the same shall pay his stock into their hands at 
the time he receives stock ; and in proportion to the 
amount of stock he pays into their hands, he shall re- 
ceive stock in that house ; but if he pay nothing into 
their hands, he shall not receive any stock in that bouse. 
And if any pay stock into their hands, it shall be for 
stock in that house, for himself, and for his generation 
after him, from generation to generation, so long as he 
and his heirs shall hold that stock, and do not sell or 
convey the stock away out of thpir hands bv their own 
free will and act ; if you will do my will, saith the Lord 
your God. 

20. And again, verily I say unto you, if my servant, 
George Miller, and my servant, Lyman Wight, and my 
servant, John Snider, and my servant, Peter Haws, re- 
ceive any stock into their hands, in moneys, or in prop- 
erties, wherein they receive the real value of moneyi, 
they shall not appropriate any portion of that stock to 
any other purpose, only in that house ; and if they do 
appropriate any portion of that stock anywhere else, 
only in that house, without the consent of the stock- 
holder, and do not repay fourfold, for the stock which 
they appropriate anywhere else, only, in that house, 
the^r shall be accursed, and shall be moved out of 
their place, saith the Lord God ; for I, the Lord, am 
God, and can not be mocked in any of thesd things. 

21. Verily I say unto you, let my servant, Joseph, 

Eay stock into their hands for the building of that 
ouse, as seemeth him good ; but my servant, Joseph, 
can not pay over fifteen thousand dollan stock in that 
house, nor under fifby dollars ; neither can any other 
man, saith the Lord. 

22. And there are others also, who wish to know my 
will concerning them; for they have asked it at my 
hands ; therefore, I say unto you, concerning my ser- 
vant, Vinson Knight, if be will do my will, let him put 
stock into that house for himself and for his genera- 
tion after him, from generation to generation, and let 
bim lift up his voioe, lon^ «k.Ti4 \o\x^ vu the midst oi the 

peoplej to plead t^ e oa\iA« oi ^^ vwt «^ ^aQ%^M«^^ 
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and let him not fail, neither let his heart faint, and I 
will accept of his offering ; for they, shall not be unto 
me as the offerines of Gam, for he shall be mine, saith 
the Lord. Let hts family rejoice, and turn away their 
hearts from affliction, for I have chosen him and 
anointed him, and he shall be honored in the midst of 
his house, for I will forgive all his sins, saith the L(jrd. 
Amen. . 

23. Verily I say unto you, let my servant, Hyrum, 
put stock into that house, as seemeth him good, for 
himself and his generation 'after him, from generation 
to generatiotL 

24t. Let my servant, Isaac Galland, put stock into 
that house, for I the Lord loveth him for the work he 
hath done, and will forgive all his sine ,* therefore, let 
him be remembered for an interest in that house, from 
generation to generation. Let my servant, Isaac Gal- 
land, be appointed among you, and be ordained by my 
servant, William Marks, and be blessed of him, to go 
with my servant, Hyrum, to accomplish the work that 
my servant, Joseph, shall point out to them, and they 
shall be greatly blessed. 

25. Let my servant, William Marks, pay stock into 
that house, as seemeth him good, for himself and his 
generation, from generation to generation. 

26. Let my servant, Henry 5. Sherwood, pay stock 
into that ho&se, as seemeth him good, for himself and 
his seed after him, from generation to generation. 

27. Let my servant, William Law, pay stock inUb that 
house, for himself and his seed after him, from genera- 
tion to generation. If he will do my will, let him not 
take his family unto the eastern lands, even unto Kirt- 
land; nevertheless I, the Lord, will build up Kirtland, 
but I, the Lord, have a scourge prepared for the inhab- 
itants thereof. And with my servant, Almon Babbitt, 
there are many things with which I am not well pleased ; 
behold, he aspireth to establish his council instead of 
the council which I have ordained, even the presidency 
of ihy church, and he setteth up a golden calf for th« 
worship of my people. Let no mtitL ^o It^yoi >i^\^^^<:^ 
who hoB come here eBfaying to Vae^ tb:^ ^wiMa»^^ 
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ments. If they live here let them live unto me; and 
if they die let them die unto me ; for they shall rest 
from all their labors here, ahd shall contin'ie their 
works. Therefore, let my servant, William, put his 
trust in me, and cease to fear concerning his family, 
because of tlie sickness of the land. If ye love me, 
keep my commandments, and the sickness of the land 
shall rebound to your glory. 

2§. Let my servant, William, go and proclaim my 
everlasting gospel, with a loud voice, ana with great 
joy, as he shall be moved upon by my Spirit, unto the 
inhabitants of Warsaw, and also unto the' inhabitants 
of Carthage, and also unto the inhabitants of Burling- 
ton, and also unto the inhabitants of Madison, and 
await patiently and diligently for further instructions 
at my general conference, saith the Lord. If he will 
do my will, let him from henceforth hearken to the 
counsel of my servant, Joseph, and with his interest 
support the cause of the poor, and publish the new 
translation of my holy word unto the inhabitants of the 
earth ; and if he will do this, I will bless him with a 
multiplicity of blessings, that he shall not be forsaken, 
nor his seed be found begging bread. 

29. And again, verily I say unto you, let my servant, 
William, be appointed, ordained, and anointed, as a 
counselor unto my servant, Joseph, in the pom of my 
servant, Hyrum; that my servant, Hyrum, may take 
the office of priesthood, and patriarch, which was ap- 
pointeA unto him by his father, by blessing and also by 
right, that from henceforth he shall hold the keys of the 
patriarchal blessings upon the heads of all my people, 
that whoever be blesses shall be blessed, and wnoever 
be curseth shall be cursed; that whatsoever he shall 
bind on earth shall be bound in heaven ; and whatso- 
ever he shall loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven ; 
and from this time forth, I appoint unto him that he 
may be a prophet and a seer and a revelator unto my 
church, as well as my servant, Joseph, that he may 
act in concert also with my servant, Joseph, and that 
he shall receive coun^eV ^lom tci^ ^etN^cfti.^ <lQ%ei^h^ who 
Bb&ll show unto him the ^L^^a ^Vi^^^Vj V^ xh-nj <^v^ vtw\ 
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receive, and be crowned with the same blessing, and 
fflorj, and honor, and priesthood, and gifts of the priest- 
hood, that once were put upon him that was my ser- 
vant, Oliver Cowderj ; that my servant, Hyrum may 
bear record of the things which I shall show nnto 
him, that his name may be had in honorable remem- 
brance from generation to generation, forever and ever. 

30. Let my servant William Law also receive the 
keys by which he may ask and receive blessings; let 
him be humble before me, and be without guile, and 
he shall receive of my Spirit, even the Comforter, 
which shall manifest unto him the truth of all things, 
and shall give him,* in the very hour, what he shall say, 
and these signs shall follow him : He shall heal the 
flick, he shall cast out devils, and shall be delivered 
from those who would administer unto him deadly 
poison, and he shall be led in paths where the poison- 
ous serpent can not lay hold upon his heel, and he 
shall mount up in the imagination of his thoughts as 
upon eagle's wings; and what if I will that he should 
raise the dead, let him not withhold his voice. There- 
fore, let my servant William cry aloud, and spare not, 
with joy and rejoicing, and with hosannas to him that 
sitteth upon the throne forever and ever, saith the liord 
your God. 

3L Behold, I say unto you, I have a mission in store 
for my servant William and my serrant Hyrum, and 
fbr them alone ; and let my servant Joseph tarry at 
home, for he is needed. The remainder I will show 
unto you hereafter. Even so. Amen. 

32. And again, verily I say unto you, If my servant 
Sidney will serve me, and be counselor unto my serv- 
ant Joseph, let him arise and come up and stand in the 
ofiEice of his calling, and humble himself before me ; 
and if he will offer unto me an acceptable offering, and 
acknowledgments, and remain with my people, behold, 
I, the Lord, your God, will heal him that he shall be 
healed; and he shall lift up his voice again on the 
mountains, and be a spokesman before my face. Let 
him' come and locate his family in \>\i« lk^\^E:^^Q^£t^5^KA^::^ 
which my serrant Joseph realdrs, wid, Vsi «^ ^"^"^ Y*oa.- 
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neyings, let him lift up his voice as with the bound of a 
trump, and warn the inhabitants of the earth to flee 
the wrath to come : let him assist my servant Joseph ; 
and aUo let my servant William Law assist my serv- 
ant Joseph in making a solemn proclamation unto the 
kings of the earth, even as I have before said unto you. 
If my servant Sidney will do my will, let him not re- 
move his family unto the Eastern lands, but let him 
change their habitation, even as 1 have said. Behold, 
it is not my will that he shall seek to find safety and 
refuge out of the city which 1 have appointed unto 
you, even the city of Nauvoo. Verily I say unto you, 
even now, if he will hearken to my voice, it shall be 
well with him. Even so. Amen. 

33. And again, verily I say unto you, let my servant 
Amos Davis pay stock into the hands of those whom I 
have appointed to build an house for boarding, even the 
Nauvoo House ; this let him do if he will have an inter- 
est, and let him hearken unto the counsel of my servant 
Joseph, and labor with his own hands, that he may obtain 
the confidence of men ; and when he shall prove himself 
faithful in all things that shall be entrusted unto his 
care — yea, even a few things — he shall be made raler 
over many; let him, therefore, abase himself thai he 
may be exalted. Even so. Amen. 

34. And again, verily I say unto you, if my servant 
Robert D. Foster will obey my voice, let him build an 
house for my servant Joseph, according to the contract 
which he has made with him, as the door shall be open 
to him from time to time ; and let him repent of all- his 
folly, and clothe himself with charity, and cease to do 
evif, and lay aside all his hard speeches, and pay stock 
also into the hands ' of the quorum of the Nauvoo 
House, for himself and for his generation after him, 
from generation to generation, and hearken unto the 
counsel of my servants Joseph and Hyrum and Wil- 
liam Law, and unto the authorities which 1 have called 
to lay the foundation of Zion, and it shall be well with 
him forever and ever. Even so. Amen. 

35. And again, venly 1 «ay uiLto you.^ let no man pay 
Btock to the lucrum oi t\i^ l^^xics^y^ '\^Q'Qi&^ ^qs^am^Vu^ 
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shall be a pelieyer in the Book of Mormon, and the 
revelations I have civen unto yoa, saith the Lord your 
God ; for that which is more or less than this cometh 
of evil, and shall be attended with cursings, and not 
blessings, saith the Lord your God. Even so. Amen. 

36. And again, verily I say unto you, let the quorum 
of the Nauvoo House have a just recompense ot wages 
for all their labors which they do in building the Nau- 
voo House, tod let their wages be as shall be agreed 
among themselves, as pertaining to the price thereof; 
and let every man who pays stock bear nis proportion 
of their wages, if it must needs be, for their support, 
naith the Lord, otherwise their labors shall be ac- 
counted unto them for stock in that house. Kven so. 
Amen. 

37. Verily I say unto you, I now give unto you the 
officers belonging to my priesthood, that ye may hold 
the keys thereof^ even the priesthood which is after the 
order of Melchisedek, which is after the order of my 
only begotten Son. 

38. l^irst, I give unto you, Hyrum Smith to be a pa- 
triarch unto you, to hold the sealing blessings of my 
church, even the Holy Spirit of promise, whereby ye 
are sealed up unto the day of redemption, that ye may 
not fall, notwithstanding the hour of temptation that 
may come upon you. 

39. I fi;ive unto you, my servant Joseph, to be a pre- 
siding elder over all my church, to be a translator, a ^ 
revelator, a seer and prophet I give unto him for 
counselors my servant Sidney Rigdon, and my servant 
William 'Law, that these may constitute a quorum and 
first presidency, to receive the oracles for the whole 
church. 

40. I give unto you, my servant Brigham Young, to 
be a president over the twelve traveling council, which 
twelve hold the keys to open up the authority of my 
kingdom upon the four corners of the earth, and iCtler 
that to send my word to every creature ; they are :

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David Patten I have taken unto myself; behold, his 
priesthood no man taketh from him ; but verily Isay unto 
you, another may be appointed unto the* same calling. 

41. And again I say unto you, I give unto you a high 
council, for the corner-stone of Zion, viz. : Samuel 
Bent, H. G. Sherwood, George W. Harris, Charles C. 
Bich, Thomas Grover, Newel Knight, David Dort, Dun- 
bar Wilson. Seymour Brunson I have taken unto my- 
self; no man taketh his priesthood, but another may 
be appointed unto the same priesthood in hia stead 
(and verily I say unto you, let my servant Aaron John- 
son be ordained unto this calling in his stead), David 
Fulmer, Alpheus Cutler, William Huntington. 

42. And again, I give unto vou, Don C. Smith to be 
a president over a Quorum of nigh priests, which ordi- 
nance is instituted tor the purpose of qualifying those 
who shall be appointed standing presidents or 8erva,ni8 
over different stakes scattered abroad, and they may 
travel, also, if they choose, but rather be ordained for 
standing presidents ; this is the office of their calling, 
saith the Lord your God. I give unto him Amasa Ly- 
man and Xoah Packard for counselors, that they may 
preside over the quorum of high priests of my church, 
saith the Lord. 

43. And again I say unto you, T give unto you Jobi\ 
A. Hicks, Samuel Williams and Jesse Baker, which 
priesthood is to preside over the quorum of elders, * 
which quorum is instituted for standing ministers; 
nevertheless they may travel, yet they are ordained to 
be standing ministers to my church, saith the Lord. 

4t. And again, 1 give unto you, Joseph Young, Jo- 
siah Butterfield, Daniel Miles, Henry .Herriman, Zera 
Pulsipher, Levi Hancock, James Foster, to preside over 
the quorum of seventies, which quorum is instituted 
for traveling elders to bear record of my name *in all 
the world, wherever the traveling high council, my 
apostles, shall wend them to prepare a Vvltobefore my 
face. The difference between this quornfii and. the 
quorum of elders is, that one is to travel continually, « 
and the other is to pt^^id^ c^^^t ^Vv^ eKurahefl, fifom ^ 
time to time; the one \\«ia \v«i T^«^xi<^i&^i5. ^^ \t»r ^* 
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siding from time to time, and the other has no responsi- 
bility of presiding, saith the Lord your God. 

45. And ao;Ain I say unto you, I gi^e unto you Vin-r 
son Knight, l^amuel H. Smith, and Shadrach Roundy 
if he will receive it to preside over the Bishopric, a 
knowled^ of said Bishopric is given untb you, in the 
Book of Doctrine and Covenants. 

46. And, again, I say unto you Samuel Rolfe and his 
councilors for Priests, and the president of the Teachers 
aSjud his councilors and also the president of the Dea- 
o^iis and his councilors, and also the president of the 

• Siake and his councilors: the above offices 1 ha^e 
given unto you, and the keys thereof for helps and for 
governments, for the work of the ministry, and the per- 
fecting of my saints, and a commandment I give unto 
you that you should fill all these offices and approve of 
those names which I have mentioned or else disapprove 
of them at my general conference, and that ye bhould 
prepare rooms lor all these offices in my house when 
you build it unto my name saith the Lord your God. 

Even so. Amen.

Given November 3, 1831. 

1. Hearken, ye people of my church, saith the 
Lord concerning you ; the Lord who shall HUudenly 
come to his temple ; the Lord who shall cotce down 
upon the world with a curse to judgment ; yea, upon all 
the nations that forget God, and upon all the ungodly 
among you. For he shall make bare his holy arm in 
the eyes of all the nations, and all the ends of the earth 

, shall see the salvation of their God. 

2. Wherefore prepare ye, prepare ye, my people ; 
sanctify yourselves ; gather ye together, O'ye people of 
my church, upon the land of Zion, all you tha.t hvi:«*^ 
not been commanded to tarry. Go "jfe ow\. Sxw»L^S»'^^s^- 

• Jon, Be je clean that bear t\..e Nftf»fe\* ^^- '^^ \iax^ 
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Gall your solemn assemblies, and speak often one to 
another. And let every man call upon the name of the 
Lord ; yea, verily I say unto you again, ^he time has 
come When the voice of the Lord is unto you, go ye out 
of Babylon; gather ye out from among the nations, 
from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other. 

3. Send forth the elders of my church unto the na- 
tions which are afar off; unto the islands of the sea; 
send forth unto foreign lands ; call upon all nations ; 
firstly, upon the Gentiles, and then upon the Jews. 
And behold and lo, this shall be their cry, and the 
voice of the Lord unto all people : Go ye forth unto 
the land of Zion, that the borders of my people may 
be enlarged, and that her stakes may be strengthened, 
and that Zion may go forth unto the regions roond 
about; yea, let the cry go forth among all people; 
awake and arise and go forth to meet the Bridegroom. 
Behold, and lo, the Bridegroom cometh, go ye out to 
meet him. Prepare yourselves for the great day of the 
Lord. 

4. Watch, therefore, for ye know neither the day nor 
the hour. Let them, therefore, who are among the 
Gentiles, flee unto Zion. And let them who be of 
Judah, flee unto Jerusalem, unto the mountains of the 
Lord's house. Go ye out from among the nations, even 
from Babylon, from the midst of wickedness, which is 
spiritual Babylon.

6. And they who are in the north countries shall 
come in remembrance before the Lord, and their pro- 
phets shall hear his voice, and shall no longer stay 
themselves, and they shall smite the rocks, and the ice 
shall flow down at their presence. And an hi^w^ 
shall be cast up in the midst of the great deep. TTheir 
enemies shall become a prey unto them, and in the 
barren deserts there shall come forth pools of living 
water ; and the parched ground shall no longer be a 
thirsty land. And. they shall bring forth their rich 
treasures unto the children of Ephraim my servants. 
And the boundaries of the everlasting hills shall trem- 
ble at their presence. And then shall they fall down 
and be crowned with glory, even in Zion, by the hands 
of the servants of the Lord, even the children of 
Ephraim ; and they shall be nlled with songs of ever- 
lasting joy. Behold this is the blessing of the everlast- 
ing God upon the tribes of Israel, and the richer bless- 
ing upon the head of Ephraim and his fellows.

Fear 
God and give glory to him ; for the hour of his 
judgment is come : and worship him that made heaven, 
and earth, and sea, and the fountains of waters, calline 
upon the name of the Lord day and night, saying :

9. And it shall be said, who is this that cometh down 
from Gk)d in heaven with dyed garments; yea, from the 
regions which are not known, clothed in his glorious 
apparel, traveling in the greatness of his strength? 
And he shall say, I am he who spake in righteousness, 
mighty to save. And the Lord shall be red in his ap- 
parel, and his garments like him that treadeth in the 
wine vat, and so great shall be the glory of his pres- 
ence, that the sun shall hide his face in shame; and 
the moon shall withhold its light; and the stars shall be 
iiuried from their places*, ana his ^oioe sh^l be heard,

10. And now tha year of my redeemed is icome, and 
th^ shall mention the lovmg kindness of their Lord, 
and All that iie hias bestowed upon them, aooordiivg to 
his goodness, And according to nis kvingldndness, for- 
ever and «ver. In.aU their afflictions he was afflicted. 
And the angel of his presence saved them ; and in hu 
love, and in his j>ity,£e redeemed them, and bare them, 
and carried them all the da^s of old ; j^ea, and Enoch 
ailso, and they who were with iiim^ the prophets who 
were before him, and Noah also, and they \ifho were 
l)eibre>bim, and Moses also, and Uiey who were1)efore 
Jbim, and from Moses to Elijah, and from El^ah to John, 
who were with Christ in his resurrection, and the holy 
apostles, with Abraham, Isaac and^ Jiaodb, shall be in 
the presence of the Xamb.

Wherefore this 
shall be the answQr of the Lord unto them ; In that day 
when I came unto my own, no man among you received 
me, and you were driven out. When I called again, 
there was none of you to answer, yet my arm was not 
shortened at all. that I could not redeem, neither my 
power to deliver. Behold at my rebuke I dry up the 
sea. I make the rivers a wilderness ; their fish stink- 
eth, and dieth for thirst. I clothe the heavens with 
blackness, and make sackcloth their covering. And 
this shall ye have of my hand, ye shall lay down in 
sorrow. 

13. Behold, and lo, there are none to dMiver you, for 
ye obeyed not my voice when I called to you out of the 
neavens, ye believed not my servants ; and when they 
were sent unto you ye received them not ; wherefore, 
they sealed up the testimony and bound up the law, 
and ye were aelivered over unto darkness ; these shall 
go away into outer darkness, whei^ there is weeping, 
•and wailing, and gnashing of teeth. Behold, the Lord 
your God hath spoken it. Amen. 



SECTION OIX. 

Nauvoo^ September 1, 1842. 

To ALL THB Saints in Nauvoo: 

1. Forasmuch as the Lord haa revealed unto me that 

my enemies, both of Missouri and this State, were again 

on the purauit of me; and inasmuch as theypuiaoe 

me without cause, and \iai'v^ tubt ^« \«Mk\ iiii%ARf«^«t 
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coloring of jmtioe or right on their side in getting up 
of their pro8ft<^tion8 against me : and inasmuch as 
their pretensions are uU founded in falsehood, of the 
blackest dye, I hare thought it expedient, and wisdom 
in me to leave the place fo;r a short season, for my own 
safety, and the safety of this people. I would say to 
all those with whom [ have business, that I have leffe 
my affairs with agents and clerks, who will transact all 
business in a prompt and proper manne^^ and will see 
that all my debts are canceled in due time, by turning 
out property, or otherwise as the case may require, or 
as the circumstances may admit of When 1 learn 
that the storm is fully blown over, then I will return to 
you again. • 

2. And as for the perils which I am called to pass 
through, they seem but a small thing to me, as the 
envy and wrath of man have been my common lot all 
the days of my life ; and for what cause it seems mys- 
terious, unless I was ordained from before the founda- 
tion of the world, for some good end, or bad, as you 
may choose io call it Judge ye for yourselves. God 
knoweth all these things, whether it be good or bad. 
But nevertheless, deep water is what I am wont to 
swim in ; it all has become second nature to me. Atiid 
I feel like Paul to glory in tribulation, for to this daf 
has the God of my fathers delivered me out of them 
all, and will deliver me from henceforth ; for behold, 
and lo, I shall triumph over all my enemies, for the 
Lord God hath spoken it. 

3. Let all the saints rejoice, therefore, and be ex- 
ceeding glad, for Israel's God is their God ; and he will 
mete out a just recompense of reward upon the* heads 
of all your oppressors. 

i. And again, verilf thus saith the Lord, let the 
work of my temple, and all the works which I have 
appointed unto you, be continued on and not cease ; 
and let your diligence and your perseverance, and pa- 
tience, and your works be redoubled ; and you shall 
in no wise lose your reward saith the Lord of Hdsts. 
And if they persecute you, so pQT%^Q\x\j^^ 'Oc^vj ^^ 
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prophetft, and riglrteoiis men that wer« bdfore you. For 
all this there is a reward ia heaveAr # 

5. And a^in, I give mnto you a weid in relation to 
the baptism for your dead. Verily, thus saith the 
Lord unto you eonoeraing your dead : When any of 
yen are baptized for your &ad, let there be a reeoraer; 
and let him be eye-witness of your baptisms ; let hjm 
bear with his ears, that he may testify of a truth, saith 
the Lord ; that in all ywski recordings, it may be re- 
corded in heaven, that whatsoever you bind on earth, 
may be bound in heaven^ whatsoever yon loose on 
earth may be loosed in heaven; for I am about to re- 
store mapy thine? to the earth, pertaining ^ the priest- 
hood, saith the Lord of Hosts. 

6. And again, let all the records be bad in order, 
that they may be put in the archives of my Holy Temp 
pie, to be held in remembrance from generation to 
generation, saith the Lord of Hosts. 

7. I will say to all the saints, that I desired, with ez- 
oeeding great desire, to have addressed them from the 
8tan4, on the subject of baptism for the dead, on the 
following Sai>batn. But inasmuch as it is out of my 
power to do so, I will write the word of the Lord from 
time to time, on that subject, and send it you by mail, 
aft well as many other things. 

8* I now close my letter tor the present, for the want 
of more time ; for the enemy is on the alert, and, as 
the Savior said, the prince of this world oometh, but he 
hatlynothing in me. 

9. %ehold, my prayer to God is, that you all may be 
saved. And I subscribe myself your servant in the 
Lord, prophet and seer of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day 8aini s. JOSEPH SMITR

J. As I stated to "yon \n nv^ \^XX«t \i^W^ \ U.ft my 
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place, that I T^uld write to you from time to time, and 
give y^u information in relation to many subjects, I 
now resume the subject of the baptism for the dead ; 
as tfiat subject seems to occupy my mind, and press 
itself upon my feelings the strongest, since I have been 
pursued by my enemies. 

2. I wrote a few words of revelation to you concern- 
ing a recorder. I have had a few additional views in 
relation to this matter, which I now certifv. That is, 
it was declared in my former letter that were should 
be a recorder, who should be eye-witness-, and also to 
hear with his ears, that he might make a record of a 
truth before the Lord. 

3. Now, in relation to this matter, it would be very 
difficult for one recorder to be present at all times, and 
to do all the business. To obviate this difficulty, there 
can be a recorder appointed in each ward of the oity, 
who is well qualified for taking accurate minutes ; and 
let him be very particular and preeise in taking the 
whole proceedings, certifying in his record that he saw 
with his eyes ana heard with his ears, giving the date 
and names, etc., and the history of the whcue transao- 
tion; naming, also, some three individuals tiiat are 
present, if there be any present, who can, at an^ time 
when called upon, certify to the same, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every word may be es- 
tablished. 

4. Then let there be a general recorder, to whom 
these other records can be handed, being attended with 
certificates over their own signatures, certifying that 
the record which they have made is tirue. Then the 
genera] church recorder can enter the record on the 
general church book, with the certificates and all the 
attending witnesses, with his own statement that he 
verily believes the above statement and records to be 
true, from his knowledge of the general character and 
appointment of those men by the church. And when 
this is done on the general .ii^urch book, the record 
shall be just as holy, and shii^ «DBNT«t tVk^ ^t^viAxv^^ 
just the same, as it he had >^«ii V\V)Cl V\^ «^^» vb^^ 
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heard with his ears, and made a record of the same on 
the general church book. 

6. You may think this order of things to be very 
particular, but let me tell you that they are only to an- 
swer the .will of God, by conforming to the ordinance 
and preparation that the Lord ordained and prepared 
before the foundation of the world, for the salvation of 
the dead, who should die without a knowledge of the 
gospel. 

6. And further, I want you to remember that John 
the Bevelator was contemplating this very subject, in 
relation to the dead, when he declared, as you will find 
recorded in Revelations zz: 12, ''And I saw the dead, 
small and great stand before God ; and the books were 
opened; and another book was opened, which was the 
book of life ; and the dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the books, according to 
their works." 

7. You will discover in this quotation that the books 
were opened, and another book was opened, which was 
the book of life ; but the dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the books, according to 
their works ; consequently, the books spoken of must 
be the books which contained the record of their 
works, and refer to the records which are kept on the 
earth. And the book which was the book of life is the 
record which is kept in heaven ; the principle agreeing 
precisely with the doctrine which is commanded you in 
ihh revelation contained in the letter which I wrote to 
you, previous to my leaving my place, ** that in all your 
recordings it may be recorded in heaven." 

8. JK.ow, the nature of this ordinance consists in the 
power of the priesthood, by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ, wherein it is granted that whatsoever you bind 
on earth shall be bound in heaven, and whatsoever you 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven; or, in other 
■words, taking a different view of the translation, what- 
Hoever you record on earth shall be recorded in heaven, 
and whatsoever vou do not record on earth shall not be 

recorded in heaven \ fox oxxt o^ Oci^ \ic^% ^-sS^. ^w« 
dead be judged, accordmg, lo tVve>Vt -wotVa.^V^'Csx^t ^^-^ 
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themselves have attonded to the ordinances in their 
own propria pei'sonas or bv the means of their own . 
agents, according to the ordinance which God has pre- 
pared for their salvation from before the foundation of 
the world, according to the records which they have 
kept concerning their dead. 

9. It may seem to some to be a very bold doctrine . 
that we talk of— a power which records or binds on 
earth an4 binds in heaven ; nevertheless, in all ages of 
the world, whenever the Lord has given a dispensation 
of the priesthood to any man by actual revelation, or 
any set of men, this power has always been given. 
Hence, whatsoever those men did in authority, in the 
name of the Lord, and did it truly and faithfully, and . 
kept a proper and faithful record of the same, it became 

a law on earth and in heaven, and could not be an- 
nulled, accordini^ to the decrees of the great Jehovah. 
This is a faithful saying. Who can hear it? 

10. And again, for a precedent, Matthew zvi : 18, 19. 
*' And I say also unto thee that thou art Peter; and 
upon this rock I will build my church, and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it ; and I will give unto 
thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven, anj whatso- 
ever thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound in Leaven, 
and whatsoevei^ thou shalt loose on earth shall Ins loosed 
in heaven." 

11. Now, the great and grand secret of the whole 
matter, and the sum and bonum of the whole subject 
that is lying before us, consists in obtaining the powers 
of the holy priesthood. For him to whom these keys 
are given there is no difficultv in obtaining a knowledge 
of facts in relation to the salvation of the children of 
men, both as well for the dead as for the living. 

12. Herein is glory and honor, and immortality and 
eternal life. The oiiiinance of baptism by water, to be 
immersed therein in order to answer to the likeness of 
the dead, that one principle might accord with the 
other. To be immersed in the water, and come tbrth 
out of the water, is in the likeness of the reaurt^<^tvQ.'<Ok 
of the dead in coming forth out ot >iJcL^vt ^gcvi^^\ "^akW^kS^^ 
tbiB ordinance was instituted to tona %» t^^^^c^^c^ 
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with the ordinance of baptism for the d^ad, being in. 
likeness of the dead. 

13. Consequently, the baptismal font was instituted 
as a simile oi the graye, and was commanded to be in 
a place underneath where the living are wont to as- 
semble, to show forth the living and the dead ; and that 
all things may have their likeness, and that they may 
accord one with another ; that which is eartnly con- 
forming to that which is heavenly, as Paul hath de- 
clared. 1 Corinthians xv: 46-48. 

14 " Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, 
but that which is natural, and afterward that whio6 is 
spiritual. The first man is of the earth, earthy ; the 
. second man is the Lord, from hearen. As is the earthy, 
such are they also that are earthy ; and as is the heav- 
enly, such are they also that are heavenly." And as 
are the records on the earth in relation to your de^ul, 
which are truly made out, so also are the records in ^ 
heaven. This, therefore, is the sealing and bindings 
power, and in one sense of the word the keys oC the 
kingdom, which consists in the key of knowledge. 

15. And now, my dearly beloved brethren aiid sisters, 
let me assure you that these are principles, in relatioa 
to the dead and the living, that can not be lightly passed 
over, as pertaining to our salvation. For their salva- 
tion is necessary and essential to our salvtition, as Paul 
says concerning the fathers, " that they without us can 
not be made perfect;" neither can we without our dead 
be made perfect. 

16. And now in relation to the baptism for the dead, 
I will give you another quotation of Paul. 1 Corinthians 
XV : 29. ''Else what shall they do which. are baptized 
for the dead, if the dead rise not at all; why are they 
then baptized fur the dead." 

17. And again, in connection with this quotation, I 
will give you a quotation from one of the prophets, who 
had his eye fixed on the restoration of the priesthood, 
the glories to be revealed in the last days, and in an 
especial manner this most glorious of all subjects be- 
longinf^ to the everlasting^ goa^^VvVvL*. t^^ baptism for 
the dead; for Malac\ii aoj*, \«;aV. ciW^"tctx^«t^^^^>^^ 
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*^ Behold, I will send you Elijah the propkot, before the 
coming of the great and dreadful day oi the Lord ; and 
he shall turn the heart of the fathers to the children, 
and the heart of the children to their fathers, lest 1 
come and smite the earth with a curse." 

1 8. 1 might have rendered a plainer translation to 
this, but it is sufficiently plain to suit my purpose as ifc 
stands. It is sufficient to know in this case, that the 
earth will be smitten with a curse, unless l^ere is a 
welding link of some kind or other, between the Others 
and the children, upon some subject or other, and be- 
hold what is that subject ? It is the baptism for the 
dead. For we without them can not be made perfect; 
neither can they without us be made perfect Neither 
can they or we, be made perfect without those who have 
died in the gospel also ; for it is necessary in the usher* 
ing in of the dispensation of the fullness of time; which 

' dispensation is 40w beginning to usher in, thafi a whole, 
' and complete, and perfect union, and welding together 
of dispensations, and keys, and powers, and glories 
shoulct take place, and be revealed, from the days of 
Adam even to the present time ; and not only this, but 
those things which never have been revealed from the 
foundation of the world, but have been kept hid from 
the wise and prudent, shall be revealed unto babes and 
sucklings in this the dispensation of the fullness of 
times. ' ^ 

19. Now, what do we hear in the gospel which we 
have received ? *' A voice of gladness I A voice of 
mercy from heaven ; and a voice of truth out of the 
earth, glad tidings for the dead : a voice of gladness for 
the living and the dead ; ^lad tidings of great joy ; how 
beautiful on the mountains are the feet of those that 
bring glad tidings of good things; and that say unto 
Zion, behold, thy Qod reigneth. As the*dew8 of Car- 
mel, so shall the knowledge of God descend upon 
them." 

20. And a<rain, what do we hear? Glad tidings of 
Cumorah I Moroni, an angel from h^^wN^iv^ ^^^'a.Tvxist 
the fultiJiment of the propbeta — Oa^)aooVLU^\wiT«s'!i^^s^ 

A voice of the Lord in the wiiderikesa ol ^«>.^«XX»^>''^!>«^* 
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eoa county, decUring the three witnesses to bear record 
of the book. The voice of Michael on the banks of the 
Susquehanna, detecting the devil when he appeared as 
an angel of light 1^ he voice of Peter, James and John, 
in the wilderness between Harmony, Susquehanna 
county, and Colesville, Broome county, on the 8u8qu0- 
hanna river, declaring themselves as possessing the 
keys of the kingdom, and of the dispensation of the 
fullness of times. 

21. And again, the voice of Qod in the chamber of 
old father Whitmer, in Fayette, Seneca county, and at 
sundry timeliB, and in divers places, through all the 
travels and tribulations of this Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. And the voice of Michael, the 
archangel ; the voice of Gabriel, and of Raphael, and 
of divers angels, from Michael or Adam, down to the 
present time, ^UMeclaring each one their dispensation, 
their rights, thieir keys, their honors, their majesty and 
glory, and the power of their priesthood ; giving line 
upon line, precept upon precept; here a little and there 
a little — ^giving us consolation by holding forth that 
which is to come, confirming our hope. 

22. Brethren, shall we not go on in so great a cause ? 
Go forward and not backward. Courage, brethren; 
and on, on to the victory I Let your hearts rejoice, 
and be exceeding glad. Let the earth break forth into 
singing. Let the dead speak forth tnthems of eternal 
praise to the King Immanuel, who hath ordained be- 
fore the world was, that which would enable us to re> 
deem them out of their prisons; for the prisoners shall 
go' free. 

23. Let the mountains shout for joy, and all ye val- 
leys cry aloud ; and all ye seas and dry lands tell the 
wonders of yq|ar eternal King. And ye rivers, and 
brooks, and rills, flow down with gladness. Let the 
woods, and all the trees of the field praise the Lord ; 
and ye solid rocks weep for joy. And let the sun, 
moon, and the morning stars sing together, and let all 
the sons of God shout for joy. And let the eternal

24. JBebold the great day of the Lord is at hand, and 
who can abide the day of his coming, and who can 
stand when he appeareth, for he is like a refiner's fire 
and like fuller's soap, and he shall sit as a refiner 
and purifier of silver, and he shalL purify the sons of 
Levi, and purge them as gold and silver, ^at they may 
o0er unto the Lord an offering in righteousness. Let 
us, therefore, as a chnrch and a people, and as Latter- 
Day Saints, ofier unto the Lord an offering in right- 
eousness, and let us present in his holy temple when i% 
is finished, a book containing the records of our dead, 
which shall be worthy of all acceptation. 

25. Brethren, 1 have many things to say to you on 
the subject; but shall now close for the present, and 
continue the subject smother time.

SECTION CXI. 

MARRIAGE. 



1. According to the custom of all civilized nations, 
marriage is regulated by laws and ceremonies ; there- 
fore, we believe, that all marriages in this Church of 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints, should be solemnized in a 
public meeting, or feast, prepared for that purpose ; and 
that the solemnization should be performed by a presid- 
ing high priest, high priest, bishop, elder, or priest, not 
even prohibiting those persons wno are desirous to get 
married, of being married by other authority. We 
believe that it is not right to prohibit members of this 
church from marrying out of the church if it be their 
determination so to do, but such p»r&ox\% ^WV \^^ ^^w* 
sidered weak in the faith of out IjOi\ «lti^ '^^bVviT ^^««a.^ 
Chriat 
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'2. Marriage should be celebrated with prayer and 
thanksgiving ; and at the solemnization, the persons to 
be married, standing together, the man on the right, 
. ^ and the woman on the left, shall be addressed, by the 
V person ofBciating, as he shall be directed bj the Holy 
I % opirit; and if there be no legal objections, he shall 
^^^\ say, calling each by their names:!" Yon both mu- 
J:*; taally agree to be each other's companion, hnsband 
Ni -^ and wife, obseirving the legal rights belonging to this 
.' condition ; that is, keeping yourselves wholly for each 
I f| other, and from all others, during your lives." And 
) when they have answered " Tes,' he shall pronounce 
them "husband and wife" in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and by virtue of the lavro of the country 
and authority vested in him : " may God add his bless- 
ings and keep you to fulfill your covenants from hence- 
forth and forever. Amen." 

3. The clerk of every church should keep a record 
of all marriages, solemnised in his branch. 

4. All legal contracts of marriage made before a per- 
son is baptized into this church, should be held sacred 
and fulfilled. Inasmuch as this Church of Christ has 

y been reproached with the crime of fornication, and 
. polygamy : we declare that we believe, that one man 
^ * should have one wife ; and one womah, but one hus- 
; '^> band, except in case of death when either is at liberty 
•^. to marry again. It is not right to persuade a woman 
>i to be baptised contrary to the will of her husband, 
^^^ neither is it lawful to influence her to leave her hus- 
:*;«, band. All children are bound by law to obey their 
H; parents; and to influence them to embrace any reli- 
C^^ ^ gious faith, or be baptized, or leave their parents without 
^ic' their consent, is unlawful and unjust We believe 
- that husbands, parents and masters who exercise con< 
trol over their wives, children, and servants and pre- 
vent them from embracing the truth, will have to an-

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SECTION oxn. 

OF GOVBENMBNTS AND LAWS IN GENERAL. 

That our beliefs with regard to earthly governments 
and laws in general may not he misinterpreted nor 
misunderstood, we have thought proper to present, 
ai the close of this volume, our opinion concerning 
the same. ' 

1. We believe that governments were instituted of i 
God for the benefit of man, and that he holds men ac- 
countable for their acts in relation to them, either ia 
making laws or administering them, for the good and 
safety of society. 

2. We believe that no government can exist, in peace, 
except such laws are framed and held inviolate as will 
secure to each individual the free exercise of con- 
science, the right and control of property and the pro- 
tection of life. 

3. We believe that all governments necessarily re- 
quire civil officers and magistrates to enforce the laws of 
the same, and that such as will administer the law in 
equity and justice should be sought for and upheld by 
the voice of the people (if a republic), or the will oi 
the sovereiga 

4. We believe that religion is instituted of God, and 
that men are amenable to him, and to him only, for the 
exercise of it, unless their religious opinions prompt 
them to infringe upon the rights and liberties of others ; 
but we do not believe that human law has a right to- 
interfere in prescribing rules of worship to bind the 
consciences of men, nor dictate forms for public or pri- 
vate devotion ; that the civil magistrate should, restrain 
crime, but never control conscience; should punish 
guilt, but never suppress the freedom of the soul. 

5. VVe believe that all men are bound to sustain and 
uphold the respective governments in which they re- 
side, while protected in their inhereivt ^slx^^ \\v'aX\'KtvsiX\^ 
ritrhfcs bv the iaws of such jj;oveTnmfei\\i*^ «>xA ^"^nJ^ ^^ 
dition and rebellion are unhecom\tv« ^vcrj caVIyi .^tw '^'''*^ 
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protectedj' and should be punished accordingly; and 
that all governments have a right to enact such laws as 
in their own judgments are best calculated to secure 
the f>ublio interest, at the same time, however, holding 
saored the freedom of conscience. 

6. We believe that; every man should be honored in his 
station : rulers and magistrates as such — bein^ placed 
for the protection of the innocent and the punisnment 
of the guilty ; and that to the laws all men owe respect 
and deference, as without them peace and harmony 
would be supplanted by anarchy and terror ; human 
laws being instituted for the express purpose of regu- 
lating our interests as' individuals and nations, between 
man and man, and divine laws, given of heaven, pre- 
scribing rules on spiritual concerns, for faith and wor- 
ship, both to be answered by man to his Maker. 

7. We believe that rulers, states and governments 
have a right, and are bound to enact laws for the proteo* 
tion of all citizens in the free exercise of their regilioas 
belief; but we do not believe that thejf have a right, in 
justice, to deprive citizens of this privilege, or proscribe 
them in their opinions, so long as a regard and rever- 
ence is shown to the laws, such religious opinions 
do not justify sedition nor conspiracy. 

8. We believe that the commission of crime should 
be punished according to the nature of the offense; 
that murder, treason, robbery, theft and the breach of 
the general peace, in all respects, should be punished 
according to their criminality and their tendency to 
evil among men, by the laws of that government in 
which the offense is committed: and for the public 
peace and tranquillity, all men should step forward and 
use their ability in bringing offenders, agjainst good 
laws, to punishment. 

9. We do not believe it juat to mingle religious influ- 
ence with civil government, whereby one religious so- 
ciety is fostered and another proscribed in its spiritual 
privileges, and the individual rights of its members, as 
cidzens, denied. 

JO. We believe that «1\ Tft\\\gL«vva^«v^'a«^^\ww^ ^ 
right to deal with thoix mc^mb^iii lot ^\wc\5st\^ ^xAxi^ 
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acoordiDg to the rules and regulations of sucl societies, 
provided that such dealings be for fellowship and good 
standing; but we do not believe that any religious so- 
ciety has authority to try men on the right of property 
or life, to take from them this world's goods, or put 
them* in jeopardy either life or limb, neither to inniot 
any physical punishment upon them-r-they can only- 
e^communicate them from their society and withdraw 
from their fellowship. 

11. We believe that men should appeal to the civil 
law for redress of all wrongs and grievances, wherd 
personal abuse is inflicted, or the right of property or 
character infringed, where such laws exist as will prio« 
tect the ^ame ; but we believe that all men are justified 
in defending themselves, their friends and property, 
and the government, from the unlawful assaults and 
encroachments of all persons, in times of exit^encies, 
where immediate appeal can not be piade to the laws, 
and relief afforded. 

12. We believe it just to preach the gospel to the 
nations of the earth, and warn the righteous to save 
themselves from the corruption of the world ; but we 
do not believe it right to interfere with bond-servants, 
neither preach the gospel to, nor baptize them, con- 
trary to the will and wisn of their masters, nor to med- 
dle with, or influence them in ttie least to cause them 
to be dissatisfied with their situations in this life, 
thereby jeopardizing the lives of men; such interference 
we believe to be unlawful and unjust, and dangerous 
to the peao of every government allowing human 
beings to be held in servitude.

Mabttrdoh ov'Josiph Smith a^B his Bbothbb Htrux. 

1. To seal the testimony of this boor^nd the Book of 
MormeD, we olose with the martyrdom of Joseph Smith' the 
wrephet and Hyrum Smith the patriarch. They were shot in 
Carthage jail on the 27th of Jane, 1844, about 6 o'clock P. 
M., by an armed mob, painted black — of from 150 to 200 
persons. Hyrum was shot first and fell calmly exolaimine 
*'I a*m a dead man ! " Joseph leaped Arom the window, and 
WAS shot dead in the attempt, exclaiming " Lord my 
God 1 " — They were Both shot after they were dead in » 
brutal manner, and eaeh -TCoeiYed four balls. 

3. John Taylor and William Richards, two of the Twelve, 
were the only persons in the room at the time ; the' former 
was wounded in a sayage manner with four balls, but has 
since recovered : the latter, through the promises of God es- 
caped " without even a hole in his robe." 

3. Joseph Smith, the prophet and seer of the Lord, has 
done more (save Jesus only), for the -salvation of men in this 
world, than any other man that ever lived in it. In the 
short space of twenty years, he has brought forth the Book 
of Mormon, which he, translated by the gift and power of 
God, and has been the means of publishing it on two conti- 
nents ; has sent the fullness of the everlasting gospel which it 
contained, to the four quarters of the earth ; has brought 
forth the revelations and commandments, which compose 
this Book of Doctrine and Covenants, and many other wise 
documents and instruction's for the benefit of the children of 
men ; gathered many thousands of the Latter-Day Saints ; 
founded a great city, and left a fame and name that oan not 
be slain. He lived great, and he died great in the eyes of 
God and his people, and like most of the Lord'^iiinointed in 
ancient times, has sealed his mission and works with his own 
blood — and so has his brother Hyrum. In life they were not 
divided, and in death they were not separated ! * 

4. When Joseph went to Carthage to deliver himsflf up, to 
the pretended requirements of the law, two or three aays pre- 
vious to his assassination, he said : ^' I am going like a lamb 
to the slaughter ; but I am calm as the summer's morning ; 
I have a conscience void of ofi'enso, toward God, and toward 
all men — I shall die iNNOCKNT,i|VD it suall ykt be said op 
MB, HE WAS MURDERED IN COLD BLOOD." The Same moming, 
after Hyrum had made ready to go — shall it be said to the 
Bltnigbtur? Yes', for ao U waa — ^\itt T««Ld the following para-

ipraph near the close of the fifth chapter of Ether^ in th« 
Book of Mormon, and turned down the leaf npon it : 

5. "And it oame to piMs that I prayed unto the Lord that 
he would give nnto the Gentiles grace, that they might hare 
charity. And it oame to pass that the Lord said unto mm, if 
they haye not oharity, it mattereth not unto thee, thou hiut 
been faithful; wherefore thy garments are olean. Aad 
because thou hast seen thy weakness, thou shalt be mada 
strong, even unto the sitting down in the place which I haiw 
prepared in the mansions of my Father. And now, I, lf«- 
roai^ bid farewell unto the Gentiles ; yea, and also unto Mf 
brethren whom I loTe, untif we shall meet before the jud^ 
ment seat of Christ, where all men shall know that my gar- 
ments are not spotted with your blood." 

The testators are now dead and their testament is in foroa. 

6. Hyrum Smith was 44 years old February, 1844, and Jo- 
seph Smith was 38 in December, 1843, and henceforward th^ 
names will be classed among t^ martyrs of religion ; and tho 
reader in ev^ery nation, will bAreminded that the " Book of 
Mormon " and this Book of Doctrine and OoTenants of tha 
church, cost the best l||pod of the nineteenth century, to 
bring it forth for the salyation of a ruined world. And that 
if the fire can scathe a green tree for the glory of God, how 
easy it will burn up the ** dry trees " to purify the yineyard 
of corruption. They liyed for glory, they died for glory, lAd 
glory is their eternal reward. From age to age shall thisir 
nad&es go down to posterity as gems for the sanctified. 

7. They were innocent of any crimes, as they had ofjtvi 
been proved before, and were only confined in jail by tha 
conspiracy of traitors and wickea men ; and their in m o m i ^ 
blood on the floor of Carthage jail, is a broad seal affixed 4l|^ 
Mormonis^, that can not be rejected by any court on eartk; 
and their innocent blood on the escutcheon of the State of Illi- 
nois, with tip broken fai^ of the State as pledged by tha 
Goyernor, is a witness tof he truth of the eyerlaating gospel^ 
that all the world can not impeach ; and their innocent blood 
on the banner of liberty, and on the magna charta of the 
United States, is an ambassador for the religion of JesM 
Christ, that will touch the hearts of honest men among all 
nations'; and their innocent blood, with the innocent blood of 
all the martyrs under the altar Uiat John saw, will ory unto 
the Lord of Hosts, till he ayenges that, blood on the eartk.
